NEWTON — A “dramatic” in- 
crease in burglaries during the first 
three months of 1981 has prompted 
Chief William Quinn to remind 
residents about the availability of 
“Neighborhood Watch.” 

Quinn announced ‘‘with regret’’ 
that burglary figures for the first 
three months of the year have risen 31 
percent. There has been a total of 286 
burglaries, he said. 

The house breaks are taking place 
during the day and burglars are not 
concentrating in any particular area 
of Newton. 

According to a Police Department 
spokesman, Waban north of Beacon 
Street has been hard hit. Auburndale, 
Newtonville and West Newton are 
a being regularly hit with break-

Cottage PI. 
townhouses 
approved 


NEWTON — Seven attached 
townhouses can now be built on Cot- 
tage Place in Newton Upper Falls, 
following approval by the. Board of 
Aldermen this week. 

The plan, which needed a two- 
thirds vote of the 24-member board, 
was approved 17-4. 

Ald. Paul Daley, who removed 
himself from the chamber during the 
debate and vote, is one of the 
developers in the condominium pro- 
ject. Daley has not attended or been 
involved with the project at any of the 
hearings. Local Attorney Robert 
Keating is also involved with the plan. 

The condominium proposal must 
still receive a zoning variance from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals before 
construction can begin. 

Aproposal to construct six attached 
townhouse rental units on Rustic 
Street was also unanimously approv- 
ed by aldermen Monday night. A local 
developer, who owns abutting proper- 
ty on Rustic Street, plans to construct 
the units. 

The final seven-unit Cottage Street © 
proposal was not approved until a mo- 
tion to reduce the plan to six units was 
rejected by a 13 to 8 vote. Aldermen 
debated the “density” of the proposal 
and other factors for nearly 60 
minutes before the plan received the 
green light. 

Several aldermen, including Land 
Use Committee Chairman Terry Mor- 
ris, felt the townhouses should be 
reduced to six units. Ald. Rodney 
Barker also argued it would be a 
mistake not to reduce the plan to six 
nay because of the ‘‘density”’ of the

Hyde students return; 


fundraising adding up 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS - The Hyde 
fund amassed $1800 and students were 
back at their desks this week, coping 
well in the aftermath of the three- 
alarm blaze in one of the school’s

Children were greeted with banners 
and balloons Monday morning and 
Hyde School Principal Arthur 
Laughland said the reopening went 
well and, ‘‘everyone seems very hap- 
py.” 

No one seemed to mind the 
classroom reshuffling which. produc- 
ed the relocation of the fourth, fifth, 
a grades and the special education 
class. 


“There was a lot of reshuffling, but 
there were no problems,” said 


+ Laughland. “We were able to shelter 


all the children.” 

The two sixth grade classes were 
relocated in the gym along with one 
fourth grade class. The two grades 
were separated by a folding door 
which divides the gym into two sec- 
tions. The other fourth grade class 
was placed in what use to be the 
resource center. 


The fifth grade:was split between 
the library and what was formerly the 


senior citizen center. ‘The special 
education class was relocated in the 
media center. ¢ 


The principal said he spoke to those 
classes that were displaced and that 
they had ‘‘adjusted quite well’ to the 
adverse conditions. 


“Fortunately the younger kids were 
not disturbed,” he added, ‘‘they were 
all going to familar rooms.” Laughlin 
also pointed out that the younger 
children asked some questions about 
the fire but showed no fear of being 
back in the building. 


In addition to the makeshift 
classrooms, the students will have to 
adjust to losing some school services.: 
Because of the utilization of the 
library as a classroom, the reference 
room has been set up in the corridor 
outside the library. In addition, the 
librarian has made arrangements so 
that’ she will go to each classroom 
with book selections. 


The music and art teachers will also 
be forced to leave the sanctuary of 
their former rooms. Like the 
librarian, these teachers will have to 
travel from classroom to classroom. 
Both the music and art centers were 
located in the damaged building. 


Laughlin said the school’s next step 
is to take inventory and find the ex- 
tent of the losses. He expects the pro- 
cedure to take between three and four 
weeks. 

In other developments, Superinten- 
dent of Schools Aaron Fink took a dim 
view last week of closing the school in 
September because of the fire. 


“I do not see how that school could 
be closed next year,” Fink said. “It 
would be impossible to do it without 
massive disruption.” 


He said surrounding elementary 
schools would have to be reorganized 
and redistricting of Hyde would also 
involve redistricting of students at 
receiver schools. 

The key question now is how much 
of the fire-damaged building would 
have to be rebuilt to accommodate the 
Hyde population of 334 students. 

The Newton Highlands 
neighborhood of the school is wo: king 
to raise the $100,000 portion of the 
building's insurance that is deducti- 
ble. Efforts involve those made by 
both students and adults. 


According to Lane Gunnoe, presi- 
dent of the PTA, there was $1800 in the 
fund Monday, $750 raised by children. 


Adverse 
valuation 
appealed

NEWTON — Newton will file an ap- 
peal to the full bench on a Supreme 
Judicial Court justice's decision that 
supports the state's version of the 
value of the city instead of the city’s. 

A total of $11 million in additional 
cuts from the Newton budget hangs in 
the balance. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who met 
with City Solicitor Daniel Funk Mon- 

day night, said the city is moving for- 
ward on an appeal of Justice Herbert: 
Wilkin’s decision, handed down last 
Friday. 

In his ruling, Wilkins upheld a state 
Department of Revenue decision 
which put the city’s property tax base 
(total property value) at $2.23 billion. 
The Newton Board of Assessor's con- 
tends the city's property tax base is 
$2.97 billion, and school and city 
budget deliberations have been con- 
ducted on the basis of the higher 
valuation. 

As a result of the decision, the city 
may only be able to raise $63 million 
in property taxes rather than an an- 
ticipated $74 million. 

“The first round of the battle has 
been fought,” Mann said. “I am now 
making a decision to go into round 
two.” 

Mann added, ‘‘Even if that fails, we 
are going into a revaluation program 
that has been supported by aldermen 
and ordered under state law.”” 


An additional $11 million budget cut 
could mean the layoff of an additional 
500 municipal employees. Mayor 
Mann's proposed fiscal 1982 budget 
already calls for the elimination of 315 
full-time positions. 

The final alternative to an addi- 
tional $11 million budget cut appears 
to be an accelerated revaluation. The 
project, which will cost the city 
$863,000, is an attempt to revalue city 
property to ‘full and fair” market 
value by Jan, 1,1982. 

Under Proposition 2%, a property 
tax base of $2.23 means that Newton 
can collect up to $63.5 million in real 
estate revenues in fiscal 1982. 

With a $2.97 billion tax base, the city 
could raise about $74 million in pro- 
perty taxes. Newton is collecting 
$73.48 million from taxpayers this 
year. ; 

Funk, who handled the case with 
Boston Attorney Richard Renehan, 
said he was “perplexed” by Justice 
Wilkin's decision. 

“We are disappointed in the man- 
ner in which arguments were treated 
and not treated,” he explained. ‘He 
did not consider many of our 
arguments which we felt were 
viable.” 

In his decision, Wilkins discarded 
the Board of Assessor’s sales ratio 
analysis which maintains most 
houses in the city are assessed at less

Overflowing with flowers

WEST NEWTON— For four days 
this week, St. Bernard’s Church in 
West Newton will be overflowing with 
flowers of all kinds. 

Lilies, carnations, roses, and 
gladiolas in a plethora of springtime 
colors will decorate the church from 
May 7-10 in a one-of-a-kind flower 
festival brought to Newton courtesy of 
the Isle of Jersey. 

Twelve members of the St. Cle- 
ment's Flower Club, one of three in 
Jersey, arrived in Newton last week 
to start preparations for the festival. 
The’ arrangements, which include 
garlands, flower cascades, and 
pedestal arrangements, were design- 
ed to illustrate the threefold theme of 
Mothers’ Day, Our Lady, and the role 
of women iri religion. 

The actual decorating started on 


' Monday, and by 3 p.m., garlands of 
preserved 


beech leaves and deep rose 
colored silk ribbon flowers were 
already draped over the eight col- 
umans in the church. 
“Garlands like this used to be made 
in the Greek courts to decorate the 
columns,’’ explained Yvonne 
LeBreuilly, the president and co- 
wer loliage 
were scattered on the church floor as 
the women worked on their displays. 
Moat of the work being done involved 
setting up pedestals and arranging 


oasis ferns. The four stained’ glass 
windows will act as stages for inter- 
pretive displays dedicated to women 
in the church, such as St. Elizabeth 
Ann Seton, St. Frances Cabrini, and 
Mary Magdalene. 

One such display will symbolize 
Queen Esther and another will sym- 
bolize Judith, women in Jewish 
history, which demonstrates the 
ecumenical theme of the flower show. 

“We are doing this as a tribute to 
ladies in religion, in both the Old and 
New Testaments, such as Mary 
Magdalene, and Queen Esther and 
Judith,” explained LeBreuilly. 

Esther was married to King Xerxes 
of Persia. She was responsible for 
helping to save the Jews from 
massacre by Aman, the prime 
minister, who was subsequently ex- 
ecuted. She is considered to be'an ex- 
ample of Jewish courage, devotion 
and faith. 

Judith was a wealthy widow who in- 
spired the Jews of Bethulia not to sur- 
render their city to the Assyrians. She 
stands for Jewish pride and courage. 

Exotic flowers, such as strelitzias 
and fan palms will be used for the 
Esther display, and various kinds of 
weeds will be used for Judith, because 
“she threw off her widows weeds” to 
mre her people, explained LeBreuil- 

y: 


“We are using the different flowers 
as a contrast to what the women did,” 
she said. 


None of the flowers had been 
brought into the church yet but it was 
easy to imagine what the church 
would look like once the women's 
work was completed. The garlands 
had already lent a springtime at- 
mosphere to the church, and three or 
four of the women were at work ar- 
ranging oasis ferns near the altar. 

A maypole, and cascades of flowers 
flowing over the balcony will be com- 
pleted on Wednesday, as will a 
display extending down the large mid- 
dle aisle as a tribute to the Virgin 
Mary. 

Much of the work at the beginning 
of the week involved setting up 
pedestals and dried ferns around the 
church, “It's really quite interesting 
at this stage, with all the preparations 
going on,” said Frances Forster, who 
was working on the Queen Esther 
display. 

“I'm just doing the basic work right 
now,” she said. “We are going to use 
some fairly exotic flowers, and fan 
palms, all in creams and golds and 
royal blue colors. On the other side we 
are going to use various dried 
nad to signify the oppresed peo- 


The flowers, which the women had 
bought at the Boston Flower Market, 
had been stored in a garage behind 
the rectory. Even in the dim light of 
the garage, the deep yellow jonquils 
and pink carnations stood out in con- 
trast to their dingy surroundings. 
Various flowers with names to hard to 


pronounce nestled together in rich 
shades of pink and orange, and bun- 


~ ches of creamy white and pale pink 


roses had been wrapped up in creamy 
white paper. 

Plans for the festival began about 
two years ago, when Father Anthony 
Moore asked LeBreuilly, who had 
been one of his parishioners in Jersey, 
to organize a flower festival for his 
church. 

“This type of thing is done often in 
many churches and English 
cathedrals,” said Father Moore. 

“This is a super church for a 
festival,” said LeBreuilly. “It ab- 
solutely lends itself. 

“Flower arranging as it is now 
started in England after the war,” she 
continued. “We have in England the 
National Association of Flower Ar- 
ranging Societies (NAF AS) which is a 
lot of affiliated flower clubs. It's 
rather like the church, actually, with 
go many clubs to an area.”” 


The group paid it's own expenses 
for the trip over here, $645 a head. 
Money from ticket sales (1600 tickets 
have been sold already) will be used 
to defray the cost of the flowers. 

On Thursday, Governor Edward 
King will be presented with com- 
Memorative stamps and medals 
which have been offered by the Jersey 
governor to ‘signify the United States 
Jersey links,” said Father Moore. 

The festival will run from Thurs- 

day, May 7-Sunday, May 10.

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Cause still sought for 
Thompsonville blaze 


THOMPSONVILLE = A cause for 
the tragic fire on Jackson Terrace 
that claimed two lives Sunday still 
has not been found, fire officials said 
Tuesday. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly said Tues- 
day his department may not deter- 
mine the cause of the blaze until the 
end of the week. Fire officials, he 
said, would like to question the fire’s 
survivor, William Uberti Jr., before 
officially citing its cause. 

Reilly said they are having trouble 
find the initial source of the blaze and 
think that Uberti will be able to help 
them, 

Uberti, 21, is in the Shriner's burn 
center listed in “serious” condition. 

Two people were killed Sunday 
when fire swept the Uberti family 
home at 27 Jackson Terrace. 

Daniel Uberti, 18, was found dead in 
a second floor bedroom and 19-year- 
old Nancy Keefe of West Newton was 


found dead on a stairway between the 
first and second floors of the 2 1/2 
story house. 

The family dog, Shemp, also died in 
the fire. 

William Uberti was rescued from 
the first floor of the house and rushed 
to Newton-Wellesley Hospital for 
emergency treatment. He was later 
transferred to Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston. 

Funeral services for Nancy Keefe 
of 154 Cherry St., were to be‘held this 
morning (Wednesday) with a mass in 
Sacred Heart Church. Funeral ser- 
vices for Daniel Uberti, also this mor- 
ning, were to be at Our Lady’s 
Church. 

Police and Fire units were at the 
scene of the fire at 2:56 a.m. Sunday, 
responding to a call from a neighbor. 

Barbara Mooney of 23 Jackson Ter- 
race said she was going to bed when 
she heard glass breaking somewhere

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Policeman to appeal 
dismissal from force

NEWTON — Harold Hollie, an 
eight-year veteran of the Newton 
Police Department, said Tuesday he 
will appeal his dismissal from the 
force. 

Hollie was fired last Thursday for 
insubordination and failure to per- 
form his duties. 

Hollie, who is black, also filed a 
discrimination complaint against the 
Police Department in February. 


His dismissal came after a three- 
day hearing, conducted during the 
past two months, into his conduct as a 
policeman. Police Chief William 
Quinn and Newton Mayor Theodore 
Mann made the decision to fire Hollie, 
and he was informed of the action by 
two uniformed officers who went to 
his home in Cambridge Thursday 
afternoon. 

Both Quinn and Mann refused to 
comment on the decision. 

Hollie, 30, was apparently found 
guilty of failing to respond to an Oct. 
30, 1980 call at the Newtonville Star 
Market and giving conflicting 
statements on the incident; failing to 
appear at a November, ‘1980 traffic 
hearing; and investigating a case out- 
side his jurisdiction. 

The charges against Hollie were the 
result of a two-month departmental 
investigation. 

A short statement released by 


Quinn said the ‘'appointing 
authorities” (Mann and Quinn) deter- 
Mined the evidence at the ad- 
ministrative hearing ‘‘substantiated 
the charges brought before the 
tribunal.” 

The prepared statement concluded: 
“There will be no further comment 
from the Police Department.” 

Contacted at his Cambridge home, 
Hollie said he was not ‘‘surprised” by 
the decision. 

“This {8 what happens to people 
when they speak up,” said a disgusted 
Hollie. “‘It's like Nazi Germany: they 
just disappear!” 

Hollie said he planned to “fight” the 
decision as far as possible. Hollie can 
appeal the case to the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Hollie claims the charges are a 
result of harassment because he is 
black and retaliation for his com- 
plaint with the Massachusetts Com- 
mission Against Discrimination 
(MCAD). 

In his complaint, Hollie charged 
that he has been denied special train- 
ing and a promotion because of his 
Trace. 

Police Union Attorney Joseph 
McParland, who termed the pro- 
ceedings a “racist witchhunt,” claim- 
ed the Newton officer ‘“‘did not receive 
a full and fair hearing.” 

City Attorney Gary Blau, who pro- 
secuted the case, did not believe the 
discharge was extreme for the case. 


“T think you have to take into con- 
sideration his previous record,” he 
explained. ‘‘There is a distinct pro- 
gression of incidents of a related 
nature.”’ 

A score of written and verbal 
reprimands, some dating back five 
years, were entered by Blau into the 
case for the hearing officers to deter- 
mine the action to be taken against 
Hollie. 

Hollle’s personnel file included 
several reprimands for discharging 
his gun and failing to appear at traffic 
hearings. The numerous warnings 
also included carrying a loaded 357 
magnum while off duty. 

Blau said he did not believe there 
was any validity to Hollie’s charges of 
discrimination involved in the case. 
The young city attorney said Hollie’s 
record indicates “‘he was kept on a 
shoestring."’ 

He added, “If he had no prior 
record, the charges involved would 
not be sufficient to dismiss him.” 

“He was warned verbally and in 
written form and in one case given 
disciplinary (punishment) hours,” 
maintained Blau. “It is the kind of 
thing you would not stand for in any 
other business or city job.” 

Hollie was one of six-black police of- 
ficers on a force of 201. 

Allan Ciccone, union police union 
president until he resigned two weeks 
ago, had called the charges against 
Hollie “a wild goose chase.” 


Holocaust remembered at North

NEWTON- Stating that ‘‘the sane 
continuation of all humankind” is the 
purpose of the remembrance of the 
Holocaust, Mayor Theodore Mann 
Monday declared the week of April 26- 
May 2 “Days of Remembrance of Vic- 
tims of the Holocaust.” 

Speaking in a packed auditorium at 
Newton North High School, Mann said 
Monday that the act of genocide is 
“something that we must not let ever 
happen again.” 

“The Holocaust was not just a 
Jewish experience in Europe,” he 
said, ‘but also a Christian ex- 
perience. More Christians were killed 
during World War II than Jews.” 

Also speaking to the students was 
Elizabeth Depazo, who grew up in 
Nazi Germany. Although Elizabeth is 
not Jewi8h and none of her ancestors 
were Jewish, her family faced a dif-

ferent kind of persecution because 
they belonged to the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, a religious sect that firmly 
maintains neutrality in any political 
situation. 

Her father was taken to a concen- 
tration camp and eventually died 
there, and her mother spent two anda 
half years in prison when Elizabeth 
was very young. Her stories, told with 
a kind of matter-of-fact, subtle sense 
of humor, elicited some tentative 
chuckles from the students, who 
seemed unsure how to react. 

“Once Hitler came to power, it was 
disaster for us. They were very bad 
times," she said. 

After her parents were taken away, 
Elizabeth and her brother went to live 
with their grandmother in northern 
Germany. Recalling how they went to 
enroll in school she described how the 
principal of the school sat with a huge 
picture of Hitler hanging on the wall 
behind him.

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“In those days we were much more 
in awe of principals than you are,” 
she said. “Well, we got in there and he 
asked us about our beliefs and we told 
him that we were Jehovah's 
Witnesses. He got such a look of 
disgust on his face, and my brother 
and I, we just looked at each other and 
thought that this would be the day to 
be totally invisible!” 


“My brother and I always asked 
ourselves ‘Why do we have to go 
through this? Why can’t we just be 
Germans like other Germans?’ As 
time went on I didn’t want any 
religion. I thought, if there is such a 
loving God, how could he let this hap- 
pen?” she told the students.

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Editorial 
Beware overrides 
without austeritv 


Not yet demonstrated is certainty the 
Legislature has absorbed the message 
from November's Proposition 2 2 man- 
date. Voters were saying loudly .they 
wanted government spending cut at all 
levels, state and county as well as city and 
town. 

Last week, the machinery began to 
move in response to the clamor that the in- 
itial impact be modified. Time is running 
out on the municipalities, which have 
deadlines to meet on budget approval, so 
the attention to this foremost issue early in 
the session has to be a plus. 

First to get approval of the joint Com- 
mittee on Taxation are amending actions 
designed to permit local overrides. One 
enables affluent suburbs already under the 
2 % limit to advance budgets 5 percent 
with approval of 55 percent of the voters. 

Another permits communities which are 
required to cut 15 percent annually until 2 
'% is reached to go half that distance. Two- 
thirds vote at a council or town meeting 
could clear the way for a general election, 
at which 55 percent acceptance by the elec- 
torate would be needed. 

As an escape hatch, this is probably the 
way to go. Otherwise, the cities and towns 
would be locked in until the statewide elec- 
tion of 1982 — well into a second fiscal 
year. 

What people back home want to know 
really, before the override option becomes 
available, is what the state is going to do 
on its own in budget cutting. Advance in- 
formation on what the tax committee has 
in mind on measures designed for local aid 
relief has to be disturbing. 

An omnibus bill, said to embrace 100 
pages, has a revenue package reportedly 
aimed at obtaining $257.8 million in new 
taxes. Most of this would come from a 
broadening of the sales tax and corporate 
excises. 

Rep. Gerald Cohen (D-Andover), chair- 
man and chief architect of Proposition 2 12 
solutions, states no new taxes will be voted 
until the Legislature makes state spending 
cuts. But, and what a big but it is, the 
amount to be derived from budget reduc- 
tion is placed-at $100 million. No one 
sneezes at a figure like $100 million, 
assuredly, but it isn’t all that great propor- 
tionately when you are talking about a 
King administration budget of $6.4 billion, 
some 6 percent higher than expenditures 
in the current fiscal year. 

Let’s get back to the sales tax propopals. 
Virtually all of the services now not taxed, 
beauty aid shops, health clubs, auto repair 
businesses, public and private sports 
enterprises and a flock of others would be 
brought into the fold for a take of $157.7 
million, the report disclosed. 

Nothing is heard about level funding of 
the Commonwealth’s spending blueprint to 
bolster local aid and salvage vital local 
servcies. This is where the fight should be, 
not on sales tax grabs, or any other, and 
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the override option has to be conditioned ° 


by making austerity felt on Beacon Hill, 
too.

Israelis not ‘crying wolf’

We call Israel an ally yet treat her as if she were our 
baby sister. ° 

We scold her, slap her and then almost humorously ask 
her what's wrong. She’s just crying wolf, you know. 

It’s too bad Israel cannot turn elsewhere for a friend 
who might treat her on more equal footing. By selling 
Saudi Arabia five E-3A AWACS, we give that Arab 
shiekdom the most adavanced air-radar system 
available to man. 

In any weather, the AWACS can track all aircraft and 
naval vessels within 250 miles. It can stay aloft at 30,000 
feet for eleven hours and twice as long with mid-air 
refueling. 

It doesn’t take an oil minister to figure out that the 
planes would be used to diminish the striking power of 
Israel’s unparalleled air force. 

Yet at the same time that we offer these planes to the 
Saudis, forever antagonists of Israel, we reaffirm our 
“moral commitment” to the Jewish state. 

I'm tired of hearing our relationship with Israel refer- 
red to as a moral commitment. In the world of foreign 
policy, there are no moral commitments. If there were, 
we would still have diplomatic ties with Taiwan. 

In the world of ‘real politik,’ there are no friends. 
Eastern Europe has slowly removed itself from its moral 
ties to Israel and has befriended parts of the Arab world 
that are bent on the state’s destruction. 

So here we are placed again in another round of will 
testing by an Arab leader. The Saudis have made the sale 
of the AWACS a test case of the Administration's 
evenhandedness. The ploy is not new. The last test case 
was when President Carter succumbed and bullied a 
package deal through Congress in 1978. 

A plane sale to Israel was tied irrevocably to sales to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. If one sale was denied, eaeh 
would fail. If each transaction was judged on its own 
merits, the Saudi sale probably would have ‘been re- 
jected. 

Unfortunately, the Reagan White House has picked up 
on Carter's precedent and has packaged these highly 
sophisticated planes with less controversial weaponry. 

I call the current question of evenhandedness another 
round of political blackmail. ‘ 

Shiek Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the oil minister of Saudi

Arabia, is absolutely no friend of mine. As I shell out 
$1.50 for a gallon of gasoline, he tells Americans to be 
thankful that the price of oil has only tripled since the 
Carter Administration tried appeasing the Saudis with 
advanced weaponry. 

What's more, he has told Washington to its face that 
Israel is far greater a danger to Saudi Arabia than the 
Soviet Union. 

Who is Haig trying to kid when he tells Congress and 
the public that these weapons are meant for the Soviet 
threat? 

.At the same time, Yamani watches the poltical 





charades of Congress and wonders aloud, ‘‘How can we 
deal with a government that has no political consensus?” 

I'll take Sheik Yamani one step further and bet him 
half a dozen of his finest Rolls Royces that his stability 
may be doubted. Perhaps the lesson. of allowing our 
finest weaponry fall into enemy hands is not far enough 
in the past to call it memory. The Shah had it all. 

The bottom line is that Israel is not paranoid. She is 
concerned and rightly so. What we still fail to realize is 
that her next cry of ‘‘wolf"’ could be her final one.

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High in costs, low in services 


Following is the third in a series of articles prepared by 
the Middlesex County Project, a group of legislators that 
includes State Rep. David Cohen and State Rep. Susan 
Schur, of Newton. 


The Maintenance Department of Middlesex County has 
a seemingly modest mission — the upkeep of 14 county 
buildings, not including the county’s major facility, the 
Cambridge Court House, which has its own maintenance 
staff. 


To carry out this mission during this year, the County 
Commissioners obtained funding for a total of 204 
maintenance employees. Incredibly, this small army 
cannot work effectively even when it wishes to; the com- 
missioners have budgeted so little in equipment for them 
that private contractors must be hired to do much of the 
important repair work. The taxpayers pay for this on top 
of everything else. 


The budget the commissioners have submitted to thé 
Legislature for upcoming year 1982 does not have any ex- 
planatory narrative or analysis, but a careful count of 
the maintenance positions listed reveals that the Com- 
missioners have inserted an additional six jobs, for a 
total of 210. 


This is not all. No mention is made of it, but a careful 
comparison also shows that the salaries of 45 of these 
maintenance employees are listed at a greater amount in 
the 1982 budget than in the 1981 budget. If the Legislature 
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enacts these changes, they will represent an under-the- 
table pay raise package totaling almost $160,000. 


The Highway Department of Middlesex County is 
another bureau whose duties appear easy to bear. Mid- 
dlesex County contains no county roads within its 
borders. The department's only sources of work are re- 
quests by individual cities or towns, but both state and 
local departments of public works are capable of per- 


forming the same tasks. Most of the service requested — 
so-called Chapter 90 work — will be less necessary 
because federal funding for Chapter 90 projects is being 
cut back. 


The Highway Department has 64 employees, of whom 
only half a dozen are state-certified as engineers or 
surveyors. For the current 1981 fiscal year, the depart- 
ment is funded at $1,018,491. An incredible 98 percent of 
this appropriation goes to pay for personnel, that is, for 
county salaries. The remaining 2 percent, $22,700, is 
allotted for supplies, equipment and transportation. 


There are reported to be eight “work crews” in the 
department, but only six trucks to convey them to sites 
throughout the county. 


For fiscal year 1982 the commissioners have asked the 
Legislature to fund the Highway Department at an 
“amount 9 percent higher than the current year's. 


A final illustration of Middlesex County services is pro- 
vided by the offices of the commissioners themselves. In- 
cluded within their operation is a federal fund coor- 
dinator who has almost no funds to coordinate, a director 
of tourism, a county ombudsman, and a county dog of- 
ficer who doesn't chase dogs. 


For fiscal year 1982 the commissioners request a 17 
percent: increase in their offices’ budgets. Despite 
employing 36 individuals, the commissioners failed com- 
pletely at one of their central functions — they filed the 
County's budget requests for 1982 a full six weeks after 
the statutory deadline had passed. 


Overrides: King’s great escape

BOSTON — Barbara Anderson, the 
champion of Proposition 2 ‘4, is deter- 
mined to prevent her nightmare from 
turning into reality. 

Ms. Anderson has steadfastly main- 
tained one of the worst things that could 
happen to the property tax-cutting law 
would be an override of the measure 
before November 1982.

Cohen, House chairman of the com- 
mittee, said the override process includ- 
ed in the legislation “is tough enough to 
constitute a high hurdle.” 

“Personally, I would have made it 
even more difficult,” Cohen said, ‘‘but 
we had members on the committee who 
didn’t want any override at all.”” 

“An accommodation had to be reach- 
ed, and this is it," Cohen added. 

A last-minute attempt by Sen. John W. 
Olver, D-Amherst, to make the override 
easier failed. 

Olver, the Senate chairman, submit- 


to halve their property tax loss this year 
through an override provision emerging 
from the Legislature's Taxation Com- 
mittee, 

Cities and towns that must cut taxes 
under Proposition 2 4 by 15 percent an- 
nually until they reach 2.5 percent of fair 
market value would be allowed to reduce 
the degree of that annual cut to only 7.5 
percent. 

Under the legislation, a community 
could override the limits set by the new 
tax law only if 55 percent of those voting 
agreed and only if the election drew at 
least 30 percent of the municipality's 
voters to the polls. 

The referendum's date would have to 
be scheduled with approval of two-thirds 
of the local legislative body, either a city 
council or town meeting. 

An override could not reduce the tax 
cut beyond the 7.5 percent specified in 
the legislation. And voter approval for 
an override would last for only one year. 

“This just complicates things beyond 
reason,” Ms. Anderson said, noting that 
the tax law includes a provision allowing 


an override, but it cannot be voted upon 
until November 1982 at the earliest and 
must win by a two-thirds vote in a local 
election: 

Determined to mount an extensive lob- 
bying effort against the measure, Ms. 

, Anderson said not only will an override 
attempt be costly for municipalities but 
it also ‘will give the state the chance to 
wipe its hands of the problem.”” 

“We want the state to cut spending and 
provide more money in local aid” to help 
communities cope with the more than 
$500 million reduction in tax revenues 
expected to result from the new law dur- 
ing the fiscal year starting July 1, she 
said. 

“But any override, weak or strong, 
virtually eliminates the pressure for that 
aid,” she maintained. 

Rep. Michael J. Barrett, D-Reading, is 
alsy concerned about local aid. 

“That's why it is so important the 
override process not be any simpler," he 
said. 

Barrett, a member of the Taxation 





Committee, said, ‘We've got to make 
certain the bill doesn't become Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King's great escape by making 
overrides so easy all the pressure for 
local aid is off," Barrett said. 

King included only an additional $37 
million in local aid in his recommended 
budget, 

“The most effective thing King could 
do’ is give cities and towns contro! of 
county budgets and increase local aid,"’ 
Barrett said. 

“Ten years from now, I hope we can 
look back and happily see that 2 '% 
squashed the over-dependency on the 
property tax,”’ Barrett said. 

Rep. Gerald M. Cohen, D-Andover, 
doesn't believe there will be any lessen- 
ing of the demand for aid and predicts 
only a few communities would carry out 
overrides if the provision becomes law. 


ted a motion that would have allowed 
communities that voted against Proposi- 
tion 2 % to override with a four-fifths 
vote by the city council or town meeting, 
without areferendum. 

That failed, and Olver then unsuc- 
cessfully moved that the referendum 
should only require a majority vote in- 
stead of 55 percent. 

“Proposition 2 % doesn’t take into ac- 
count that some communities are dif- 
ferent with different needs,” Cohen said. 
“While Newton, Brookline and Cam- 
bridge — which voted against 2 % last 
November — may very well use the 
override, I can't envision it in such 
places as Boston, Lynn or Lawrence.”

Memorial Day

As Memorial Day approaches, it appears 
that the Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Newton is bent on destroying the holding of 
a procession (parade) to the cemetery to 
honor the brave men lying under white 
crosses and stars of David. 

In 1868, Memorial Day, or Decoration 
Day, was originated by the Grand Army of 
the Republic for the purpose, of com- 
memorating the Union soldiers and sailors 
who fell in the Civil War.

NEWTON - Newton will maintain 
strict control over over emergency 
ambulance service if it is transferred 
to the private sector, officials vowed 
this week. 

Representatives’ of Chaulk Am: 
bulance Service met with city of- 
ficials to discuss operating guidelines. 
“In addition to all the bid specifica- 
tions already required, we've found 
Chaulk to be most responsive to all of 
our concerns,” said James Hickey, 
chief administrative aide to the 
mayor. 

Chaulk was unanimously awarded 
the ambulance service by the city’s 
Ambulance Service Study Committee 
and will take over the emergency ser- 
vice July 1 if the FY 1982 budget is 
passed by the Board of Aldermen. The 
transfer would produce a savings of 
$324,000 in the fire department's 
budget. 

Until that time, the service will re- 
main the responsibility of the Newton 
Fire Department. 

According to Hickey, the company 
will be required to put up a $100,000 
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performance bond annually and on a 
monthly basis, report to the city via 
the police. 

All Chaulk employees employed in 
Newton will have to be approved by 
the city and have at least two years 
working experience as an EMT. 
These employees will be screened by 
the chief of police. 

The city would also be named co- 
insurer in all the ambulance service's 
liability polices and there will be a 
provision for indemnification to the 
city. 

Hicky also mentioned that the city 
would want a provision in the contract 
limiting Chaulk’s fees for the life of 
the contract to those allowed by 
Medicaid and Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 
If these guidelines were raised, the 
company would have to give the city 
30 days notice before they could in- 
crease its rates. 

The cost of the private ambulance 
service to the user will be $90 per run 
plus $4 per mile. The city recently in- 
creased its rates from $45 to $90 per 
run to fall in line with current Blue- 
Cross-Blue Shield ambulance rates. 

Chaulk’s method of collection, 
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Strict control over 
ambulances promised 


however, will be considerably more 
active than the city’s, Although the 
company said it would work out col- 
lection policies with users who were 
hard-pressed for cash, it would not 
lose sight of its users. Currently, the 
city roughly collects one-half of its 
fees at an annual loss of nearly 
$150,000. 

The company will station three 
brand new 1981 ambulances in the city 
at all times, one of which will be at the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. The sites 
for the other two ambulances have yet 
to be decided. 

These vehicles will be fully manned 
throughout the day and those atten- 
dants stationed at the hospital will 
receive on-going advanced life- 
support training. This training will 
work on a revolving basis so that all 24 
Chaulk emergency medical techni- 
cians will eventually receive this 
training.

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DPW work force reduction meansno holiday trash removal

NEWTON - Holiday trash removal 
will soon become a thing of the past as 
a result of personne! cuts in the Public 
Works Department. 

Outlining the DPW budget last 
week, Director Charlie Thomas in- 
formed the Finance Committee that 
the department would be forced to 
operate with 47 fewer personnel in 
fiscal year 82. The manpower reduc- 
tion is due to fiscal restraints imposed 
by Proposition 2'2 and could be fur- 
ther aygravated by the adverse 
Supreme Judicial Court decision on 
the valuation of the city. 

Despite the large numbers involv- 
ed, the personnel cuts would ‘‘only 
directly affect 10 or fewer people,” 
explained Thomas. 

The 37 other positions have been off- 
set by vacancies, attrition and person- 
nel transfers. The department had 
eight vacancies at the start of fiscal 
year 81 and these posts have not been 
filled. Thomas also made note of 
several early retirees who took ad-

vantage of the city's one-time retire- 
ment bonus of $3,000. 

The cutbacks will reduce the DPW 
workforce from 292 authorized hourly 
personnel to 249 thereby reducing the 
department's hourly personnel 
budget by $627,000. 

Although Thomas said the ‘‘purpose 
of the budget is to retain the quality of 
services and the range of services” 
DPW now provides, he cited several 
areas that will feel the impact of the 
cuts. 

The grounds maintenance program 
will have one of its four three-man 
crews eliminated. This cut will be 
noticeable in the area of grass- 
cutting. 

The maintenance the city provides 
for gravel sidewalks Will also slide as 
a result of the cuts. At present, the ci- 
ty responds to a homeowners’ request , 
to replace the gravel abutting his or 
her property. Under the new budget, 
the service will be eliminated except 
in cases where it could prove to be a 
safety hazard. ‘We're no longer in- 
terested in aesthetics,"’ said Thomas.

Suicide prevention 
program endorsed 


An areawide psychiatric service has become 
the first program in the state and the second in 
New England to be certified as a Suicide Preven- 
tion and Crisis Intervention Center. 

The Screening and Emergency Team (SET), 
based in Medfield, was notified recently that the 
American Association of Suicidology (AAS) had 
certified it. , 

“This is the highest level of certification that 
the psychiatric and psychological community 
grant to emergency psychiatric programs,” said 
SET Director David Kooperman. : 

SET is one of only 23 programs in the U.S. 
ranted certification by the AAS since certifica- 
tion was created in 1976, said Dr. Karl Wilson of 
the AAS. 

A program of Norfolk Human Services, Inc., & 
non-profit agency, SET serves 12 towns 
(including Dedham, Norwood and Westwood) by 
Providing 24-hour, seven-day a week services for 
individuals, families, alice departmcois 

ospitals and other mental health agencies. 

Funded by the state Department of Mental 
Health, SET employs a staff of eight, including 
five psychologists.

have in many cases 
Temoved the require- 
ment to work in order to 
survive, 

Seventy percent of 


\; those surveyed said 


they would continue 
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working even if they had 
enough money to live 
comfortably for the rest 
of their lives without do- 
ing so. 

Two-thirds of those 
polled said they agreed 
with the statement that 
American workers — 
other than themselves 
— are not working as 
hard as they could or 
should. More than half 
said they themselves 
could accumplish more 
on the job each day if 
they tried. 

The percentage of 
those saying other 
workers could ac- 
complish more was 54 
percent in families ear- 
ning $10,000 a year or 
less, 65 percent in 
families earning from 
$10,000 to $30,000 and 76 
percent in families ear- 
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ning $30,000 a year or 
more. 


The poll also indicated 
that most workers 
generally feel good 
about their work, with 
66 percent saying they 
were “fully satisfied’ 
with their jobs and 78 
percent saying they 
were fully satisfied with 
their own competence. 
By contrast, only 41 per- 
cent said they were fuliy 
Satisficu wilh then lives 
in general, 


The poll also showed 
that workers expect 
more from their jobs 
than just a paycheck. 
An “‘interesting job” 
was rated as the most 


‘important factor in 


achieving job satisfac- 
tion, followed by a sense 
of accomplishment on 
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the job and having a job 
with some prestige. 

Money was the fourth- 
ranking factor in 
achieving job satisfac- 
tion.

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NEWTON - There was mixed reac- 
tion among aldermen Monday even- 
ing to a recent court decision 
upholding a Department of Revenue 
estimate of the city's property tax 
base. 

The decision, which puts Newton's 
tax base at $2.23 billion, could force 
the city to cut an additional $11 
million from its fiscal 1982 budget. 

“Tt didn’t surprise me at all,” said 
Ald. Robert Gaynor of the decision 
against the city. ‘It would have set a 
precedent. It would have established 
a catalyst for 350 other cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth to 
challenge their figures.” 

Gaynor, who called the suit a 
‘waste of money,” said he “was 
amazed the it was brought up at all.” 

He also thinks the accelerated 
revaluation passed by the board was a

than 13 percent of their ‘‘full and fair” 
market value. 

Wilkins wrote in his decision: 
“There is no evidence before me to 
support the city’s claim that its Jan. 1, 
1981, full and fair valuations total 
$2.97 billion.” 

In addition, Wilkins denied the ci- 
ty’s claim that Commissioner of 
Revenue L. Joyce Hampers acted out- 
side her authority when she set the ci- 
ty’s ‘‘full and fair” cash value.

“It's very unfortunate,” noted Ten- 
nant of the decisign.““It should be 
reheard or brought back in front of 
the full bench. I think it was a pre- 
judged verdict.” 

Tennant, unlike Gaynor, believes 
that the revaluation project will be 
done correctly and on time.

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Bird lovers exhibit at library 


NEWTON — Scarlet Tanager. 
Black-crowned Night Heron. Warbl- 
ing Vireo. Brown Thrasher. Rufous- 
sided Towhee. 

These are birds, but their names 
sound so exotic you might ezpect to 
find them only in the tropical rain 
forests of Central and South America. 
You might encounter several of these 
birds in Latin America, but during 
late spring and early summer you can 
also find these birds in Newton. 

Several dozen species of birds breed 
in Newton, and scores more breed in 
the Boston vicinity or pass through 
eastern Massachusetts on their spring 
and fall migrations. 

From April 29 - June 2, the Newton 
Free Library, 414 Centre St., Newton 
Corner, is presenting a special exhibit 
called “Massachusetts Birds and 
Their Habitats,” focusing on the birds 
that are now returning to the Newton 
area. The exhibit, designed and 
prepared by Julie S. and Paul M. 
Roberts of Somerville, is in several 
parts. 

The first part provides basic in- 
formation for people who would like to 
begin bird watching, including a brief 
list of good books for the new 
“birder.” The exhibit then presents 
several different habitats in Newton, 
illustrating what birds might be found 
where, 

Actual specimens of the birds and 
photographs are presented along with 
helpful tips on where to find and how 
to identify each bird. Special informa- 
tion on the birds’ habitats and habits 
will also be included. The 
photographs and specimens are 
presented with the special permission 
of the Massachusetts Audubon Socie- 
ty. 

Skeptics might question bird wat- 
ching in the city, but Paul and Judy 





began birding in the city more than a 
decade ago, when a striking bird song 
drew their attention.

Maureen Sinacola and Barbara Quinn both have blue 
eyes and brown hair. They have the same blood type, 
similar hand and foot prints, and bear a strong physical 
resemblance to each other. The women, who were once 
Maureen and Barbara Collins, are identical twins who 
were born three minutes apart 38 years ago. 

“We always pick out the same birthday cards for our 
parents," Barbara said. ‘I buy them in Chelmsford, and 
Maureen buys them in Norwood. But we usually pick out 
the same cards.” 

They once went to a store separately and bought the 
same outfit-blue pants, blue blazers, and white 
turtleneck sweaters. ‘‘We didn’t know about it until we 
got home,” Barbara said. 

But the twin lives of the two women are now more 
separate than alike. Maureen lives in Norwood and Bar- 
bara lives in Chelmsford. Maureen runs a day care 
center and Barbara is a nurse. Maureen is married to 
Ralph, an MBTA electrical foreman, and Barbara is 
married to Edward, an administrator in the Chelmsford 
schools. Maureen has 11 children; Barbara has six; and 
Maureen has eight-year-old identical] twin daughters, 
ene are third graders at St. Catherine’s School in Nor- 
wood. 

“Being a twin was good, but in a way it was bad,”’ Bar- 
bara said. ‘‘We both were very shy and people usually 
came to us to make friends because we were different 
and that was nice. But we were always so close, when we 
grew up and started to separate, it was like a part of you 
was missing. I found that hard. It was very painful.” 


They once went to a store 
separately and bought the 
same outfit-blue pants, blue 
blazers, and white 
turtleneck sweaters.

Breaking away from the family was more difficult as a 
twin than it is for other people, they say. ‘‘We had a dou- 
ble break away,”’ Maureen said. ‘‘We had to break away 
from our parents and each other and there were a few 
very rough years.” 

“T could have gone into nursing with Barbara,” she ad- 
ded, ‘‘but I knew it wasn’t what I wanted. It would have 
been nice to be together, but I had to make that break.” 

The break came when the sisters were 18. That's when 
Barbara went to nursing school and Maureen took a job 
with the telephone company. ‘‘Up until then,” Barbara 

said, ‘“‘we were alwaystogether.”” 

Double births result in either identical or fraternal 
twins. Two separately fertilized eggs result in fraternal 
twins and identical twins are formed from a single egg 
that later splits into two embryos. Because identical 
twins develop from a single egg cell, their genetic make- 
up is the same. Only three and one-half of every 1,000 
childbirths result in identical twins. 

But, according to Maureen and Barbara, their features 
look anything but identical. ‘(I never thought we looked 
like each other,” Maureen said, ‘‘and still don’t, because 
when you look in the mirror, you know you're you.” 

“When people said, ‘Oh you two look so much alike, 
Barbara said, “It used to aggravate me. Sometimes I 
wanted to say, ‘No, we’re not twins. We’re not even 
sisters.’” 

The two women, who always wore the same clothes, 
had the same friends, and always went to the same 
places, were often mistaken for one another— to the 
point that they began answering to the other’s name. 

“If I'm walking down the street and someone calls me 
Barbara,’’ Maureen said. “I turn around. We're so used 
to being called the wrong name.” 

“It never bothered me when someone called me 
Maureen," Barbara said. “I didn’t stop people. I 
pretended I was her. I figured if they can be that stupid, 




























































I'd play along. It was just part of being a twin.” 

The lifelong mix-up of who's who continues, long after 
the women have discarded their twin skirts and sweaters 
and twin friends. 

“Sometimes now,’ Maureen said, ‘‘my aunts still call 
me Barbara. But now I say, ‘Hey, I’m Maureen.’ When 
we were younger, I would just answer.” 

But despite the fact the women say they don’t feel iden- 
tical, they look it. A sharp resemblance exists. Their 
mannerisms are alike, they walk with similar 
movements and one voice is barely distinguishable from 
the other. 

Their mother, Dorothy Collins of Norwood, could 
always tell her twin daughters apart, ‘‘but not on the 
telephone,” Maureen said. ‘You call her up and she lets 
you talk for a few minutes and then she says, ‘‘Oh, I 
thought you were Barbara.” 

Barbara said if she answers her sister’s telephone and 
it’s Maureen's husband, Ralph, ‘‘even her own husband 
thinks I'm her."” 

The womens’ husbands knew one another before they 
met their wives, but neither man thinks his wife looks 
much like the other. ‘‘They didn’t think we are alike at 
all,” Barbara said. ‘‘They just happened to marry two

sisters who happened to be twins.” 

Maureen said that being a twin has given her insight in- 
to raising her own set of twins, Maura and Maria. Her 
own experiences, she said, have made her aware of the 
dangers of blurring identities. 

“They don’t dress the same,’’ Maureen said. “‘Once in 
a great while, they put on the same clothes, but not much. 
One morning they got dressed alike and came into my 
room to wake me up. They said, ‘Hey look Mum, we're 
twins.’ It made me laugh. 

“If one gets invited to a birthday party, she can go 
without the other one,” Maureen said. ‘‘Barbara and I 
were never asked to go anywhere separately. I don’t 
even know if our mother would have let us.” 

According to Maureen, having twin children is dif- 
ferent from being twin people. ‘‘When we were in high 
school, if there were not enough books in the class, the 
teacher would say, ‘Maureen and Barbara, share a 
book.’ I wouldn't stand for that with my twins,” she said. 
“I would say, ‘Hey, they are two separate people, they 
should have two separate books.’”’ 

“If people didn’t know us well, they'd just call us the 
twins. Only our close friends could tell us apart,’’ Bar- 
bara said. ‘It used to drive me crazy.” 





Maura and Maria just accept the fact that they are 
often mistaken for each other and one day’, planned to 
take advantage of it. On April Fools Day, the two girls 
told their mother they were going to switch classes at 
school and pretend each was the other. 

“J didn’t ask them not to,” Maureen said, ‘‘but they 
knew I was horrified.”” But the plan fell apart, Maria 
said, when she realized the pair would be found out. “I’m 
better in math than Maura is soI knew they'd know.”’ 

Maureen is a member of the Dedham Regional 
Chapter of Mothers of Twins, a statewide organization 
and support group for mothers who have had multiple 
births. 

The question, ‘Which-one-is-vhich?’ will forever 
plague Maureen and Barbara, but the women say, 
they're used to it and the problems it brings. ; 

“If I shop in Norwood,” Barbara said, ‘‘sometimes 
people look at me. I feel I should say, hello, because 
maybe they know Maureen. It’s kind of a strange feel- 
ing.” 

‘A woman approached Maureen one day and started a 
conversation. “I finally said, ‘Excuse me, but I don’t 
know who you are.’ She said she went to nursing school 
with Barbara. No wonder I didn’t know who she was.”

Your women readers should 
know _that they DO have legal 
remedies if they experience sexual 
harassment on their jobs. (Sexual 
harassment is not only physical 
abuse, it may also be verbal abuse. ) 

Sexual harassment can occur when 
a woman is fired, or forced to leave 
her job due to the sexual threats or 
demands of her bosses or co-workers, 
Tt can also happen when a woman is 
demoted and or/blocked from promo- 
tions at her place of employment. 

The courts have awarded a wide 
assortment of legal remedies to vic- 
tims. These have included reinstate- 
ment of the job (if the woman was 
fired), back pay, a Promotion, and 
even the woman's attorney's fees (if 
she later chooses to hire a lawyer).

DeNucci files 
elder abuse bill 


BOSTON = Rep. A. 
Joseph DeNucci (D. 
Newton-Waltham), 
House chairman of the 
Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs Com- 
mittee announced that 
his committee has given 
a favorable report to 
legislation which deals 
with elder abuse. 
DeNucci, who co— spon- 
sored the bill, said he is 
optimistic it will receive 
approval of both the 
House and Senate. 

DeNucci stated, ‘This 
bill will help protect 
elderly persons from 
abuse and exploitation 
and provide the 
rehebilitative services 
needed by those elders 
who have been victims 
of abuse.” 

According to DeNucci 
the legislation requires 
mandatory reporting of 
elder abuse; prompt 
assessments of tHe 
reports; provision of 
services to victims who 
are not capable of giv- 
ing informed consent; 
liability protection for, 
and confidentiality of, 


persons reporting cases 
of abuse, as well as the 
privacy of case records. 

The legislation, 
DeNucci noted, would 
apply to all persons 60 
years of age and over. 
The State Department 
of Elder Affairs would 
operate the program 
through contracts with 
regional private, non- 
profit agencies such as 
the Home Care Corpora- 
tions. 


Rep. DeNucci stated, 
“Elder abuse is a 
serious social problem 
in the Commonwealth. 
A Congressional Select 
Committee has 
estimated that as many 
as 39,000 of the nearly 
one million elders in 
Massachusetts may be 
victims of abuse as 
defined in the legislation 
we have reported out 
favorably. 


“This is one of my 
priority bills for this ses- 
sion,” DeNucci stated, 
adding, “Our elderly 
have put in years of

NEWTON — Colo-rectal screenings 
will be offered to community 
residents at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital and at several area banks 
from noon until 4 p.m. on Wednesday, 
May 13, which has been designated 
Bowel Cancer Detection Day. 

Various sites in the community will 
distribute hemocult kits for the detec- 
tion of hidden blood in the stool. The 
kit contains materials that can detect 
bleeding from all portions of the colon 
and rectum. Each screening site will 
have trained volunteers to explain 
how to use the kits. 

Screenings will be provided at the 
following BayBank locations: 808 
Beacon St., Waban; 300 Washington 
St., Newton Corner; 1160 Walnut St., 
Newton Highlands; 1 Chestnut St., 
West Newton; and 199 Boylston St., 
Chestnut Hill Mall. The South Shore 
Bank in Wellesley Square will also of- 
fer the screening. 

All participants will mail the 
specimens to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital for the results to be 
evaluated.

recommended, however, that the pa- 
tient have a full evaluation of the 
gastro-intestinal tract to determine 
the source of the blood. 

Just as important, the lack of blood 
does not rule out cancer, since not all 
cancers are diagnosed by this test. 
However, if the test is done properly, 
the chances of missing a cancer of the 
colon or rectum are less than 10 per- 
cent, the Cancer Society reported. 

The hemocult kit is the most 
economical and widely applicable 
method for detecting bowel cancer, 
which afflicts approximately 120,000 
Americans each year. 

Although bowel cancer does not 
discriminate according to sex or race, 
the chances of contracting the disease 
increases dramatically with age. 

The) causes of bowel cancer are 
unknown, but there is evidence that it 
is linked to a lifestyle characteristic 
of many affluent western societies, in- 
cluding the U.S. Some experts believe 
that a diet high in beef or car- 
bohydrates or low in fiber may be 
significant in promoting bowel 
cancer. Early detection is the key to 


effective treatment.

NEWTON — At the 21st annual Lin- 
coln Day Dinner, Representative 
William Robinson, House Republican 
Leader, applauded President Reagan 
for “giving the White House the same 
sort of leadership" as Abraham Lin- 
coln.

“have returned to the White House in 
the person of Ronald Reagan,” Robin- 
son asserted Thursday night before 
an audience of 150 guests at the an- 
nual event sponsored by the Newton 
Republican Club.

Government 
to fund study 


of acid rain 


LEMONT, Ill. (UPI) — 
Officials of the Argonne 
National Laboratory 
revealed plans for a 
federally funded study 
to examine the effects of 
acid rain by mixing 
Chicago’s most polluted 
air with rain water. 

Researchers will try 
to identify the type of 
pollutant particles in the 
Chicago area and deter- 
mine how acidic they 
are, hoping eventually 
to use the information to 
reduce the amount of 
pollutants that con- 
tribute to acid rain. 

Acid rain is formed 
when atmospheric 
pollutants such as sulfur 
dioxide and nitrous ox- 
ides — the byproduct of 
gasoline and coal com- 
bustion — react with 
water vapor to form 
sulfuric and nitric acids. 

A spokesman said 
scientists will pump 
Chicago air into rain 
samples beginning in 
May and will then 
analyze the chemical 
change in the samples 
“to study the interac- 
tions of air pollution and 
rain water.” 

Other scientists will 
fly a plane with special 
instruments over the ci- 
ty to study the acidity of 
particulates upwind and 
downwind of Chicago. 

Co-sponsors of the 
study include the U.S. 
and Illinois environmen- 
tal protection agencies, 
the Cook County Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Control and the Battelle 
Pacific Northwest 
Laboratory.

Wedding gifts 


By Peter F. Harrington 


In most divorce cases the question of distribution of wedding gifts is not 
an important issue. However, in some instances, either because of the 
acrimony between the parties or the value of the gifts, the wedding 
presents become a ‘‘cause celebre.” 


Ina 1980 Michigan case, where the marriage had lasted four years, the 
question of the wedding gifts became the focal point of an appeal to the 


state Supreme Court. 


Disregarding the combined etiquette and legal advice of Emily Post 
that wedding gifts are sent to the bride and “are, according to law, her 
personal property," the court found that there was no presumption as to 
the ownership of the gifts. Instead, the intentions of both the giver and the 
wedding couple have to be determined. 


The Michigan Court cited a 1953 New York case which held: , 

“«, Wedding gifts, whether from the bride's ‘‘side”’ or from the groom's 
“side,” excepting such items which are particularly adaptable to the per- 
sonal use of either spouse, and those gifts which are specifically and une- 
quivocally “earmarked” as intended exclusively for one or the other of 
the spouses ...are the joint property of both parties to the marriage. This 
reasoning should apply as well as to the things of like use purchased with 
cash wedding gifts not otherwise earmarked.” 


The court also noted that the only other Michigan case on the subject of 
wedding gifts was decided in 1915 in which the court restored to the hus- 
band certain items of personal property given to the parties as wedding 
gifts by friends and relatives of the husband, items, for the most part, of 
personal use to the husband and included: One cigar band smoker's set, 
three packs of cards, two glass humidors, one shaving glass, one steel 


fishing rod and reel. 


In the final analysis, the court decided that unless, ‘the wedding gifts 
are appropriate only for the personal use of one of the spouses, the gifts 
should be deemed the joint property of the parties, subject to division 
upon dissolution of the marriage, in the absence of a sufficient showing 
that the intent was that such non-personal gift be ‘‘earmarked” either for 


husband or wife.”’

The stock market is the place where people with resources invest their 
money hoping to reap a large return. The major effort comes in 
separating the ‘‘wheat from the chaff;” what. stocks will make money 
and what stocks won't. 


There is also a decision to be made between stocks that give an im- 
mediate return and those that pay off sometime in the future. Once your 
money is invested, you watch and wait for your return. There is little else 
you can do.

NEWTON — At the 21st annual Lin- 
coin Day Dinner, Representative 
William Robinson, House Republican 
Leader, applauded President Reagan

Government 
to fund study 


of acid rain 


LEMONT, Ill. (UPI) — 
Officials of the Argonne 
National Laboratory 
revealed plans for a 
federally funded study 
to examine the effects of 
acid rain by mixing 
Chicago's most polluted 
air with rain water. 

Researchers will try 
to identify the type of 
pollutant particles in the 
Chicago area and deter- 
mine how acidic they 
are, hoping eventually 
to use the information to 
reduce the amount of 
Pollutants that con- 
tribute to acid rain. 

Acid rain is formed 
when atmospheric 
pollutants such as sulfur 
dioxide and nitrous ox- 
ides — the byproduct of 
gasoline and coal com- 
bustion — react with 
water vapor to form 
sulfuric and nitric acids. 

A spokesman said 
scientists will pump 
Chicago air into rain 
samples beginning in 
May and will then 
analyze the chemical 
change in the samples 
“to study the interac- 
tions of air pollution and 
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downwind of Chicago. 
Co-sponsors of the 
study include the U.S. 
and Illinois environmen- 
tal protection agencies, 
the Cook County Depart- 
ment of Environmental 
Control and the Battelle 
Pacific Northwest 
Laboratory.

Wedding gifts 


By Peter F. Harrington 

In most divorce cases the question of distribution of wedding gifts is not 
an important issue. However, in some instances, either because of the 
acrimony between the parties or the value of the gifts, the wedding 
presents become a ‘‘cause celebre.”” 

Ina 1980 Michigan case, where the marriage had lasted four years, the 
question of the wedding gifts became the focal point of an appeal to the 
state Supreme Court. 


Disregarding the combined etiquette and legal advice of Emily Post 
that wedding gifts are sent to the bride and “are, according to law, her 
personal property,” the court found that there was no presumption as to 
the ownership of the gifts. Instead, the intentions of both the giver and the 
wedding couple have to be determined. 


The Michigan Court cited a 1953 New York case which held: . 
“,..Wedding gifts, whether from the bride's ‘‘side”’ or from the groom’s 


“side,” excepting such items which are particularly adaptable tothe per- 
sonal use of either spouse, and those gifts which are specifically and une- 
quivocally “earmarked” as intended exclusively for one or the other of 
the spouses ...are the joint property of both parties to the marriage. This 
reasoning should apply as well as to the things of like use purchased with 
cash wedding gifts not otherwise ‘‘earmarked.” 


The court also noted that the only other Michigan case on the subject of 
wedding gifts was decided in 1915 in which the court restored to the hus- 
band certain items of personal property given to the parties as wedding 
gifts by friends and relatives of the husband, items, for the most part, of 
personal use to the husband and included: One cigar band smoker's set, 
three packs of cards, two glass humidors, one shaving glass, one steel 
fishing rod and reel. 


In the final analysis, the court decided that unless, ‘the wedding gifts 
are appropriate only for the personal use of one of the spouses, the gifts 
should be deemed the joint property of the parties, subject to division 
upon dissolution of the marriage, in the absence of a sufficient showing 
that the intent was that such non-personal gift be “earmarked” either for 
husband or wife.”

Investments

The stock market is the place where people with resources invest their 
Money hoping to reap a large return. The major effort comes in 
separating the ‘wheat from the chaff;"" what stocks will make money 
and what stocks won't.

NEWTON — Running true to form, 
the Newton Highlands community 
this week unveiled a plan for the use 
of Hyde School. 

A special class of four emotionally 
disturbed children may be the only 
stumbling block. 

Although the plan would preserve 
all school programs, it calls for the 
relocation of a grade 4-6 special needs 
class. The Extended Day Care pro- 
gram and the Senior Citizens Drop-In 
Center would continue operation at 
their new home in local churches. 

Members of the School Committee 
expressed concern over the relocation 
ofthe special class Monday night 
after Hyde Principal Arthur 
Laughland described the plan for con- 
structing one interior wall to form a 
separate classroom and knocking 
down several walls between 
cloakrooms. 

However, the School Committee did 
not rule out the possibility of 
relocating another class to a nearby 
school although members did agree to 
scratch the possibility of redistricting 
students. 


The plan, developed by committees 
of Hyde residents with expertise in 
design, planning and other areas, 
would involve an outlay of approx- 
imately $4,500. Superintendent Aaron 
Fink said the plan and cost estimates 
would be reviewed by members of the 
school department. 

While cautioning the committee 
that ‘‘We’re not looking at optimal 
situations,” Fink said his first reac- 
tion to the plan was skepticism. 

After comparing the low cost of 
adopting the plan with the $22,500 re- 
quired to supply each new bus to 
transport the students, Fink told the 
School Committee that it the solutions 
involved ‘‘a potential of $22,500 or 
nothing.”’ 

The cost of the plan was low enough 
that ‘‘we could probably take it out uf 
the maintenance budget without caus- 
ing any real hardship,” he added. 

Committee member Susan Silbey 
told the audience of approximately 
150, which included a strong turnout 
of Hyde community residents, that 
she would not support ‘‘a solution 
which affected those four children dif- 
ferently from the rest of the school.”

Ambulance is 
still left out 
of city budget

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
accepted Monday nearly all of the re- 
quests from aldermen to restore 
budget cuts in youth programs and 
other city services. 

Mann, however, ignored a request 
from the aldermen to seek funding to 
prevent a private firm from taking 
over the city’s emergency ambulance 
service. 

In a meeting at City Hall Monday 
night, aldermen, however, failed to 
give final approval to Mann’s fiscal 
year 1982 budget package because of 
a last minute debate on several 
budget matters. 

Aldermen will meet again tonight to 
try and iron out disagreements and 
give Mann’s $83.4 million budget 
package the green light. 

Under Mann’s budget, the city will 
save $320,000 by allowing Chaulk Am- 
bulance to take over the service. The 
Fire Department presently maintains 
the ambulance service. 

James Hickey, a key Mann aide, 
stressed that aldermen did not in- 


dicate any alternative funding source 
for the city to maintain the am- 
bulance service. 

Hickey explained, ‘‘He (the mayor) 
would be happy to entertain any re- 
quests as long as they are ac- 
companied by an alternative funding 
source.” 

In addition, Mann has agreed to 
fund only one position in the 
Treasurer's Office. The Finance Com- 
mittee originally voted to fund two 
clerical positions slated to be cut in 
the office because Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi maintained that the 
city could lose up to $100,000 if the 
positions were eliminated. 

In a short interview Monday, 
Scafidi said the city will lose 
anywhere from $25,000 to $50,000 
because the clerical position is not 
funded. Scafidi, who attended Mon- 
day night’s meeting, maintains the 
additional clerical positions are 
essential. 

“The salary of $10,000 seems to be a 
small pittance compared to what we

Druker plan unveiling Thursday 


Druker has plans for office and 
commercial space, market and sub- 
stdized housing and two large parking 
Garages, in addition to open space for 
community use. 

The plans include a 110,000 square 
foot office building with retail space 
on the ground floor on Washington 
Street next to the Paramount 
Theater. 

In the “‘Nonantum Block” on Centre 
Street would be a building of 179 units 
of assisted elderly, assisted empty- 
nester and market-rate apartments 
with ground floor shops. 

Where the Pearl Street parking lot 


is now, Druker plans a 475-car 
Garage, partly below and partly 
above ground. Across Centre Street 
on the post office side, plans call for 
1% residential units, 34 of which 
would be for families, and a 140-car 
underground garage. 

Of the 615 parking spaces generated 
by the development, 140 would serve 
residential units on the post office side 
and 200 would on the Nonantum Block 
side. A total of 275 would serve 
residental and commercial users. 

Ron Druker, a resident of Newton, 
estimates the new development would 
generate seven times the tax revenue 


generated now by existing structures. 
He also estimates the development 
would create 1000 construction and 
700 new permanent jobs. 

He has also agreed to relocate all 
residential and commercial tenants, 
giving residential tenants first priori- 
ty for the new apartments. 

Druker said when he first put the 
proposal together, he got the idea 
because he drives to work on the turn- 
pike and goes through Newton Corner 
every day. He used to think to 
himself, he said, that Newton Corner 
as it is today was a dismal introduc- 
tion to the City of Newton. 


Chilly reception for condo plan

NEWTON - A plan to construct a 10- 
story luxury condominium structure 
and 24 townhouse units on the site of 
the Sidney Hill Country Club in 
Chestnut Hill had few fans at City Hall 
this week. 

Opponents packed the aldermanic 
chamber to protest what they con- 
sider to be an inappropriate use of the 
parcel. 

As proposed, the Chestnut Hill 
Development Corp. would redevelop 
the site by constructing a 171-unit 5 to 
10 story apartment building and 24 
two-story townhouses to be located in 
the rear of the 7% acre parcel. As 
stipulated in the city’s 10 percent or- 
dinance, 21 of the 207 dwelling units 
proposed would be set aside for elder- 
ly or low-income housing. 


NEWTON—To listen to his co- 
workers talk about him, you'd think 
that Robert Wild would be swinging 
from chandeliers and swilling cham- 
pagne as you enter his office, but one 
look at his cramped working quarters 
shows that he has work on his mind 
most of the time. 

The new food and beverage director 
at Newton's Marriott Hotel was 
described by one co-worker as ‘‘a 
really wild guy,” and another said 
that Wild had “some really juicy 
stories to tell” about his work in Mar- 
riott Hotels around the world. 

Robert Wild, with his dark suit, 
short hair, and glasses, seems fairly 
sedate in manner, and any hint of 
craziness is only seen in his dry sense 
of humor which is dished out in a thick 
Swiss accent. 

“I’m a lively character,” he ad- 
mits, as he sits at his cluttered desk in 
his office. His walls are bare and they 
will stay that way until Wild puts up 
photographstaken of himself with 
friends and co-workers. One that he 
plans to put directly behind where he 
sits was taken of Wild with the Mar- 
riott hostesses clustered around him. 

“It's great!"’ he sayd says 
delightedly. “I look like I have my 
harem all around me!” 

Wild, who once a wanted to become 
a priest, has been with the Newton 
Marriott since January. Before arriy- 
ing here he was the food and beverage 
director at the Marriott Khurais Hotel 
in Saudi Arabia, and he has also work- 
ed in hotels in England, Ireland, 
Africa, and the Mediterranean. 


Parking for the complex would be 
provided by a 183-stall garage, a por- 
tion of which would be underground 
and 150 surface parking spaces. 

The petitioner is seeking permis- 
sion to re-zone the property from a 
Private Resident District to a 
Business A District as well as a 
special permit and site plan approval 
from the Board of Aldermen. 

Ald. Cynthia Creem, an area alder- 
man, said she was “‘insulted’’ by the 
thought of such a “grandiose” struc- 
ture on the site. “It’s five to six times 
the density of the nearest street.” 

“It's almost an insult that we should 
be considering the possibility of a 
shadow across any of the abutting 
properties,” she added. 

Creem also questioned the possibili- 
ty of selling off 200 dwellings at 
$250,000 apiece. “I can’t believe that 


Traveling all over the world is fine 
for Wild, who says “I don’t have much 
sitting power.” Different experiences 
in these countries have mostly been 
with the kind of help that he gets at 
the hotels, because the same pro- 
cedures are followed at all of the Mar- 
riott Hotels. 

“The whole kitchen is set up on 
recipe,” he says, meaning that the 
same recipes are used in each kit- 
chen. “This way we maintain the 
same quality and consistency. We 
follow the same procedures in other 
countries as we do in the United 
States, but we have additional recipes 
as well,” 

The menu from the coffee shop at 
the Marriott Khurais, for example, is 
as American as the the menu in 
Newton, except for something called 
“shatha al nasseem,” which is Ara- 
bian mezzah. 

Since the Marriott Hotels cater 
mostly to American and European 
businessmen, the customs of each 
country are not reflected to a great 
extent in the way each hotel is run. 
Sometimes there are factors that are 
out of the control of the hotel 
managers, though. 

“In Africa, the entire staff was 
black, and there was a tremendous 
turnover there because there is more 
work than people to fill the jobs," says 
Wild. 

Wild says that he was “scared” to 
come to the United States because the 
people who would be working for him

you're going to convince me that you 
know of a market for 200 people who 
are going to purchase $250,000 luxury 
housing condos at 17 percent.” 

Ald. Robert Katz was also surprised 
at the magnitude of the proposal. ‘‘It's 
a shock to think that anything like 
that could be considered.” 

“Nothing beyond 36 units would be 
acceptable to this board,’’ he added. 
Katz, however, said this proposal will 
be “dealt with all the respect of any 
other petition.” 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris said although it ‘‘ap- 
pears the proposal as presented as lit- 
tle chance of passing, that his com- 
mittee has a responsibility to the par- 
ties involved and the public to discuss 
the issues raised by a project of this 
magnitude.” 

Arthur Framson, one of several 


neighbors who spoke in opposition to 
the plan, asked the board if they 
would allow him to add nine stories to 
his present home. “It’s a beautiful 
plan, a beautiful scale. It just doesn't 
belong there.” 

“If you took the Howard Johnson 
Motor Lodge on 128 and put. it atop the 
Marriott, you would be one floor short 
of our midrise,”’ added Framson, a 
resident at 10 Tanglewood Rd. since 
1954. “If this were the city of Manhat- 
ten, this would be a midrise. Not here 
in Newton.” 

He, however, added that the com- 
munity does not oppose the idea of a 
condominium structure. ‘We oppose 
this 10-story structure. It would be a 
disaster!" 

Despite the outcry against the cur-

A Joseph DeNucci 
(D-Newton-Waltham) stated the soon 
to be released House Ways and Means 
version of the fiscal year 1982 budget 
is, ‘‘Not cast in stone.” 


“As house chairman of the Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs Commit- 
tee,’’ DeNucci stated, ‘‘I am prioritiz- 
ing the necessary items which must 
be maintained in the budget if we are 
to continue helping those in need. 


“I believe that as Democrats, we 
cannot turn our back on the elderly, 
blind, disabled and poor, dependent 
children and the mentally ill. 
However, we must also realize that 
the coffers may not be filled with 
enough to provide local aid and 
human services,”’ DeNucci said. 


“The governor has submitted his 
budget and House Ways and Means 
will submit theirs shortly. The senate 
has yet to make public its version. I 
can guarantee,"’ said DeNucci, ‘‘that 
there will be many changes before a 
final version is approved. It is my in- 
tention to see that vital services are 
not eliminated. At the same time I 
want to insure that waste in govern- 
ment is Halted. Each agency is going 
to have to justify not only its person- 
nel, but its very existence." 

DeNucci, who has been working 
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with the King Administration to 
revamp Medicaid said the Medicaid 
reorganization should be in place by 
Jan. 1, 1982. 


Commenting on rumors that the Of- 
fice for Children is being dismantled 
in the House budget, DeNucci stated, 
“We are still negotiating the FY 1982 
OFC budget. While some are thinking 
of changing the structure, the ser- 
vices must be maintained and I want 
to make it clear that I am a strong 
supporter of the monitoring of ser- 
vices under the auspices of OFC.”” 


The Newton-Waltham lawmaker 
also pointed out that, ‘‘There are 
some in the legislature who want to 
see a $300 million aid package. 
However, the bulk of that money will 
be taken from Human Services. Those 
legislators are playing one segment of 
the population against another, and it 
is the elderly, handicapped and other 
weaker segments of society who will 
get seriously hurt. 


“It is my intention to continue 
meeting with the Speaker of the 
House, Majority Leader and the 
chairmen of Ways and Means so that 
we can find a way to relieve the im- 
pact of Proposition 2 2 and also avoid 
any severe human services cut- 
backs,” concluded Rep. DeNucci.

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Has anyone really 
seen the clowns?

NEWTON— Newton police are in- 
vestigating reports that two men 
dressed as clowns have been attemp- 
ting to lure children into the back of a 
van, but so far these investigations 
have been inconclusive. 

The first reports that these clowns 
had been seen in Newton came in 
about five and a half weeks ago, ap- 
proximately one and a half months 
after reported sightings in and around 
Boston provoked alarm among 


Parents and schoolchildren in the 
area. 


The men, who are dressed as circus 
clowns, allegedly have tried to lure 
young children into the back of a van 
by offering them candy. Although 
there have been numerous reports 
that these clowns had been sighted, 
Police in Boston, Brookline, Newton, 
and other communities have been 
unable to find the clowns, or anyone 
who has actually seen the clowns. 


Most of the reports have been 
secondhand , from parents whose 
children claimed to have seen the 
van, or from children themselves who 
had heard stories about the clowns 
from friends. 


Still, the “phantom clowns” have 
succeeded in frightening many 
children. Macabre descriptions of the 
van include a bumper sticker that 
says “Dressed to Kill,” and a painting 
on the side of the van of a stagecoach 
with six horses running through a 
cemetery. One group of Newton 
children reportedly became frighten- 
ed and ran to their homes when they 
spotted a plumber's van on the street 
last week. 


Lt. Charles Feeley of the Newton 
Police and he said Department has 
called the reports rumors, that ‘‘there 
is no justification to the stories.” Lt. 
Feeley agrees, however, that the 
stories will have long-term effects in 
the minds of the children who have 
heard about the van and the clowns. 


“They are frightening the hell out of 
every little kid in the state, and for the 
next two and a half years every time 
they see a van, they'll quake in their 
boots," he said. 


Newton Police spent two days last 
week doing nothing but investigating 
reports that the van had been sighted 
in Newton, including one report of an 
actual abduction that alledgedly took 
place on Cherry Street, but they 
“haven't been able to find a thing,” 
said Feeley. 


Candidate wants 
finances disclosed 


NEWTON - Mayoral candidate 
Bruce Marquis has called on all can- 
didates for office to disclose their 
financial interests. 

“T want the public to know as much 
as they can about me,” said the 
Waban resident. “It is critical to en- 
sure that the major work of govern- 
ment is conducted in a manner consis- 
tent with the public trust."” 

With his wife Lucy at his side, the 
37-year-old political novice last week 
called for change. ‘Ten years of one 
administration is enough. No one 
should serve more than two terms in 
office.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who is com- 
pleting his third term in office, has re- 
mained noncommital on his plans but 
is expected to announce his candidacy 
by June 10. 


In his financial statement, Marquis, 
the director of corporate affairs for 
the National Easter Seal Society, 
disclosed that he earned $31,500 in 
1980 between his current job and one 
with the National Spinal Cord Injury 
Foundation. He spent half the year at 
the foundation before he gained his 
post at the National Easter Seal Socie- 
ty. 

In addition to his $29,000 yearly 
salary at the National Easter Seal 
Society, Marquis disclosed that he 
owned $2,500 worth of securities at the 
end of 1980. 


Prior to his job at the National 
Spinal Cord Injury Foundation, Mar- 
quis worked as a sales representative 
for Occidental Life of California from 
May 1979 to Dec. 1979. 

Under current state law, Marquis 
noted “that only state and county of- 
ficials are required to complete and 
submit” financial disclosures each 
year. The Legislature is currently 
considering extending this require- 
ment -with some exceptions- to 
municipal officials. 

Marquis said he ‘supports the 
legislation (House Bill 123) and called 
on our representatives to the Great 
and General Court to do the same.” 

The candidate also pointed out that 
“at least 15 states now extend 
disclosure requirements to local 
government officials and/or 
employees.” 

“We should do the same,” Marquis 
added, ‘‘Therefore if our state 
legislature does not pass the proposed 
statute into law, we will consider ac- 
tion through an inititive petition to 
create a city ordinance mandating the 
same reporting requirements.” 

Responding to Marquis’ request for 
financial disclosure, candidate Mark 
White called it a ‘‘non issue.”” 

White, a four-term alderman from 
Ward 7, said, “if everyone wants to do 
it, 'l doit.” 

“Tt's not a very original idea,” he 
added. 
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Similiar reports have been received 
by police all over eastern 
Massachusetss, as well as parts of 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, and 
Connecticut. A man in Quincy dressed 
up as a clown was stopped and ques- 
tioned by police there, but it turned 
out that he was delivering flowers for 
a florist. Another man in a clown 
costume was stopped in Randolph, 
but he was a performer who worked 
at children’s birthday parties. 

Newton police spent two hours last 
Thursday questioning children after 
reported sightings here. 

Police also investigated the call 
about the abduction, but ‘there was 
nothing to it,” said Feeley. 

“A lot of it comes from children 
hearing the stories and running home 
in a panic, and then their parents 
would call us in near-hysteria,” said 
Feeley. 

“There are two types of children: 
those who are terrified and those who 
are out actively looking for (the van) 
to get free candy,” he continued. 

A spokesman for the Boston Police 
Department said that ‘there have 
been no actual confirmed reports of 
clowns doing bad things.”” 

“We received two phone calls from 
six or seven year old kids, but they 
really didn’t have a whole lot of 
substance,” said the spokesman, Of- 
ficer Robert O'Toole. 

“We're not saying that it never hap- 
pened, but we just don’t have any 
adults who have seen the van,” said 
O'Toole. 

The reports still pour in, however, 
and descriptions of the van vary from 
black, with a picture of a giraffe on 
the side, to blue or green with a ladder 
on the side or top of the van. 

Lt. Feeley feels that the clown scare 
“eminates from the panic in Atlanta, 
and it has worked its way right up the 
seaboard.”

Social Security, 
part of safety net 


That much talked about ‘“‘safety net” for 
the nation’s truly needy is still intact but a 
major fiber of that net, social security, is 
now under intense review. 

The U.S. Senate voted late last week to 
recommend a $7.9 billion reduction in cost- 
of-living increases for Social Security reci- 
pients and retired federal employees. The 
savings comes from basing increases for 
retirees on either the national average in- 
crease in wages or the Consumer Price In- 
dex (CPI), whichever is lower, rather than 
only on the price index. 

In recent years, the average wage gains 
have been less than the CPI. 

Tying social security hikes to a rise in in- 
come may seem at first to be unfair, but a 
closer examination shows it may be a sen- 
sible reform, especially compared to the 
alternatives. 


The CPI shows an unrealistically high 
rate of inflation. This is because the CPI is 
boosted by such skyrocketing items as 
housing costs. 

The younger worker, rather than the 
retiree, is more likely to face buying a 
home. 


A shrinking work pool must pay to sup- 
port a growing number of retirees. Most of 
these younger workers do not enjoy pay 
hikes equal to the rate of inflation. 
Everyone who receives a paycheck knows 
that Social Security taxes are taking out an 
increasing bite. 

Social Security was never meant to be a 
national pension program and it is decep- 
tive to let workers think they can possibly 
retire on it alone. 


Those who oppose tying benefits to wage 
increases rather than the CPI should con- 
sider the bitter alternatives for bailing out 
the nearly bankrupt Social Security 
system. The options reportedly being 
discussed by the Reagan administration 
are raising the retirement age, making it 
less attractive to retire early, and chang- 
ing the percentage of income a retiree 
gets. 


An administration task force has yet to 
reveal what changes in Social Security it 
would suggest to President Reagan, who is 
expected to decide this month. 


Something has to be done with the strap- 
ped Social Security program. Even 
without planned tax cuts and increased 
military spending, the system appears 
headed for disaster. The Senate’s proposal 
is better than the grimmer options of rais- 
ing the retirement age or further limiting 
benefits. 


Such drastic changes would betray the 
right of every worker to have a chance to 
enjoy a full and healthy retirement, the 
Good Lord willing. The mere fact that the 
Reagan administration is now toying with 
Social Security changes represents a 
realization that the budget cannot be 
balanced, given planned increases in 
military spending, without cutting the 
mammouth retirement program, which 
represents one-fifth of the federal budget. 


President Reagan must not renege on 
his promise to keep the ‘‘safety net” in- 
tact. He has said he considers Social 
Security to be part of that ‘‘net’”’ needed by 
so many who paid into the system over the 
years. 


Whatever changes are ultimately made, 
that basic commitment to our elders 
should not be weakened.

Another martyr. Another death. Life goes on in Nor- 
thern Ireland. 

Bobby Sands, who perished after 66 days of prison 
fasting, is the latest victim in a land where death, street 
battles and rioting are a way of life. 

Sands began his fast on March 1 to support a demand 
that the British Government grant IRA prisoners the 
status of political prisoners. He is hailed as a hero by the 
Catholics and denounced as a murderer and terrorist by 
protestants and British authorities. 

Sands - the name is destined to go into the tragic 
folklore of the Irish beside McSweeney, MacDonagh, and 
MacBride - all martyrs for independence, a united 
Ireland, a dream. 


The deep rooted conflict in Ireland is complex. The 
provisional wing of the IRA, which holds the emotional 
sympathies of many Irish Catholics, seeks to unite Ulster 
with the rest of Ireland through a violent overthrow of the 
government. This policy is rejected by the protestant 
majority in Northern Ireland. 

The British have partitioned Ireland by distinguishing 
the wealthy industrialized northeast and its protestant 
majority as a separate political entity of Northern 
Ireland with its own Parliament in Ulster. 

It is hard to summarize the political crisis in Ireland 
which has unfolded over many long years in a few short 
sentences. However, it is not difficult to understand the 
pain and suffering which the country has endured. More 
than 2,000 have been killed in the last decade alone. 
Death is a way of life in Northern Ireland. A way of life. 
In America it’s mom, baseball, and apple pie. In Nor- 
thern Ireland, it’s death. 

For many American Irish, the detached nightly 
newscasts and newspaper accounts of rioting youths, fire 
bombings and other random acts of violence in Ireland 
have become part of a daily ritual. 

The photographs in so many daily newspapers tell the 
story: tears roll down the innocent cheeks of an 11-year- 
old son of a Belfast constable killed by a sniper; young 
boys hurl stones at a hijacked truck in flames. The coun- 
try is burning. 





of life 


America stands silent while the insanity and violence 
continues. Our public officials, who are anxious to speak 
out against human rights violations in South Africa and 
El Salvador, ignore the hatred, the deaths, and the 
flames. Here in America, we are carefu: not to offend 
England. 

More troubling than the lack of outrage and concern 
from America, is that there is no end in sight to the blood- 
shed and violence. 

The IRA shows not even the slightest sign of caving in. 
Prime Minister of England Margaret Thatcher has 
adamantly refused to address the legitimate grievances 
of the IRA. Protestant loyalists are more than willing to 
club demonstrators. 

And now, Sinn Fein, the political arm of the IRA, has 
announced that another jailed prisoner will begin fasting 
when another hunger striker has died. 

Currently four hunger strikers in the Maze Prison near 
Belfast are fasting to press demands for ‘political 
prisoner” status. The political prisoner status includes 
the right to wear one’s own clothing in jail and the right 
to be called prisoners of war. 

In the 57th day of his hunger strike, prisoner Francis 
Hughes was blind, nearly deaf and has received the last 
rites from the Roman Catholic Church. 

And life goes on in Northern Ireland.

House mavericks gagged

Recently the House moved decisively to discourage the 
tendency of a handful of dissident members to tie up the 
legislative machinery with its own self-appointed agen- 
da. 

A significant change in House rules was voted into ef- 

fect, with some members saying they acted out of ex- 
asperation at what they have been forced to undergo for 
months. 
At issue has been the strategy of a small group of 
dissidents — led by what some derisively call ‘the Gang 
of Three” — to exploit a procedure that requires suspen- 
sion of the rules by a two-thirds vote to enter an order or 
resolution that is not on the calendar. Orders can be filed 
by anyone. Customarily they are disposed of routinely at 
the start of a day’s session. Nonbinding, they traditional- 
ly involved either housekeeping actions, expressions of 
sentiment or the recognition of such things as ‘Victims’ 
Rights Week.” 

Three members particularly — Reps. Bruce 


Middlesex County 


Wetherbee, D-Pepperell, Andrew Card, R-Holbrook and 
Royall Switzler, R-Wellesley — have seized on this or- 
dinarily routine order or resolution technique to raise a 
whole series of highly controversial matters such as the 
personnel policies of the House leadership, helping cities 
and towns cope with Prop. 2% and the delay in naming an 
Inspector General, to name a few. Debate on suspensiun 
of the rules often delays getting to the calendar for the 
day, and rollcalls on suspension are depicted as rollcalls 
on the issue. 

What triggered the change was the filing of a resolution 
several months ago by Wetherbee directing the chair- 
man of Ways and Means to allocate $300 million in addi- 
tional local aid to cities and towns to ease the impact of 
Prop. 242. The rollcall on suspension drew only a score or 
more of supporters. The rest opposed for obvious 
reasons; that is not the best way to design state budgets 
or deal with 242. 

Jim Segel, former Brookline representative and now 
director of the Mass. Municipal Association, had that 
rollcall duplicated and distributed to local officials as 
“evidence” of how their local rep stood on more local aid. 


Calls deluged the State House demanding why so-and-so 
opposed more local aid. The procedural vote has falsely 
been elevated to that status. 

Majority Leader Rep. George Keverian, long concern- 
ed with such distortions and delaying tactics, dusted off 
an earlier proposed rules change, liberalized it a bit and 
mustered the necessary two-thirds (103 to 46) for its 
adoption. The new rule allowed 15 minutes of debate on 
the substance of any order or resolution, to begin with its 
sponsor, and then automatically referred it to the Rule 
Committee from which discharge would be ordered by 
unanimous vote. Rollcalls forcing members to 
premature and unscheduled positions were thus 
eliminated, while substantive debate was assured. 

“Most of us newcomers voted for the rules change,” 
says Rep. Kevin Blanchette, D-Lawrence, president of 
this year’s freshman class. ‘We wanted to stop what only 
three were doing. They have abused the system so much 
lots of members won't enter the chamber when they're 
speaking. Appearances were becoming reality. They us- 
ed the system to cripple the system. Their insistence led 
to the vote.”” 


All budget and no process 


Following is the fourth in a series of articles prepared 
by the Middlesex County Project, a group of legislators 
that includes State Reps. David Cohen and Susan Schur 
of Newton. 

Both local and state government have begun efforts in 
recent years to produce clearer budget documents, im- 
proved personnel programs and effective program 
evaluation techniques. In these respects county govern- 
ment, most notably Middlesex, is the land that time 
forgot. Almost no progress at all has been made along 
these lines. 

Department heads in Middlesex County are obligated 
by law to submit budget requests to the commissioners 
and the city and town Advisory Board by Dec. 15; the re- 
quests were finally completed in February. 

The commissioners are, in turn, required to forward a 
total budget proposal to the state director of accounts by 
Jan. 31; the proposal was submitted on March 13. 

When it was finally submitted, the commissioners’ pro- 
posal contained numerous “mistakes” in the personnel 
categories to which individual employees were assigned. 
These ‘mistakes’ have the effect of putting the 
employees at a higher pay level than before, and yet the 
budget document contains no explanation or justification 
for pay increases of this kind.

The Advisory Board, the city and town voice regarding 
county matters, recently completed its examination of 
the commissioners’ work. John Agnew of Reading, chair- 
man of the board’s Budget Committee, writes, ‘‘Uniform 
personnel practices are non-existant. There are no job 
descriptions or job classifications...... Budget sheets 
showing a person’s name and salary listed may actually 
show a person that no longer is there.” 

A favored practice of the Commissioners is to move 
spending items around among the regular budget, a sup- 
plemental budget, and an ‘emergency loan.” 

John Agnew writes, ‘‘It has been a frequent practice ... 
to deliberately underfund budgets in those areas which 


are critical or mandatory ... and (to) come in at a later 
date and fund these through either an emergency loan or 
a supplemental budget.” 

In this way, the original spending requests of the com- 
missioners are made to look smaller than they actually 
are, and the real costs of the year’s operations don’t show 
up until the following year. 

Efforts to evaluate county programs are frustrated 
because the commissioners have failed to comply with 
the state law requiring them to publish an annual report 
on the county. In the review of the commissioners’ 
budget which the Advisory Board published two years 
ago, the board wrote: 

“Since money is budgeted for printing county reports 
... We request that pursuant to Chapter 35, Sections 26 and 
27, the “Annual Report” from the County Commissioners 
and the Treasurer be submitted to the Mayor or the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen of each city and 
town,..... Presumably, the FY 79 budget request is for 
the annual reports of 1976, 1977 and 1978 (also), none of 
which has been received by the cities and towns.” 

Now, two years later, annual reports of county opera- 
tions have yet to appear, and yet a budget item for an 
“annual report” has been inserted again into the propos- 
ed 1982 budget. 


Democrats aren't likely to pick King

BOSTON (UPI) — The 1982 Democratic campaign for 
governor is under way. 

In April next year, the party will nominate its can- 
didate. If the recent liberal issues platform voted recent- 
ly is followed, the choice is not likely to be the conser- 
vative incumbent, Edward J. King. 

King says he is not deterred by party endorsements of 
abortion and gay rights, believing the party is out of 
touch with voters. But his prospective opponents are 
already courting the Democratic hierarchy and political 
organizers, 

Lt. Gov. Thomas P. O'Neill ITI last night hoped to raise 
$50,000 at a fundraiser in Quincy Market’s Great Hall. 
That would go along with the $50,000 he raised last year 
at another $100 per person affair. 

Former Gov. Michael Dukakis, still smarting at his 
1978 upset to King, has been trying to raise money and 
support from liberals who would otherwise be in O'Neill's 
camp. 

But the real catalyst could be Attorney General Fran- 
cis X. Bellotti. 

“If Bellotti were to get in,” says one legislator agoniz- 
ing over whom to support, “he would be very strong.” 

While no one has announced, King, O'Neill and 
Dukakis are already campaigning. 

In 1964, Bellotti finished only 23,000 votes behind 
Republican John Volpe in a governor's race where more 
than 2.3 million votes were cast. 

“He's kept that constituency over the years and 
they're loyal to him,” says the legislator O'Neill forces 
mistakenly count as a supporter. ‘I think he would hurt 
everybody running.” 

Dukakis, the apparent beneficiary of a lot of sentimen- 
tal support after his ousting, says “I’ve never bought the 
notion lots of people help King.” Fé 

Bellotti is in perhaps the most advantageous position. 
He has lots of money, political visibility, and doesn’t 
have to commit himself until he wants — if he wants. 

“T've been hearing people teli me for a year and a half 
now I have to make up my mind. I don't see that affecting 
anything,” Bellotti said of his desire to wait.

“Right now,"’ he says, ‘‘I'm running for re-election.” 

O'Neill has practically abandoned his job after King 
left him with few responsibilities, and is concentrating on 
next year. 

King will trumpet the state’s economic recovery, in- 
creases in jobs and tax cuts other candidates think are il- 
lusory. The governor will again hammer law-and-order 
themes too. 

Dukakis, who has raised about $250,000 so far, thinks $1 
million will be needed for the primary fight in 1982, and 
can't believe he has to run now. 

“The level of interest at this stage is higher than any 
campaign I’ve ever been involved in,” he says. 

O'Neill strategists believe the campaign will not even 
be defined until the fall, although Dukakis newsletters 
are already talking about “the rematch” with King.

“We don’t assume we'll win this race going away. We 
assume it will go seven games,” says one O'Neill aide, in 
an analogy to a basketball series. 

The candidates are finding it difficult to get solid com- 
mitments from people waiting to see who will be the 
front-runner, “It will be a while,” says the O'Neill sup- 
Porter, ‘‘before people shake out into one camp or 
another.” 

King will not have the luxury this time of running 
against an incumbent. Dukakis is zeroing in on the gover- 
nor’s handling of various mass transit crises and scan- 
dals, O'Neill will go after King’s human services cuts. 

“I don't think this campaign is going to be ideological,” 
says Dukakis. “I mean by that there's a right way and a 

wrong way to run the MBTA, I don’t think there’s a con- 
servative or liberal way.”

The tragic fire at the Hyde School 
was of great concern to the West 
Suburban Council for Children. 
Whenever the lives of children are af- 
fected, our council pays attention. 

We were greatly disappointed, 
however, by the articles and pictures 
in the “Graphic”’ of Wednesday, April 
29. The burned-out classroom in the 
picture on page 30 was not just a 
classroom but a room used by the 
Hyde After School Care Program. 

The loss of after-school care, 
whether at the Hyde or at school 
buildings threatened with closing, ap- 
pears to be an invisible issue. Your 
news articles made no mention of the 
more than 40 children and families 
served by the After-School Program. 

The existence of these after-school 
programs in some 14 Newton schools 
is equally ignored in most public 
discussion about the use of school 
buildings. This neglect is extremely 
short-sighted. Our council believes 
that an important factor in the attrac- 
tiveness of Newton as a community 
for families is the service that after- 
school programs provide. 

Those parents whose ability to work 
is contingent upon the Hyde After- 
School program are grateful to the 
Newton Highlands Congregational 
Church for providing temporary 
space to the program. The council is 
also grateful that such an important 
day care service will continue. 

Our hope is that the needs of 
parents whose children are served by 
the other 13 after-school care pro- 
grams will continue to be met.

Self-abuse 


By Marvin Snider 
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In recent times we have heard a lot about child abuse, wife abuse and 
drug abuse. In these matters, the primary focus is on the abuse of one 
person by another. 

Receiving too little attention is the way in which people abuse 
themselves. Self-abuse comes in many different forms: the workaholic, 
the alcoholic, the drug abuser, the person who won't take a vacation, the 
person who can't or won't relax, eats too much or eats the wrong foods, 

A common underlying problem in these various forms of self-abuse is 
frustration or difficulty in dealing with everyday problems, which leads 
to a sense of futility and helplessness. 

When all possible alternatives have been exhausted, a person turns to 
whatever holds promise of relief. The workaholic puts excessive energy 
into work because of difficult family relationships or a feeling of inade- 
quacy as a parent. Facing the frustration of dealing with these problems 
has become too difficult for him. The pressing demands of work are a con- 
venient avoidance, especially when coupled with a high desire to achieve. 

The drug abusers try to cope with helplessness that comes from 
frustration by blurring the pain, by getting the high that makes 
everything feel all right. The problem with this form of self-abuse, as with 
others, is that once the pattern gets started, it tends to feed on itself — the 
more you do, the more you are inclined to do it. 

People who abuse their bodies by failing to take proper care of 
themselves may be motivated by anxiety about their self worth or their 
feelings of incompetence. 

The best way to deal with self-abuse is to face the issues with which one 
is confronted. Avoidance, whatever form it takes, is only a down payment 
on creating more problems. 

The critical period is when an individual feels he has exhausted all 
possible avenues in solving life’s problems. It is at this point that 
vulnerability to self-abuse is greatest. It is at this point that one should 
turn to outside help, be it a doctor, lawyer, minister, mental health pro- 
fessional, or other appropriate person. 

The challenge is to take charge of finding a solution to a problem rather 
than letting it take charge of you.

NEWTON CENTRE - Patty 
Catalano has yet to get there and at 
33, there is doubt as to whether Bill 
Rodgers will ever be there again. 

Yet for 53-year-old Minoru 
Horiuchi, the winner's circle at the 
Boston Marathon has almost become 
a home away from home on Patriots 
Day. 

Toshihiko Seko's record breaking 
victory this past April marked the 


most prestigeous roadraces to hold 
down the numbers. 

Since 1975, the Boston Marathon 
and the Ohme-Hochi roadrace in 
Tokyo have been sister marathons,” 
points out Horiuchi. The two ex- 
change top runners by way of invita- 
tion. Last year, both Rodgers and 
Tom Fleming partcipated in the 
Japanese race. 

“The size of the field bothers the 
Japanese, especially the top run- 
ners,"’ notes Horiuchi of the Boston 


However, this year not even the 
king of the marathon could keep up 
with the effortless style of the 
Japanese runner. 

“He was pretty confident,” notes 
Horiuchi of Seko. ‘He trained very 
well and one month before he came 
here, he made a world record in the 30 
killometer run.” 

“This time, Seko brought his 
parents with him,” Horiuchi adds. 

For the Japanese runners, the 
marathon usually marks their first

Horiuchi, a native of Kyoto, Japan, 
serves as the liason between the 
Boston Athletic Association and the 
runners sent to the Boston Marathon 
by the Japanese Amateur Athletic 
Federation. As part of his duties, he 
assists Japanese marathon runners 
during their brief stay in Boston. 

Tt was 1965 when he began his of- 
ficial association with the marathon, 
a year which saw Morio Schigematsu 
pace a Japanese contingent which 
literally swept through the event. 

In addition to the first place finish, 
Japanese contestants finished second, 
third, fifth and sixth.

For Horiuchi, there is no conflict of 
interests. He roots for the Japanese to 
win what they call the ‘People’s 
Marathon."

The first marathon Horiuchi 
witnessed was in 1952, a year after he 
arrived in the United States to study 
child dentistry.

“T was at the finish line taking pic- 
tures in ‘52, recalls Horiuchi. 
“Yamada won it.” 

The Brookline resident still takes 
photos at the finish line, but he no 
longer has to jostle with the crowd. A 
picture of Seko and his parents atop 
the victory platform attests to 
Horiuchi's proximity to this year’s 
winner. 

“It's a thrill for me as well,” he pro- 
udly adds. “Everybody saw me in the 
winner's circle. That's why I took the

“Right 
after he said he was tired. After an 
hour he went back to the hotel where 
the trainer massaged his legs. He was 
fine afterwards.”

The proudest moment for Horiuchi 
during his 16-year association with 
the marathon was in 1965 when the 
Japanese captured five of the top six 
spots in the men’s competition. In 
preparation for the 1964 Summer 
Olympics in Tokyo, the Japanese did 
not send anybody to the Boston 
Marathon for the ten-year period bet- 
ween 1955 and 1964. 

As far as Seko returning to defend 
his crown, Horiuchi says he is 
unaware of the marathoner's plans. 
“He doesn't know if he'll come back. 
It’s up to the Federation.” 

“Once he has won, he doesn’t have 
to come back,"’ he smiles.

NEWTON— Planning a will is 
something that most people might put 
off doing because the idea Scares 
them, they don’t know how to £0 about 
doing it, or they don't realize the im- 
portance of estate planning in their 
particular situation. 
The issue of wills, trusts, and Buar- 
dianships was the focus of a recent 
open meeting of the Newton Parents 
Group and the Greater Boston

provide for a retarded child, 

The meeting, entitled “What Hap- 
pens After I'm Gone?" was attended 
by about 100 people at the Howard 
Johnson’s in Newton Corner, Most 
were parents, but there were also peo- 
ple there who had retarded brothers 
and sisters, and those who had been 
appointed guardian of a retarded per- 
son. The purpose of the meeting was 
to clarify to anyone in this kind of 
situation what are the different ways 
of providing for a retarded child, and 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
each. 

“There is no reason why wills and 
trusts have to be confined to financial 
matters,"’ said attorney Donald 
Freedman. “It is the last opportunity 
for you to say what you would like the 
future to be like for your retarded 
relative.” 

Information is also available from 
the Massachusetts Association for 
Retarded Citizens and the Mental 
Health Legal Advisory Board. 
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nd trusts forthe retarded 


The advantages of disposing of pro- 
perty in a will, said Botsford, is that 
there is more flexibility in providing 
for a retarded relative. 

“Without a will, you cannot make 
Special plans for somebody who needs 
Special taking care of. A will lets you 
have some instructions on how the 
Property will be handled,” said 
Botsford. 

Another function of a will is that it 
enables you to name a guardian. 
Otherwise the matter is left up to the 
probate courts. 

Also speaking to the group was at- 
torney Margot Botsford, of the firm 
Rosenfeld, Botsfor.. end Krokidaz of 
Boston: She discussed the pro's and 
Cons of drawing up a will, and the di€- 
ferences between trusts and guar- 
dianships. 

The first step in deciding what are 
the best steps to take is to find a 





lawyer, said Freedman. Finding a 


lawyer who will understand his 
client’s needs and situation is impor- 
tant, he said. 

“A will should be something that 
you understand and that you have an 
investment in. Make sure your lawyer 
understands that,” said Freedman. 

A lawyer's referral list is available 
from the Massachusetts Bar Associa- 
tion and the Boston Bar Association, 
and from the Developmental Disabili- 
ty Law Center, said Freedman. 

Two ways in which a person can 
provide for a retarded relative, out- 
side of asking a sibling to take care of 
the handicapped person, is by either 
setting up a trust or by appointing a 
legal guardian. 

A guardian, if he or she is not nam- 
ed in the will, is appointed by the 
court to take care of a handicapped 
person in a decision-making context. 


A trustee, on the other hand, 1s 
responsible for administering proper- 
ty left in a will in accordance with in- 
structions left by the person setting up 
the trust. 

“A trust can define for you right 
now the kinds of provisions that you 
want for your handicapped child,” 
snid Botsford. ‘In a trust, you can 
detail the concerns you have, such as 
religious setting, as a way of 
memorializing your wishes.” 

One concern shared by many people 
who want to provide for a handicap- 
ped relative is whether leaving money 
ina trust fund will disqualify that per- 
son for various benefits, such as 
Medicaid and Supplemental Security 
Income. A trust helps insure that the 
person will not be cut off from receiv. 
ing these benefits by instructing the 
trustee to regulate the distribution of 
the trust fund accordingly. 

“A trust provides a trustee with a 
great deal of discretion in distributing 
Money to a child. A trustee is in- 
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structed to be aware of the various 
programs available to a child,”’ said 
Botsford. 

Provisions can also be built into a 
trust that lay out different options for 
a trustee in emergency situations. 

A guardian is a different from a 
trustee in that he or she is responsible 
for taking care of a person who is in- 
capable of taking care of themselves. 

Freedman discussed briefly the 
concept of a “limited guardianship,” 
which is an idea that is beginning to 
grow in Massachusetts. Such a guar- 
dianship is important for handicap- 
ped persons who have some 
developed skills because then the 
levels of guardianship are tailored to 
their needs. 

Guardians are usually appointed 
for anyone under 18 years of age, but 
in the case of a mentally retarded per- 
son, it might be necessary to appoint 
one even after the legal age of 18 has 
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been reached 
The only basis on which an adult is 
denied the right to vote in 


Massachusetts is if they have been ap- 
pointed a legal guardian, said Freed- 
man, and this is “significant because 
.M%.%, their level of knowledge anc 
sophistication is still somewhat 
high.” 

A legal adult who has been ap- 
pointed a guardain also cannot enter 
into contracts, said Freedman 

“They can't give consent to 
anything. It is a constant statement 
over and over that the individual is 
not responsible. It is a true problem 
and it may tend over a period of time 
to ake them less responsible " ' 
sa 

Fk edman also warned that wuls 
and trusts should be reviewed every 
three or four years after they have 
been drawn up because laws affecting 
benefits can change in that time.

“In the past six years I have worked 
in Third World countries where the 
approach is much different.

in the United States for bis training 
program, which he calls “getting 
Marriottized."” The 18month pro- 
gram was cut to six months for Wild 
in light of his wide range of ex- 
perience. 

In Newton, Wild usually works a six 
day, twelve hour a day week, while 
most managers work much less. 

“People say I don’t manage my 
time well, but I have so much to do,”” 
he says.

Summer expected to bring 
new riots by Swiss youths 


ZURICH, Switzerland (UPI) — Apart from the 
deafening non-stop rock music, things are pretty 
quiet at the Red Factory these days. But perhaps 
not for long. 

Zarich’s once-placid youths say they will soon be 
back on the streets of their city, long a tidy symbol 
of Swiss conservatism. 

Anywhere from 50 to 5,000 people can be found at 
one time in the Red Factory, an old metal-working 
plant officially called the Autonomous Youth 
Center. 

Sanitation is primitive. So are the sleeping 
quarters for 24 people that usually are packed with 
many more. 

“Sure, we won a sort of victory in forcing the 
bulls (police) to reopen our center,” said Karl- 
Heinz, one of the disc jockeys operating the 
amplified tape cassette player. 

“But we want a lot more things. We plan to be out 
there again very soon, fighting for cheap housing, 
for an amnesty for everyone who was arrested, and 
for a lot of other things.” 

The Zurich troubles began last May when the city 
budgeted funds for restoration of the opera house. 
The disaffected youths instead demanded money 
for the Red Factory. 

So far, Swiss insurance companies in meticulous 
accounting fashion say they have paid $2.6 million 
in fire damage claims and $777,000 for broken store 
windows. 

Police said 2,488 persons were arrested in regular 
weekend rioting, mostly of the hit-and-run variety 
by small gangs. But no one has been sentenced. 
Some 50 people are free while awaiting trial.

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The Red Factory, now painted a psychedelic 
yellow outside, reopened after police closed it for 
seven months because of a brisk trade in drugs, not 
only the marijuana that all the dwellers seem to 
smoke but heroin and cocaine. 

Local churches and youth activity organizers of- 
fered a million Swiss francs ($518,000) to renovate 
the center on condition there is no more trouble. 

At city hall, officials consider this to be a lost 
hope. 

“Things may be quiet at the moment, but one 
swallow doesn’t make a summer,” says Sigmund 
Widmer, counci] president of the city that reflects 
Switzerland’s prosperity with its huge banks, lux- 
ury stores and overwhelming air of antiseptic 
cleanliness. 

“But I suppose one has to be an optimist,” 
Widmer shrugged. 

At police headquarters, renewed street violence 
is accepted as inevitable. 

“With the long summer nights approaching, 
these kids certainly won’t stay in their Factory all 
the time,” a spokesman said. 

“And if the city agrees that police should not have 
the right to enter the place, as the youths demand, 
we consider it certain that criminals will soon be 
back with their narcotics.” 


The Factory also demands the right to serve 
alcohol on a 24-hour basis, something so far refused 
by the authorities but another likely cause of more 
demonstrations. 

Right-of-center politicians say they will insist the 
Factory be closed for good if more violence erupts,

Women: Sizes 5-10, 
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She mothers the most hopeless tots 


By Keith R. Till 


GRASS VALLEY, Calif. (NEA) - 
There are no storybook endings in 
Ada Hibbard’s line of work. 

“Life just doesn’t work that way,” 
says the 64-year-old woman who runs 
a foster home for severely retarded 
and terminally ill children. 

Mrs. Hibbard has come to terms 
with an occupation that few could 
handle. She makes the most of a 
child's life even when admonished by 
doctors that he or she is certain to die 
within months. 

“Lots of people say to me, ‘Why do 
you do it when you don’t get anything 
back?’ But when I pick up Juan and 
get a big smile from him, I get quite a 
bit back,” Mrs. Hibbard explains. 

Juan (not his real name) is just one 
of the children who would be doomed

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All four of the children currently if 
Mrs. Hibbard'’s care are mentally 
retarded, They range in age from 9 
months to 13 years.

Most 
would not have made it this far 
without Mrs. Hibbard, who supplies 
their only life-supporting stimuli. 

Soft-spoken and self-sufficient, Mrs. 
Hibbard agrees to an interview only 
after thoughtful hesitation. She 
seldom shares this aspect of her life, 
even with friends or working 
associates. It has become highly per- 
Sonal, and she has chosen her own 
methods of carrying on the task 
whose rewards are so subtle. 

“It's my living, that’s all,’ she ex- 
plains while sitting in the living room 
of the comfortable home that she

Very large bills, 
small repayments

We get a big bill from our doctor. We get a 
small reimbursement check from Medicare. 

How does that happen? 

A growing number of physicians have stopped 
“accepting assignment” on Medicare claims. 

They think that Medicare doesn't pay enough. 
They know that they can do better — much better 
— by billing the patient directly for their ser- 
vices. They let the checks from Medicare go to 
the patient. 

How much higher are our doctors’ fees than 
what Medicare pays back to us? 

Tn 1979, says the Ralph Nader-backed Health 
Research Group, Medicare beneficiaries had to 
pay more than $7 billion of the more than $10 
billion that they were charged by their doctors. 

That means that we seniors on Medicare were 
forced to pay an average of 70 cents of every 
dollar billed us by our physicians. Doctors’ fees 
for Medicare recipients represent the fastest- 
growing component of the nation’s medical bill. 

A General Accounting Office report prepared 
for Sen. Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., found that 
Medicare beneficiaries annually pay $80 million 
too much out of their own pockets for medical 
services. 

The report noted that surgeons sometimes 
charge two full fees when two surgical pro- 
cedures are performed during one operation. 
This alone costs Medicare beneficiaries more 
than $50 million annually. 

We have doctors charging too much. We*have 
Medicare paying us and our doctors too little. 

Enter the hatchetmen of the Reagan ad- 
ministration. Are they going to clamp down on 
the doctors who overcharge? Will they set up 
plans to control state by state the carriers of 
Medicare insurance? 

No, sir! These officials have other axes to 
grind. They are charged with the task of check- 
ing and reducing the ‘‘entitlements’’ of Medicare 
and Medicaid recipients! 

Which gives us activist seniors a four-part job 
todo. 

First, we must get our doctors to accept 
assignment of Medicare claims. 

Second, if our doctors refuse to do so, let’s get 
new doctors and let the old ones know why. 

Third, senior clubs and centers, backed by 
county offices for the aged, should start and 
maintain up-to-date lists of the names, addresses 
and specialties of doctors who accept assign- 
ment of Medicare claims. 

Fourth, the lists of doctors who accept assign- 
ment should be made available through depart- 
ments of health in every political jurisdiction in 
the country. 

That way we can defend ourselves against the 
budget cutters and take charge of our own 
medical expenditures.

Occa- 
sional voices bear little resemblance 
to those of a normal child. 

Mrs. Hibbard knows first-hand 
what it's like to be confined to a bed 
without much hope of recovery. For 
eight years she suffered paralysis 
from hepatitis. She recalls not being 
able to move enough to reach a glass 
of water on her night stand. The 
outlook from doctors was for only 
slight improvement. 

Instead, she made a nearly com- 
plete recovery. She walks unassisted. 
Separated from her husband, she 
earns her own living. 

Obtaining work was difficult, 
though, because of her physical 
limitations. With a background in 
hospital work, Mrs. Hibbard found 
her first job as a foster parent to two 
severely retarded and physically han- 
dicapped babies in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. 

One was a Chinese girl several 
weeks old who was given two months 
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to live. The other was a 2-year-old 
who, says Mrs. Hibbard, was “sucha 
hideous-looking little thing at that 
time” that doctors wondered if a 
foster parent could ever be found. 

That child is still with Mrs, Hib- 
bard, 11 years later. The parents have 
never paid a visit, probably because 
the emotional strain would be tuo 
much. Mrs. Hibbard admits, almost 
with guilt, to filling the gaps with her 
own love. 

“We're really not supposed to get 
emotionally involved,” she says, ‘‘but 
after 11 years.,.”’ 

Mrs. Hibbard's first trauma came 
early on. The Chinese girl outlived her 
life expectancy by sever months, but 
as her bodily functions deteriorated 
the inevitable was in sight. It was the 
first time that Mrs. Hibbard had wat- 
ched a baby die. 

“After that I almost quit,” she 
recalls. ‘I didn't get through that first 
one very well at all.”’ 

She can’t quite pinpoint what enabl- 





ed her to continue. In part, it was the 
need to support herself financially. 
The income, around $700 a month for 
each child, has provided ample 
support. 

But more than that, she says, it is 
her love for the babies and her em- 
pathy for their parents. 

“I could never handle that,” she 
says. ‘‘When you see a mother and 
you know her emotions won't let her 
do it any more — that's when you 
agree to do it. Just because they don’t 
come to see the child doesn't mean the 
hurt isn't there.”” 

Mrs. Hibbard has devised a per- 
sonal philosophy that enables her to 
cope with the sadness and despair. 
But her emotions remain mixed. 

On one hand, she appreciates that 
“God just loaned you your baby, he 
isn’t really yours.”” 

On the other hand, she admits, a 
relationship grows even with the most 
pathetic children — “until you don't 
think of it that way any more.” 
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Mrs. Hibbard has matured in her 
ability to cope with the losses, but 
they still take their toll, More than 
once she has sat up all night with a 
baby in her arms, knowing that death 
was near and trying to come to terms 
with it in her own mind. 

“One night at about 10:30 1 knew 
this little girl of mine was dying,” she 
recalls, “I sat and rocked her. All 1 
could do was pray for her to hurry and 
die so it would be over with.” 

There have been some limited suc- 
cesses, In Juan's case, meningitis so 
severely inhibited brain activity that 
his bodily functions nearly ceased. 

“T brought him home and told his 
mother I would do the best I could,”’ 
says Mrs, Hibbard. 

Juan is still alive more than two 
years later. He is plump, in fact, and 
has had a visit with his parents. 

Yet they, the doctors and Ada Hib- 
bard know there will be no storybook 
ending. He's 3 years old now, but he 
probably won't make it

GM fraud trial begins 


CHICAGO (UPI) — A 
former Democratic 
representative from 
Cleveland said he learn- 
ed his 1977 Oldsmobile 
contained the less- 
expensive Chevrolet 
engine after he had 
driven his car for 
almost 2,000 miles. 

Charles A. Vanik 
testified Monday in the 
five-week old consumer 
fraud trial being held in 
Chicago’s Federal 
District Court. 

About 89,000 
“‘Chevymobile’’ con- 
sumers charged 
General Motors with a 
breach of warranty in 
substituting Chevrolet 
engines for the 
Oldsmobile Rocket 
engine. 

The consumer fraud 
trial is considered the 
largest ever conducted 
in Federal District 
Court. ‘Chevymobile”’ 
purchasers are seeking 
$36 million in compen- 
satory damages from 
GM and an undisclosed 
amount in punitive 
damages. 

Vanik told jurors and 
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federal Judge Frank 
McGarr he was surpris- 
ed at the engine switch 
and assumed his 
Oldsmobile was equip- 
ped with GM’s Rocket 
engine. 

But GM attorney 
Thomas Gottschalk ask- 
ed Vanik if he was 
aware of reports in con- 
sumer magazines and 
automotive trade jour- 
nals, which explained 
not all 1977 Oldsmobiles 
would carry the Rocket 
engine. 

The former Cleveland 
representative said he 
first learned of the 
engine switch when 
reports appeared in the 
press. At that time 
Vanik said he had put 
about 2,000 miles on his 
1977 Oldsmobile. 

Vanik said after the 
switch was publicized, 
GM sent him a letter ex- 
plaining that his car had 
a Chevrolet engine. 
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Vanik said he pur- 
chased the Oldsmobile 
because he was im- 
pressed with the 22 
miles-per-gallon rating 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 


Vanik told the jury, 
“Since I travel on the 
Toad a great deal, I 
decided to buy the 
Oldsmobile with that 
engine — the Rocket’’.

It was a battle staged on many dif- 
ferent levels; designed to answer, at 
least for the moment, a variety of 
questions. On tap were the Suburban 
League's top offenses, top defenses 
and, as an added bonus, top short- 
stops. But who had the top team? 

For now, Newton North can lay 
claim to that. The Tigers earned the 
bragging rights to the honor (along 
with undisputed possession of first 
place) Thursday afternoon at Cor- 
nellia Warren Field when they rallied 
for four runs in the sixth inning and 
two in the seventh to overtake 
Waltham High, 12-10 in girls’ softball.

BOSTON — Participants in the 12th 
annual Greater Boston Walk for 
Hunger «1 May 3 secured pledges of 
nearly $235,000, far exceeding the 
$184,000 goal 

Several thousand walkers covered 
the 20-mile route from Boston to 
Newton and back. According to walk 
coordinator Pat Burns the walk’s suc- 
cess demonstrates growing public 
awareness of hunger as a local pro- 
blem. 

“Government cutbacks and an in- 
flationary economy are making many 
more people aware that there are 


families in extreme need right here in 
Greater Boston,’ Burns said. “The 
walk gives people a chance to respond 
to that need ina tangible way.” 


Over 60 percent of the receipts will 
be distributed to 28 local feeding pro- 
jects, including the Pine Street Inn, 
Rosie’s Place, and the Boston Food 
Bank. Eight local or national hunger 
education programs will also receive 
walk funds, as well as seven overseas 
projects in Africa, Latin America, 
and Asia. 

This year’s walk was dedicated to 


Pat Hughes, the walk's first 
organizer, who died last October. 


“The weather was ideal, and the 
Spirit of the walkers was 
remarkable," said Burns. “Over 150 
volunteers staffed checkpoints or 
served as marshalls along the route," 

The Greater Boston Walk for 
Hunger is sponsored by Project 
Bread, an ecumenical, grassroots 
hunger education and action program 
established in 1974 as an outgrowth of 


the Walk for Hunger, which began in 
1969.

Experience says it all about 
the importance of preventive 
maintenance in trouble-free 
motoring. One auto dealer of- 
fers his own basic five-year 
warranty to all his customers 
who buy standard cars, 
stipulating only that they get 
regular oil changes and lubes 
at the time he prescribes. To 
maintain that warranty, he 
asks only that they bring the 
car back annually for a free 
validation. 

The program, which covered 
more than 10,000 cars over the 
last 10 years, worked out to an 
average cost of a mere $10 for 
each car covered under the 
original warranty. 

Experience graphically il- 
lustrates the point that, if peo- 
ple routinely care for their 
cars, they can reduce the high 
cost of repairs caused by 
neglect. 

Proper maintenance is par- 


ticularly important before that 
long vacation trip. It’s no 
secret that more gas is con- 
sumed during the peak sum- 
mer months than at any other 
time of the year as people take 
that well-deserved vacation. 
Proper maintenance-- 
including a pre-trip tune-up—is 
more important now than at 
any other time.

But tune-ups are just one 
phase of putting your car in 
shape for safe, dependable 
trouble-free driving this sum- 
mer. Here’s the complete set 
of guidelines recommended by 





American Automobile Asso- 


ciation for most passenger 
cars: 

*Points, plugs, fuel and air 
filters, condenser, ignition 
wires and engine timing should 
be checked and cleaned, 
replaced or adjusted as part of 
aroutine tune-up. 

Engine oil should be replac- 
ed with proper grade summer 
weight or a multi-grade oil. 
The old sludge-filled oil filter 
also should be replaced. 

*Check coolant level in the 
radiator and its strength with a 
hydrometer (an inexpensive 
tool available at most auto or 
discount stores). The coolant 
level can be checked visibly on 
autos with overflow tanks. 
Check for cracks or holes in 
the cooling system hoses. 

*Battery should be checked 
for fluids and charge. Clean 
any corrosion on battery 
cables with baking soda and 
water. 

*Tires should be checked for 
proper pressure and tread 
wear, If the car is puling to one 
side, have the wheel alignment 
and shock absorbers checked. 

‘Lubricate the car to help 
guard against corrosion of 
vital parts from moisture col- 
lected during the winter and 
spring. 


*Check these engine fluid 
levels: Automatic transmis- 
sion, master brake cylinder, 
power steering and windshield 
washer reservoir. 

*Check the tension of all 
drive belts and look for fray- 
ing. Press your thumb on the 
middle of the belt; if it gives 
more than a half-inch, have it 
tightened or replaced. 

*Inspect windshield wiper 
blades and replace if 
necessary. 

Turn on all headlights and 
turn signals to insure proper 
working order. 

*Look underneath vehicle 
for muffler or tailpipe 
damage. 

One recent AAA _ survey 
found four of every five cars 
failing to meet all checklist 
items. Biggest culprits were 
insufficient oil and coolant 
levels on 34 and 31 percent of 
the vehicles, respectively. 

“Most procedures can be 
checked in less than a half- 
hour in the owner’s driveway,” 
said an AAA spokesman. ‘‘A 
few well-spent minutes now 
could spare many motorists 
the inconvenience of vehicle 
failure and huge repair bills.”

Returns on car rustproofing 


Is the body of your car beginning 
to resemble Swiss cheese? 

Cars are rusting faster than 
ever, due in part to the approx- 
imately nine million tons of salt us- 
ed on the roads yearly. The severi- 
ty of last winter’s weather may 
have set a record for salt use. 

According to the Automotive 
Parts & Accessories Association, 
rust and corrosion can add $100 a 
year to a car’s depreciation. 

APAA estimates that there are 
more than 50 million cars in the 
“salt belt,’’ that area of the country 
where chlorides are used to main- 
tain traffic flow during freezing 
months. 

While these compounds are ex- 
cellent at keeping roads and streets 
passable and safe, they do con- 
siderable damage to the un- 
protected vehicles that travel 
treated roads. 

Rusting cars are expensive to 
their owners and even dangerous. 

Yet preventive treatments by a 
rust-proofing service or a do-it- 
yourselfer within the first 3,000 
miles of the vehicle’s purchase can 


eliminate the problems. 

Many rust-proofing companies 
do an excellent job of providing this 
service for auto and truck owners. 
Because rust-proofing is a high- 
labor job involving skill, time, pa- 
tience and a relatively low-cost 
product, the charge for this service 
must be sufficient to pay for the 
labor, material and a modest profit 
for the operator of the service. 

The charge, however, is one that 
most owners defer or forego com- 
pletely. This is, in reality, a poor 
business decision. The charge of 
$100 to $130 is one that is returned 
many times in the form of higher 
resale value for the vehicles, 
reduced or eliminated need for 
body work and cosmetic repairs, 
better frame protection in a a 
crash, and a reduction of squeaks 
and rattles during the period of car 
ownership. 

In three years, a treated car in 
the salt beit can be worth $300-$500 
more than an untreated car. 

For do-it-yourselfers, rust- 
proofing kits have been developed 
that, used and applied as directed, 


will give the same measure of pro- 
tection as professionally applied 
treatments, at about a fifth or less 
of the cost. 

They can even halt rust on older 
cars where rust problems have 
already begun. Cars of unitized 
construction especially need this 
treatment, particularly if they are 
expected to be used into advance 
age. 

For periodic maintenance, 
APAA advises that you Keep your 
car clean, wax at least twice a 
year, and always wash your car as 
soon as feasible after driving it in 
the rain, snow or slush. The wash 
water carries away those corrosive 
chemicals that cause rust, 

After washing, leave ¢ar doors 
ajar for a few minutes to permit 
water drainage. Dry thoroughly. 

If you live in an area where sand 
and salts are used on roads, hose 
down the underside twicela year. If 
you live in sand country, flush the 
underside of the vehicle. Be sure to 
keep the drain holes in the bottom 
of the car doors open. 


Watch your warning lights 


If the warrning lights on your 
car's instrument panel can only 
speak in the past tense, 
substituting gauges can reduce 
repair bills. _ 

Gauges are available that report 


engine oil pressure and 
temperature, water temperature, 
and the amount of charge or 
discharge. 

Another good gauge to have is a 
tachometer. A tach can help you 


\f your car overheats 


If your car is overheating while 
stalled in heavy traffic, step up the 
idling speed of the car. Doubling 
the idling speed will increase by 
four times the fan driven air flow 
through the radiator, says the 
American Trucking Associations, 
Inc. 

Keep up the higher idling speed 
until your temperature guage 
shows a marked drop. 

Only as a last resort to bringing

Checking the effectiveness of your an- 
tifreeze/summer coolant is simple, says 
Tim Tierney, director of technical services 
for the Automotive Parts & Accessories 
Association 

Here’s how: 

Before the engine is started in the morn- 
ing and while it is still cold, remove the 
tadiator cap, stick your finger into the filler 
neck of the radiator and rub it around. 

The coolant should look clean and the 
neck should be free from rust and other 
deposits. () 

Also check for the proper mixture of 
coolant and water, using a coolant tester 
available in most stores and departments 
selling automotive products. A 50-50 mix of 
coolant and water gives adequate boilover 
protection to 265 degrees F. with a 15 Ib. 
radiator cap.

Change the oil and filter for dollars an 


Would you like your car to last more than 
100,000 miles? More than 200,000? How 
about more than 300,000? Car owners have 
accomplished this, and here are their 
secrets. 

An owner of a car with 240,000 miles on it 
says he washes it every day, waxes it once 
a week, changed oil every 1,000 to 2,000 
miles at first, then switched to every 3,000 
to 4,000 miles when the quality of oil im- 
proved in the 1960s, 

He lubricated the chassis every 1,000 
miles. When the car reached 100,000 miles, 
he rebuilt a major component every year 
starting with the transmission. He finally 
sold the car-for $3,500. The 1957 Thunder- 
bird had cost him $2,400 in 1959, 

A Volkswagen owner credits not driving 
his car hard over its 10-year life and 


maintenance as needed for getting it to 
308,000 miles. He changed the oil every 
3,000 miles and, despite the rust, never 
washed it. 

A mechanic has more than 200,000 miles 
on his car and he says the only secret is fre- 
quent oil changes. “I just ignore the 
owner's manual,'’ he adds, 

Writer Wade Hoyt says he knows a 
Sacramento man whose car must be the all- 
time champion-the owner claims his 1926 
Model T Ford, purchased in 1934 for $5 and 
babied, has more than 700,000 miles on it. It 
is still providing transportation—but you 
won’t find it onan Interstate highway. 

The oil filter on your car is probably a 
full-flow filter. This means that the oil 
pump delivers oil through the filter before 
oil is distributed to the engine. 


However, in the event that extremely 
cold weather causes the filter to clog or the 
oil to become too thick to flow through the 
filter, a bypass valve will route oil around 
the filter element to the engine. This way, 
your engine will never starve for oil. Oil 
delivered to the engine through the bypass 
will, of course, contain abrasives and 
sludgy elements that will accelerate engine 
wear. 

Filters get clogged with sediment and 
particles if they are kept in use too long 
Therefore, it is important that you replace 
an oil filter at the time intervals recom- 
mended in your owner's manual. In many 
cases, this schedule calls for installing a 
new filter in a new car the first time the oil 
is drained and every second oil change 
thereafter. If you use the vehicle under

periods, or driving in dusty areas, replace 
the filter each time you change the oil 

1, Place a drain pan under the the oil 
filter before adding fresh oil to the engine 
This will catch any of the fresh oil that 
may spill while you work, 

2. The filter may be reached from inside 
the engine compartment, depending on its 
location on the engine. If it’s not accessible, 
you'll have to get beneath the car. Be 
careful that you don’t grab the filter with 
your bare hand. Since the engine was 
warmed prior to draining the oil, the filter 
will be hot. 

3. Place an oil-filter wrench around the 
filter. If you are just now purchasing a 
wrench, make sure that it’s the right size 
because not all wrenches fit all filters. Be 
ready to tell the salesman the year, make 
and model of your car and the cubic-inch 
displacement of the engine. You'll also 
need this information if you want to pur- 
chase the correct filter. 

4. Turn the wrench counter-clockwise to 
remove the filter. If the filter is frozen to 
the engine, remove the wrench and drive a 
chisel through the filter canister, but watch 
out for hot oil that may splatter. Then hit 
the chisel with a hammer to loosen the old 
oil filter. 

5. If old gasket material sticks to the 
filter seat on the engine after you have 
removed and discarded the filter, scrape 
the seat clean and wipe it with a dry cloth. 

6. Wash your hands, and then dip a finger 
into some clean engine oil and lubricate the 
gasket of the new filter. also lubricate the 
filter seat on the engine. Lubrication 
assures that you will have a secure fit bet- 
ween the two. 

7. Thread the filter by hand onto the 
engine. Be careful not to cross or strip 
threads on the filter. When the gasket 
touches the filter seat on the eingine, hand- 
turn the filter another half to three-quarter 
to secure it. 

In the past, manufacturers have warned 
not to tighten the filter with a wrench, 
because the filter may be difficult to 
remove next time you have to replace it. 
Some now say to use a wrench to assure a 
tight, leak-proof seal. Take the moderate 
approach. Tighten the filter by hand. After 
you have filled the crankcase with oil, start 
the engine and check around the filter for 
leaks. If you find one, tighten the filter with 
the wrench until it stops. 


Potholes 

Avoid an extra trip to the dentist for you 
or a new spring, wheel or axle for your car 
by keeping a sharp watch for potholes while 
driving.

For safety’s sake 


Tires deserve attention 


The only contact between your car and 
the road is your tires. They deserve atten- 
tion for safety's sake. 

There is never a financially convenient 
time to buy a set of new tires, so start now 
to postpone that inevitable day with the tire 
salesman by using the following advice 
from the Automotive Parts & Accessories 
Association: 

Even the best tires lose air. A good tire 
pressure gauge costs a dollar or two. Check 
the inflation pressure of your tires, in- 
cluding the spare, once a week. 

Never check inflation pressure except 
when the tires are cold. Even in a short 
distance, heat will build up the inflation 
pressure and give you a faulty reading. 

Check tires particularly often during 
seasonal temperature changes. Tires lose 
about a pound of pressure for every 10- 
degree drop in the temperature. 

Underinflation causes the edges of the 
tread to wear more rapidly. A tire will flex 
more and will run hotter. with anything 
else on the car, heat isa tire’s worst enemy. 

Overinflation is not as bad as underinfla- 
tion. It makes the tread wear faster in the 
center and increases the danger of high- 
speed impact damage. 

The owner's manuals of today’s cars 
usually are more reliable regarding tire 
pressure. Before 1966, it generally was a 
good idea to add four pounds to the car 
maker's recommendation because they 
preferred a more comfortable ride for their 
customers at the expense of tire life.

As for rotating the tires, there is general 
agreement that it will extend their lives, 
but you will spend more than you save if 
you pay someone else to do it.

‘NEWTON - The city budget has 
been approved, but the debate over 
who will man the ambulances goes on. 

Despite the board’s approval of the 
city’s 1982 fiscal budget package, the 
loss of the ambulance service to a 
private firm remains a hotly con- 
tested item. As proposed by’ Mayor 
Theodore Mann, Chaulk Ambulance 
Service would replace the fire depart- 
ment as operators of the service at a 
savings to the city of $320,000. 

Ina letter to Mann, Ald: Paul Daley 
and Elaine Gentile have stressed they 
“intend to continue to pursue this 
matter until such a time as the ad- 
ministration has proven unequivocal- 
ly to us that the necessary money to 
fund the ambulance service is not 
available through any area or any 
combinations of areas.” 

In addition, Ald. Mark White, 


Joseph DePasquale, Bruce Car- 
michael, Dominic Taglienti and Gen- 
tile have filed a docket item to at- 
tempt to force the mayor to-fund the 
ambulance service. 

Mann, however, has staunchly 
defended the cut of the ambulance 
service. He stressed that the Newton 
police officers will ‘continue to be the 
first responders for emergencies.” 
Nearly 90 percent of the officers on 
the force are trained Emergency 
Medical Technicians. 

Furthermore, he pointed out that it 
was his administration that put the 
Ambulance service under the Fire 
Department. ‘This administration 
has always had public safety at heart 
and made some damm good deci- 
sions.”” 

The ambulance cut will not only 
provide the city with an additional 
ambulance, but will also result in a 
savings of $320,000 for taxpayers, ac- 
cording to Mann. 
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Mann seemed miffed that the am- 
bulance cut has resulted in a political 
watershed. 

“For the life of me, I find it difficult 
to fathom why this step, which was 
announced long ago, suddenly 
becomes a political issue, especially 
since we asked for suggestions and in- 
put long ago and virtually none came 
from the board.”” 

On several occasions, James 
Hickey, chief administrative aide to 
the mayor, has said the administra- 
tion would not reconsider the choice to 
move the ambulance service to the 
private sector. 

In the letter, the proponents listed 
anticipated city surplus, additional 
revenues from state aid and some 
cuts within the existing proposed 
budget as possible sources of funding. 

The aldermen also believe a possi- 
ble fee process for a city-run am- 
bulance service should be considered. 

“All things being equal, we can and

should fund the present ambulance 
service in the City of Newton,’’ read 
the letter. “To the best of our 
knowledge and understanding, the Ci- 
ty of Newton presently is the only city 
demanning its own ambulance ser- 
vice and going out to private con- 
tract.” 

In addition, the aldermen felt that 
that the demanning of any ‘‘Company 
of the Newton Fire Department” re- 
quired a public hearing before the ci- 
ty. They disagreed with City Solicitor 
Daniel Funk's opinion that the am- 
bulance service was not a company 
and, therefore, no public hearing was 
required in the process of eliminating 
that service. 

The letter read: ‘‘We have sought 
separate legel counsel relative to this 
question and counsel advises us that 
there is enough evidence present to 
require that the city conduct a private 
hearing prior to the elimination of the 
ambulance service.” 


$83m to run city approved 


NEWTON - The deliberations are 
over.

Aldermen approved an $83.4 million 
fiscal year 1982 budget package last 
week that will lead to the elimination 
of 315 full-time positions and cutbacks 
in services. 

The final 14 to 7 vote on the budget 
came after 44 days had passed, And 
when it was all over, the board sent 
the mayor three additional requests 
which Mann has rejected. 

After the meeting at City Hall, City 
Clerk Edward English said it was the 
most aldermen to vote against a 
municipal budget in ‘‘recent 
memory.” 

There were many, including Ald. 
Susan. Schur, who voted for the 
overall budget package despite objec- 

ions. ; 


Others criticized the individual lob- 
bying done by aldermen to get a par- 
ticular pet project passed by the 
board. Said Ald. Robert Tennant, an 
1&year veteran of the budget pro- 
cess: ‘‘The debates that come up now 
in some cases are most unnecessary.

Michael Benn, chairman of the 
community Task Force on the project 
and a resident of Bacon Street in 
Newton Corner, told the Board -of 
Aldermen his committee ‘basically 
felt the project was too big,” _ 

Noting the Task Force’s recent 6-2 
vote against the plan, Benn said there 
were critical community concerns 
which “we were totally frustrated in 
our efforts to resolye.”” 

Terming the plan a “relatively 


During one of the hearings, Tennant 
said that a sign should be put up in 
front of City Hall with ‘‘Hoopy Town” 
written on it. 

Schur also said she could not 
believe the behavior and repretion of 
her colleagues during the hearings. 

Aldermen determined to prevent a 
private firm from taking over the 
emergency ambulance service from 
the Fire Department requested that 
Mann use any additional state aid to 
fund the service.

Mann’s fiscal year 1982 pacakage 
also includes a School Dept. budget 
that will lead to the elimination of 186 
positions, including 110 professionals 
(teachers, guidance counselors, 
psychologists...).

The 83.4 million operating package 
is slightly above the $82.5 million

James Hickey, a key aide to the 
mayor, said the administration is hop- 
ing that no city employees will have to 
be laid off. More than 60 municipal 
postions remain unfilled. 


The city has also initiated an early 
retirement bonus plan which has at- 
tracted about 20 employees. In addi- 
tion, the administration is working to 
place employees in other municipal 
positions. 


The School Department claims that 
it is uncertain at this time how many 
actual layoffs will result from the 
budget package. However, the 
department does have positions which 
remain unfilled. 

Mann’s budget package also in- 
cludes more money in local taxes and 
utility fees. The increase in revenue 
will primarily come from a recently 
passed sewer tax which will cost pro- 
perty owners and residents about $2 
million. Water fees are also expected 
to jump by $200,000 next year. 

Under the budget, a host of non- 
essential user fees for everything 
from recreational licenses and per- 
mits will jump dramatically. City 
residents will have to use city super- 
vised athletic facilities, including ten- 
nis courts and swimming pools. 

The budget also includes revenue 
from an increase in off street parking 
which will rise from 10¢ to 25 ¢ per 
hour. Aldermen will also consider in 
the coming weeks a trash collection 
tax for local businesses. 

The final budget package also in- 
cludes aldermanic requests to restore 
cuts in services and youth programs, 
including job bank, youth street- 
worker,guidance clinic and partial 
funding for the Memorial Day 
Parade.

Kennedy raps 


Reagan

NEWTON-— Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy took a swipe at the Reagan 
ane cuts at a party in Newton Mon- 

lay. 

In a short speech at a Newton 
Democratic Committee fundraiser at 
Aquinas Junior College, Kennedy 
criticized education cutbacks in 
President Ronald Reagan's budget 
package. 

The liberal Massachusetts senator 
told the gathering of about 200 city 
Democrats that the cut in the federal 
loan program will force 20,000 to 
90,000 students in the state to drop out 
of college. 

As he stood on a small coffee table 
in a student lounge, Kennedy explain- 
ed, “Young, talented individuals will 
not be able to get student loans 
because of cutbacks...If an individual 
has the intellectual capacity to gain 
entrance into a school or college, he or 
she should be able to go there and the 
financial limitations of his or her 
parents should not restrict that young 
child,” 

“There will be 14 million children 
who now get school lunches who will 
not get school lunches when the ad- 
ministration's program goes into ef- 
fect," Kennedy said, noting that 
many school cafeterias will also be 
closed. 

Furthermore, he pointed out that 
many students will lose their ability to 
“acquire basic skills” because of the 
cut in Title 1 education funds. 

Kennedy, who has become one of 
the most outspoken opponents of the 
Reagan administration in the 
Republican dominated Senate, said 
he also plans to fight the presidents’s 
plans for sweeping cuts in social 
security. The senator was met by a 
Newton quadraplegic outside the col- 
lege appealing for him to fight the 
budget cuts. 

Kennedy, also greeted by a swarm 
of wellwishers anxious to shake his 
hand, was quick to point out that there 
are alternatives to the cuts in social 
programs. 

Kennedy said there is ‘not one 
dollar reduction in the $5 billion tax 
subsidy for major oil and gas com- 
panies that have had a 300 percent in- 
crease in their profits in the last three 

years." *

Calling Reagan's decontrol of oil 
“inflationary,’’ Kennedy added, 
“When I see oil decontro! which in- 
flates the cost of heating oil in our 
part of the country and a 70 percent 
reduction on energy conservation and 
alternative energy use...then we have 
to ask whether that is really fair to 
Massachusetts and New England.” 

He continued, “I don't think it is 
unreasonable to suggest that if we are 
Boing to have belt tightening that we 
should expect the major oil and gas 
companies to tighten their belts as 
well as the senior citizens in 
Massachusetts that find a hard time 
keeping warm in the winter.” 

With the administration recently 
floating government bonds at record 
interest rates for 30 years, Kennedy 
said Reagan's promises of lower in- 
terest rates can not be kept. 

Kennedy also voiced strong support 
for an arms limitation agreement 
with the Soviet Union, which he 
claims will reduce defense spending. 


1 am for arms limitation because I 
believe it is in the national security in- 
terests of the U.S... I support a 
verifiable salt agreement because I 
know if we don’t have a salt agree- 
ment then whatever we have will not 
be verifiable. 


Kennedy also sharply attacked 
Reagan’s adamant refusal to adopt 
wage and price controls. 


He said: ‘‘Mr. Reagan refuses to ac- 
cept the concept that we can build into 
our tax system some incentives for 
price and wage restraint...What that 
means to those we represent is that 
housing will be virtually out of sight 
for working and middle class income 
famililes.”” 


Kennedy also gave a tongue lashing 
‘to the Reagan’s military aid to El 
Salvador and Saudi Arabia. 


Despite being targeted for defeat by 
several new right groups in his bid for 
a fifth term next year, Kennedy left 
the crowd with a vow to return to the 
Senate. 


Kennedy said the campaign to 
defeat him by the right wing groups, 
which include the National Conser- 
vative Political Action Committee, 
will be filled with ‘distortion and 
misrepresentation.”

Newton North teacher 
elected to MTA board 


BOSTON — Warren E. Priest of 
Newton was elected recently to a 
three-year term on the board of direc- 
tors of the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (MTA). 

Priest, a teacher at Newton North 
High School and president of the 
Newton Teachers Association, will 
represent more than 65,000 educators 
statewide from kindergarten through 
higher education. 

The MTA annual meeting saw 
sharp criticism leveled at Proposition 
2 %%, which threatens to decimate 
public education in Massachusetts 
and result in the layoff of as many as 
12,000 teachers statewide. 

Carol A. Doherty, MTA president, 
called upon the state legislature to 
“act quickly to amend Proposition 2 
% before it completely destroys 
public education in Massachusetts, To 
allow Proposition 2 ¥% to stand in its 
present form, Doherty said, ‘would 


be the height of political negligence.” 


MTA executive director, Dr. 
William H. Hebert, told the more than 
1,200 delegates that tax reform is 
needed to save services in the state’s 
351 cities and towns. ‘What is 
necessary is a carefully thought-out 
tax reform and state aid package to 
erase the problems caused by Pro- 
position 2%," Hebert said. ‘“‘We must 
shift the tax burden in this state from 
those who have paid too much for too 
long to those who can afford to pay 
their fair share.”

Frank backs extension 
of Older Americans Act 


WASHINGTON — Legislation aim- 
ed at extending the life of the Older 
Americans Act of 1965 has been co- 
sponsored by Rep. Barney Frank, D- 
Mass., a member of the House Select 
Committee on Aging. 

The bill would authorize the con- 
tinuation of the act for three more 
years, 

“We cannot allow the progress that 
has occurred in protecting the rights 
of our elderly citizens to slip 
backwards,” Frank said, 

“T would hope that Congress and the 
president would act quickly on this 
measure, thus removing the uncer- 
tainty that many elderly must feel 
about the fate of many useful pro- 
grams which would be endangered if 
the law is not extended,” he added. 

The Older Americans Act is one of 
the most successful laws enacted in 
the mid-1960s, Frank said. 
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Under the law, social services, in- 
cluding legal services and transporta- 
tion are provided to about 9.3 million 
senior citizens. Hot meals are provid- 
ed daily to 528,000 elderly persons in 
12,000 local congregate housing sites 
while another 83,000 meals are provid- 
ed for the homebound elderly. 

One of the most rewarding features 
of the law makes part-time employ- 
ment available to more than 50,000 
other elderly persons. 

Other features of the bill, introduc- 
ed by Committee on Aging chairman 
Claude Pepper, D-Fla., and Rep. 
Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., would upgrade 
the position of Commissioner on Ag- 
ing; establish a national toll-free 
hotline for senior citizens; and train 
employees and volunteers who pro- 
vide home-delivered meals to the 
elderly to supply other needes ser- 
vices, including regular assessment.

by the Governor are from Human Ser- 
vice agencies. 

Though Gov. King’s proposal did 
not include details of all his proposed 
cuts, Sen. Backman claimed that 
preliminary analysis indicated that 
certain services would be severely 
impacted. For example, the state’s 
home care programs for senior 
citizens will not be able to assist most 
of the 3000 people now on waiting lists 
for services, according to Sen. 
Backman. The elderly would also be 
affected by Medicaid cuts since 49 
percent of Medicaid spending pro- 
vides assistance for people over 65. 
Backman added that children would 
also be hurt by the Medicaid reduc- 
tions as well as by an elimination of 
state contracted day care which 
“Jeopardizes quality day care for 
12,000 low-income children.” 

“It's a cruel hoax to try to force a 
choice between state hunan services 
which aid the elderly, mentally ill, 
and needy children and local pro- 
grams such as police, fire and educa- 
tion which service precisely the same 
groups,” Sen. Backman argued. 

“The only answer is tax reform, not 
service cuts,” Sen. Backman conclud- 
ed,

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Apartment plan 
for Pomroy House

NEWTON - A plan to convert Pomroy 
House, an 1898 Colonial Revival style 
building, into a six-unit apartment 
Project has been unveiled by a local 
developer. 

According to the developer, Charles 
Nelson Associates Inc., the 83-year- 
old home would maintain its existing 
character despite the subdivision. “In 
8eneral, the approach of the project is 
to respect and restore as much of the 
neighborhood landmark as possible,” 
said Philip Dowds, an associate of the 
firm. 

The rehabilitation would in- 
corporate both the exterior and the in- 
terior of the structure. The plan would 
generally maintain the existing 
facade, including exterior windows, 
doors, and porch arrangements as 
well as preserve as much of the in- 
terior as possible. 

Located at Church and Eldredge 
Streets in Newton Corner, the 2- 
story structure presently serves as a 
day care facility for approximately 88 
children. The Pomroy House also 
serves as a home for the Hunnewell 
Club, a social organization. 

The conversion would require a zon- 
ing change from Residence B District 
to Private Residence District as well 
as a special permit for multi-family 
use. 

The proposal calls for converting 
the building into one four-bedroom 
unit, two two-bedroom, two one- 
bedroom and one studio apartment. 
In addition, the plan includes the con- 
struction of a five car garage and sur- 
face parking for five vehicles. 

One low income-elderly housing 
unit would be provided by the 
developer as well as a caretaker 
apartment in the basement of the 
building. 

Peter Harrington, attorney for the 
developer, pointed out that the plan 
will actually decrease the ‘‘area den- 
sity.” 

“The use of a day care center, plus 
members of a club is a rather intense 
use of the building. We're talking 
about 20 people maximum, including 
children.” 

The Planning and Devlopment 
Department’s report on the plan 
acknowledged the potential decrease 
in “density.” 

“The amount of traffic generated 


by the present use (particularly that 
of parents dropping off and picking up 
children) would be significantly 
larger than the estimated 39-51 daily 
vehicle trips which can be estimated 
for the six-unit residential use.”” 

This day care facility will apparent- 
ly be relocated to the Davis School. 

John Eller, a member of the board 
of directors of the Newton Community 
Service Center (NCSC) (the former 
owners of Pomroy), said his group 
was ‘‘delighted with the plan” and 
“urged” the Land Use Committee’s 
support. 

It was a year ago that the city gave 
the NCSC permission to purchase the 
Davis School on the premise that it 
sell Pomroy House and its property at 
429 Cherry Street. The second and 
third conditions were that NCSC sell 
these properties to add to the tax 
revenue of the city and that the pro- 
ceeds from the buildings upwards to 
$410,000 be returned to the city. 

Peter Muckenbeck, a member of 
Neighbors of Pomroy, said his group 
has two concerns: ‘That the building 
be preserved and that the open space 
next to it be preserved.” 

Carrie Edwards, a member of the 
Historian Society, felt the developer 
would preserve the dignity of the 
landmark. ‘‘When the Newton 
Historical Commission reviewed the 
plans, we were impressed with the 
sensitivity Charles Nelson devoted to 
the interior and exterior plans.” 

“T feel sure that Charles Nelson will 
maintain Pomroy House in its proper 
character,”’ she added. 

However, there was some 
neighborhood objection to the plan. 
Roger Onorati, who lives at 48 Billings 
Park, was ‘‘very much oppposed,” to 
the conversion. ‘“‘The zoning should 
stay as is. The land should be used for 
its original intent and that is single 
family homes.” 

“By changing the zoning, you’ll be 
telling the citizens of Newton that zon- 
ing is meaningless,” he asserted. 

Mary Boudreau, whose house 
borders Pomroy to the rear, was op- 
posed to the proposed garage struc- 
ture. ‘I’m very much against it. The 
garage abutts right against my pro- 
perty.”” 

“There will be excess traffic going 
through there as well as noise and the 
garage will block my view,” said 
Boudreau. 


Oak Hill Park 
happy with plan 


NEWTON - A positive step has been 
taken by the residents of Oak Hill 
Park and a local developer toward the 
rehabilitation of the Oak Hill Park 
Shopping Center. 


The Antaramian Realty and Con- 
struction Co. has a plan which calls 
for the construction of a 20-unit 
residential condominium structure as 
well as a community owned free- 
standing building. 


In order to purchase the additional 
land (Antaramian already owns the 
land on which the structures will be 
built), it must be declared surplus by 
the mayor. ‘ 


In addition, the developer will allow 
any of the stores located in the shopp- 
ing center to remain and will put in 
his own convenience store. The gas 
station will also stay as is. 


- “It’s very attractive,” said Ward 
Ald. Robert Katz of the proposal. 
“This is something that is going to be 
good for the community in the long 
run.” 


The row of medium-priced con- 
dominiums will be between 24 and 3 
stories high and will look out on to a 
semi-circular driveway. 


‘As long as the plan is presented to 
the city as it was presented to us, 
we're in business,” added Katz. ‘This 
is what the executive board of the Oak 
Hill Park Association (OHPA) 
thought would be acceptable.” 

Said William Shaevel, president of 
the OHPA, ‘‘This proposal represents 
a change and at this point, it’s a 
positive change.” 

The Oak Hill Park resident also 
praised the parties involved for their 


patience during the drawn out 
negotiations. The Board of Directors 
of OHPA voted to endorse the pro- 
posal Tuesday evening. 


“We have a blight that really has to 
be removed,” added Shaevel. ‘‘And in 
my opinion, we have a developer who 
appears to sincerely want to work 
with the community to remove it.” 


He also thought “‘Antaramian had 
the personal ‘integrity and the 
resources to carry through with the 
project.” 


One of the drawbacks of the current 
plan is the elimination of a 
cooperative food store, something the 
community has been pushing since 
Antaramian first unveiled his string 
of plans. ‘‘We discussed the possibili- 
ty of a cooperative food store and he 
felt that it wasn’t commercially feasi- 
ble,”’ said Shaevel. 


The developer, however, is commit- 
ted to opening a convenience store, 
something long needed by the area 
and constructing a building for com- 
munity use. 


“It’s what the neighborhood has 
always wanted,” said Katz of the con- 
venience store. ‘The people want to 
buy food in the park and this is less 
than a risk than a cooperative.” 


According to Shaevel, Antaramian 
has also agreed to a conservation 
easement which will prohibit future 
construction on the present parking 
facility. The building itself is not on ci- 
ty land. 


The OHPA has scheduled a com- 
munity meeting for May 26 to inform 
the residents of their endorsement.

Aldermen still refuse 
to pay Roach for land 


NEWTON - Despite a request by 
Mayor Theodore Mann to reconsider 
the case, the Board of Aldermen voted 
Monday night to keep up the fight 
against real estate investor Martin J. 
Roach in the courts. 

Now in its 12th year, the battle bet- 
ween the city and Roach continues to 
spark heated debate whenever it hits 
the floor. 

As a result of the board’s recent ac- 
tion, the Newton Community Develop- 
ment Authority may be put into 
receivership. 

Ald. Mark White said it appears 
almost certain that a judge will place 
the authority under the control of a 
receiver who would dictate policy. 

“It would be the most embarrassing 
moment for the city in 10 years,” 
asserted White. “‘You will have ab- 
solutely no say. There will be a judge 
appointed receiver acting as the hous- 
ing authority.” 

Despite White’s pleas, the board 
decided against sending the case back 
to committee by a 13 to 10 vote. 

The feud began in 1969 when the 
Newton ReDevelopment Authority 
took a chunk of land owned by Roach 
in Newton Lower Falls by ‘‘eminent 
domain,” claiming it was a blighted 
area. Today, it is the site of an in- 
dustrial park and a small housing 
development. 

Roach maintained the land was 
taken unfairly and he was not given 
adequate compensation from the city. 
After years of legal wrangling, the 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled that the 
authority owed Roach more than $1.5 
million in additional payments for the 
landtaking. 
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Although a substantial amount of 
the money has been paid, Roach is 
continuing the push for an additional 
$450,000 which the authority is unable 
to pay because it has used up all its 
funds. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk claims 
the city has no legal responsibility to 
the authority because it is a separate 
entity. 

After Monday’s vote, Ald. Robert 
Tennant said, ‘‘We’ve been working 
on this problem for 11 years. There's 
nothing new.” 

“I for one feel that the Finance 
Committee has done the job they were 
called on to do,” he added. 

Ald. Donald Budge also spoke out 
against referring the case back to 
committee. ‘To take this back at this 
point creates a situation where the 
plaintiff thinks the city of Newton was 
trying to bail itself out.” 

“It’s too early,’’ he continued, ‘‘at 
this point the information is too 
preliminary, too sketchy to act on. It 
still can be done when the board 
thinks appropriate.” 


White warned, ‘‘If the board votes 
this down, within the next two days 
the judge will issue the receivership.”” 

“The board has taken the opinion 
that the Newton Community Develop- 
ment Authority (NCDA) (the NRA 
was reorganized into the NCDA in 
1975) is liable and the city is not 
because NCDA is a separate agency 
under state statute,’’ said White. ‘I 
don’t agree with that... there is so 
much interaction between the two. 
The city has been involved in this to 
such an extent I don’t see how they 
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can take this position that they are 
separate entities.”’ 

Ald. Edward Richmond, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, however, 
told the board that in the city 
solicitor’s opinion, the city should not 
pay the judgment. 

“Tf he (City Solicitor Daniel Funk) 
thought we were obligated to pay the 
judgment, I’d be the first to say yes,”’ 
declared Richmond. 

Ald. Dominic Taglienti also thought 
it a decision for the Law Department 
to decide, not the board. ‘They're 
asking us to vote on something that 
was decided on nine years ago. It’s 
the Law department's business.” 


“T don’t think we owe him 
anything,” he asserted. 


Several aldermen, including Paul 
Daley, thought the responsibility for 
the issue still remained in the hands of 
the Newton Redevelopment Authori- 
ty. 


“T have to vote 'no’ until the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority is either 
done away with or Roach and the 
NRA litigate and the courts decide 
that NRA doesn’t have the capability 
to perform and the courts shift that 
responsibility to the board and the ci- 
ty.” 


Tennant agreed. ‘‘The Newton 
Housing Authority is a separate enti- 
ty. It is not a part of the city of 
Newton. Roach is trying to get the city 
through this avenue.” 


“This was set up to present such a 
suit,’”’ said Tennant of the Newton 
Housing Authority. ‘‘A corporation is 
set up to protect the person. It is a 
private entity.” 
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Mutual Bank

NEWTON — Police are looking for 
a white male aged 25-26 in connection 
with a hold up at the Mutual Bank for 
Savings at 1188 Centre Street Monday 
morning.

A new wave 


of book burning

The attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent Reagan has once again brought up the 
question as to the anti-social influence of 
books, films and television. 

The 1976 movie “Taxi Driver’’ explored 
the pathological processes of a badly 
disturbed individual who is involved in a 
political assassination gone awry. Con- 
ceivably the alleged attacker of Reagan 
may have been influenced by the movie. 
There have been other such charges. 

The major defense of a 15-year-old 
Florida boy accused of killing an elderly 
woman was that he watched so many 
violent television episodes that he couldn’t 
tell right from wrong. The boy was con- 
victed. 

A California gang rape case, claimed to 
have been inspired by a television show, is 
still in the courts. That nine-year-old who 
held up a New York bank with a toy pistol 
is claimed, by his attorney, to have been 
merely play acting. 

Such widely divergent people as Puritan 
John Milton and Theist Thomas Jefferson 
have vehemently opposed book banning. 
Respected scholars today disagree. 

A basic question is what is cause and 
what is effect? Robert Brustein, artistic 
director of the American Repertory 
Theater and Loeb Drama Center at Har- 
vard, points to the violence depicted in 
Roman, Elizabethan, Jacobean and 
Romantic drama. “I don’t believe that, 
outside of pathological people, violent 
movies or plays cause violence in society; 
they simply reflect it. The violence is there 
already.” 

Yet other observers have been very 
critical of the recent spate of films show- 
ing in graphic detail violence of films 
showing in graphic detail violence against 
women. George Geobner, dean of the An- 
nenberg School of Communications of the 
University of Pennsylvania, worries that 
viewers identify with victims and 
“develop an exaggerated sense of fear, 

anxiety, insecurity, dependence, paranoia, 
and mistrust.” That of course also leads to 
violence if only in imagined retaliation. 

Is there a perfect solution? Children and 
the emotionally disturbed probably should 
not be exposed to material the rational and 
mature are able to absorb with no ill ef- 
fects. Yet separating them is impossible. 


Obviously the arts should no more be: 


created only for the very young or deviant 
any more than should other aspects of 
society. 

Past censorship once watched for 
political offbeats as it still does in many 
Third World and other authoritarian na- 
tions. In puritanical America, sex became 
the no-no. More recently — and more 
disturbingly — violence is being portrayed 
as part of the norm. 

Jack Valenti, arguing against film cen- 
sorship, points out that neither 
automobiles nor handguns are yet banned 
although they kill thousands every year — 
when in the wrong hands. Of greater im- 
portance, he warns that “‘you pay a price 
for democratic society.” The alternative is 
putting government leaders — or even 


religious denominational leaders — in 
charge of determining what the public 
may read, see or hear. 


That should be a scary enough alter- 
native to squash it right now.

A springtime of trauma

In the past one and a half months, we have been 
witness to the following events: 

— President Reagan is shot and wounded by a young 
man whose political connections as yet remain 
somewhat foggy (the neo-Nazi organization that he was 
reportedly a member of has said that he was never 
associated with their group. ). 

— Another young man, whose political connections led 
him to perform certain tasks that some would term “‘ter- 
rorist’’ dies in the Maze prison on the 66th day of a hunger 
strike, causing more violence in Northern Ireland, but 
not as much as many people expected. 

— Pope John Paul IT is shot and seriously wounded by a 
young man, a militant Turkish terrorist and convicted 
murderer who had recently escaped from prison. 

—In their national elections, the Italian people vote 
against gun control regulation in their country. 

We were understandably shocked when our president 
was shot, but we also all heaved a collective sigh and 
said, ‘‘Oh no, here we go again!” 

Assassination attempts on our leaders have been 
recurring with alarming frequency in the past two 


decades, and it had has gotten to the point where we 
almost expect our presidents and senators to get shot at 
at some point in their careers. 

When Bobby Sands died in Ireland, there were those 
who said that the British government had ‘‘tortured” 
him, and that he is a “martyr.” Bobby Sands was also 
considered a terrorist by the people who say that his 
death was simply an act of suicide. His death was not a 
violent one in the sense that he was murdered, but it was 
violent because Bobby Sands made the decision to go ona 
hunger strike, ultimately to the death, after having spent 
nearly his entire life a victim of violence as well as a 
perptrator of it. 

The attack against the pope also sent shock waves 
throughout the world, and there is no doubt that it was an 
act of violence, like the attempted assassination of Presi- 
dent Reagan. The reaction was different, however, 
because we don’t expect our popes to get shot at. 

Pope John Paul's own words reflected world-wide feel- 
ing: “Why would anyone want to shoot me?” It’s a hard 
question to answer, even after it is learned that the young 
man who tried to shoot him, Mehmet Ali Agca, had writ- 
ten a letter saying that he intended to shoot the pope 
because of his belief that the pontiff is “the masked 
leader of the Crusades.”” 


Still, it is very hard to swallow, the thought that so- 
meone would consciously want to shoot Pone John Paul 
II. Reagan was shot by someone who was allegedly try- 
ing to impress Jody Foster, and Bobby Sands killed 
himself. 

According to a story in the Boston’ Globe , papal 
assassinations were commonplace during the Middle 
Ages, when 16 popes were killed “by means as diverse as 
poisoning, strangling, and beating.” 

The day after the pontiff was shot, newspaper reports 
said that he was ‘‘depressed,”’ which is the usual oc- 
curance after an attempt on one’s life has been made. 
But I can’t help but wonder if it goes deeper than that. 

Jesus Christ forgave his enemies, and he asked his 
followers to do the same. But he was a spritual being 
operating in a human form, and Pope John Paul IT isa 
human being, through and through, but a human being 
with the spritual belief in man’s innate goodness. 

Although he has said that he is praying for Mahmet, I 
wonder how long the ‘‘depression”’ will last, and whether 
this trauma will transcend his spritual well-being.

Middlesex County 


Master of ‘back-door’ financing 


Following is the fifth in a series of articles prepared by 
the Middlesex County Project, a group of legislators that 


includes State Reps. David Cohen and Susan Schur of 
Newton. 


The commissioners of Middlesex County have used a 
number of devices to obtain funds they particularly 
desire. Favored items — newly created jobs or salary in- 
creases for current employees — are frequently included 
in the regular annual budget without any explanation or 
identifying description. 


The item can also be obtained by its inclusion within a 
“supplemental” annual budget, filed after the onset of a 
fiscal year. Or the act can be accomplished by drawing 
down on the ‘reserve account,”’ an unearmarked pool of 
money set aside in every budget but intended for use in 
situations which cannot be specified beforehand. 


The county commissioners have manipulated 
legitimate tools like annual budgets, supplemental 
budgets and reserve accounts so often that funds have 
moved around like beans under shells. But the commis- 
sioners have directed their most expensive exercises in 
overspending through a huge but obscure loophole’ in 
Massachusetts law — the state's “Emergency Loan 
Board.” 


The statute establishing the Loan Board, section 36A of 
chapter 35 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, give 
the body the wide-open power to approve borrowing “for 
the purpose of providing funds for any county for any 


emergency purpose.”’ No definition of ‘‘emergency pur- 
pose” is included. This omission, combined with the 
board's lack of public profile, has permitted the Mid- 
dlesex County commissioners to embark on an im- 
pressive borrowing spree. 

In the five-year period from 1976 to 1980, the commis- 
sioners succeeded in winning loan approvals from the 
board for a total amount in excess of $10 million. In 1980 
alone — a year in which direct county spending was sub- 
ject to a 4 percent cap — a staggering total of almost $3.5 
million was obtained indirectly, by trips to the Loan 
Board. 

The entire cost of these short-term loans is borne by 
Middlesex County taxpayers, just as surely as if the 
money had been appropriated in the normal legislative 
process. In fact, the indirect route imposes a penalty cost 
on county residents, since their property taxes pay not 
only for the principle sum but for the interest on the 
loans. 

The commissioners prefer to use the Loan Board to 
finance their additional spending because they benefit 
from the process's double whammy effect on the public. 
In the year in which the increased spending is desired, 
the loans enable the commissioners to keep down their 
official budget requests to the Legislature’s Committee 
on Counties. In the years which follow, the sums to pay 
back the loans appear as “‘fixed costs” in subsequent 
budgets, which enables the commissioners to plead for 
the money in order to preserve the county’s credit rating 
and avoid defaults on county obligations. 

Until quite recently, borrowing requests were granted 
without questioning by the Loan Board’s members, the 
attorney general, the state treasurer, and the director of 


accounts within the state Department of Revenue. Even 
now, there appears to be only a single voice for fiscal 
restraint on the board, that of the new Director of Ac- 
counts, Harvey Beth. 


On Feb. 21, 1980, for example, the commissioners ask- 
ed for a $120,520 loan to enable them to fill a number of 
job vacancies the Legislature had refused to fund. The 
minutes of the board meeting held that day indicate that 
Director of Accounts Beth ‘emphasized his dissatisfac- 
tion with this particular item.” “It was readily ap- 
parent,”’ Beth is described as stating, ‘‘that approval of 
this expenditure was tantamount to legislative cir- 
cumvention. It was both clear and not disputed that the 
intent by the Legislature in reducing this budget was to 
prevent the county from filling known vacancies.” 


The loan was approved on a 2-1 vote, with Beth dissen- 
ting. 

A number of state legislators from cities and towns in 
Middlesex County are now mounting an effort to end the 


Emergency Loan Board’s role as the back-door financing 
mechanism for the commissioners. 


Working in conjunction with the city and town Ad- 
visory Board and with Thomas Larkin, a new and 
reform-minded county commissioner, the legislators are 
backing a bill to limit the board’s loan approval authority 
toa defined set of bonafide ‘‘emergencies.” In conjunc- 
tion with a related attempt to take control of regular 
county budgets away from the Legislature and to award 
it to the communities within the county, this effort would

An end to Social insecurity?

In the beginning, the intention was 
relatively modest. 

The idea was to provide some in- 
surance for the elderly working popula- 
tion against unanticipated financial 
need. ‘Working’ was defined in the 
most basic sense of the word, meaning 
jobholders in industry and commerce, 
no high-salaried professionals. 

And even so coverage was far from 
comprehensive. Initially no more than 60 
percent of the work force participated 
and benefits were limited, supplemen- 
ting an individual's own savings and 
whatever might be forthcoming from 
other sources. Participants financed the 
program through deductions from their 
paychecks. But they were not thereby in- 
vesting in an annuity, paying in money 
that they would be entitled to withdraw 
later. 

The idea was not to establish a na- 
tional pension system. The program was 
structured not as a cumulative trust 
fund but as a simple transfer 
mechanism. Money paid in by the par- 
ticipating portion of the active work 
force was immediately paid out to the 
eligible portion of the retired population. 

That, briefly, was Social Security as 
conceived and instituted in the Depres-

sion ‘30s. That is not Social Security in 
the inflationary ‘80s and to a con- 
siderable extent because the program 
has changed so much in the last half cen- 
tury it isin trouble. Again. 

So now we have President Reagan and 
Congress revving up for the third rescue 
operation in approximately as many 
years. What makes this time around dif- 
ferent is that for the first time retrench- 
ment is being seriously addressed as 
essential to keeping the system solvent. 

The administration proposals — prin- 
cipally to set back annual cost-of-living 
increases from July to October at a sav- 
ings of billions a year, discourage early 
retirement, revise the formula for com- 
puting future benefits and tighten 
eligibility requirements for some — are 
in part a hurry-up effort designed to 
head off independent congressional ac- 
tion. Both houses are looking at more 
drastic pruning because the Social

Security system is in such clearly bad 
shape, in real danger of running out of 
funds. 

Ina sense it is a victim of its own suc- 
cess. From the very beginning the 
system functioned not merely as intend- 
ed but better. So much better that not on- 
ly did participation multiply, benefits 
proliferated. With an expanding 
economy and a growing population, the 
nation could afford it, particularly in the 
boom ‘60s when a number of expensive 
additions were made to the original 
benefits package. 

The good times came to an end in the 
sagging ‘70s, however. Partly it is 
demographics — a declining birthrate, 
meaning fewer newcomers to the work 
force, and more Americans living 
longer, meaning more retirees to be sup- 


ported. In the 1930s, the payroll taxes of 
11 workers supported one beneficiary. 
The ratio is now about 5-to-1, and some 
projections see it hitting 3-to-1 or less 
within another half a century. 

The growing problem has been ad- 
dressed to date through quick fixes that 
come down basically to raising payroll 
tax rates to meet recurrent benefit pay- 
ment gaps. Any more fundamental 
restructuring of the program has been 
regarded as politically impossible given 
the growing and politically active 
population of retirees. 

But there comes a point at which the 
inescapable can no longer be ignored. 
Such as now. A program such as Social 
Security cannot be insulated from the 
society and more immediately the 
economy in which it exists. It cannot pay 


out more in the long run than that 
economy is capable of putting into it. 


The proposals now on the table are on- 
ly the beginning of a long overdue recon- 
sideration of the entire system. There 
are plenty of others to fuel the debate, 
Such as spinning off costly Medicare as a 
Separate program and taxing benefit 
Payments above a subsistence level. 


The important point now is that a start 
has been made. Social Security may not 
have been intended as a national pension 
system, but Americans have come to 
regard it as such. If despite the political 
complications the Reagan administra- 
tion succeeds in restoring the system to 
Soundness, the achievement could well 
rank in history’s final accounting as its 
most constructive.

Equal security 


To the Editor: 

A few years ago those of us who in- 
Stalled burglar alarms were called 
“paranoid.” 


Today we are hailed as ‘‘sensible.” 
In fact women living alone are prac- 
tically forced to invest in these warn- 
ing systems due to the skyrocketing 
number of rapes in the Boston area. 


There is also a deepening sense of 
outrage that so little is done to curb 
the increase, and the very fact that in 
the majority of cases the assailant 
broke into the victim’s home must 
ridicule forever the contention the 
“rapes can only happen to women 
who encourage them.” This is par- 
ticularly true when one reads that 
some of the more vicious attacks were 
made on gentle, elderly women. 


Fifty years ago the Lindburgh kid- 
napping brought the American public 
to its feet. They understood, long 
before their lawmakers, that the 
degree of mental torture involved 
made kidnapping an offense that went 
far beyond the crime of extortion. 


The long-term effect of America’s 
outrage can be seen in the laws that 
were passed. Perhaps a serious lesson 
can be found in the fact that there 
have been few, if any, kidnappings in 
the United States since 1931 when a 
conviction carried a mandatory death 
sentence? 


The fact that a score of court- 
appointed psychiatrists UUUUU can 
explain how a rapist is ‘‘taking out his 


aggressions against women” is of lit- 
tle interest to his victim, or her fami- 
ly. The fundamental issue remains — 
man has demeaned woman to the 
lowest possible human level, brutally 
and sexually. 


I believe that the time has come to 
recognize that there is more than a 
“‘sad sickness” involved. 


While I do not go as far as the gover- 
nor who proposed castration, I do 
believe that American society, 
through its judicial system, should de- 
mand the toughest possible punish- 
ment for all rape convictions. 


One reads, almost daily, that those 
accused are often released on per- 
sonal recognizance, and even those 
convicted have been granted extend- 
ed furloughs. 


The legal guidelines are already on 
the books. All that is needed is for vic- 
tims to be encouraged to testify, the 
law enforced without loopholes for 
sentiment, and the judiciary expected 
to hand out maximum sentences 
without possibility of parole. 


Twentieth century America has 
begun the long process of equalizing 
the opportunities and privileges bet- 
ween the sexes. However, there is 
more to women’s equality than a 
higher paycheck. We should 
remember that women are also ask- 
ing for the one thing that America has 
the power by law to give them — 
“equal security.”

The Newton Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion has been monitoring the Newton 
legislative delegation to Beacon Hill. 
There have been five key votes in the 
last several weeks which have a bear- 
ing on Newton’s taxpayers: 

— On March 24, a resolution for an 
increase of $300 million in local aid. 

— On April 8, a vote to debate a 
resolution calling for an additional 
$300 million in state aid to cities and 
towns. 

— An Apfil 30 vote to admit a late- 
filed bill by The Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA). 

a May 4 vote to reconsider the MTA 
ill. 

— Finally, May 7, ‘The Boston bail- 
out bill.” 

The Newton Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion favored a positive vote on 1 and 2, 
and a negative vote on 3, 4, and 5. 

The first two votes, increases in 
local aid, are part of an effort to make 
the state pick up part of the $557 
million dollar reduction statewide due 
to 2 42. State aid to cities and towns in 
Masachusetts is 12 percent below the 
national average, resulting in an 
over-reliance on property taxes as a 
source of revenue. These bills would 
help correct that imbalance. 


The MTA bill, if admitted and voted 
upon favorably, (a late filed bill needs 
a four-fifths vote of the legislature to 
be admitted. The MTA failed twice to 
Bet the required four-fifths would 
have meant not only that Prop.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — Despite 
giant strides over the past two 
decades, the national consumer 
movement is in limbo today, Says a 
leading consumer spokesman. 

An “ominous cloud of uncertainty” 
hangs over the movement as its sup- 
port recedes in the current tide of con- 
servatism in Congress, says Herbert 
Simmons Jr., of the District-of Colum- 
bia’s Office of Consumer Protection. 

Simmons spoke at the 27th annual 
conference of the American Council 
on Consumer Interests, in Min- 
neapolis. 

He said the movement is almost 
totally dependent on government to 
help it reach its goals. He said 
schisms within the movement's struc- 
ture make it vulnerable to 
exploitation. 

Although there are millions of con- 
sumers, Simmons said, the move- 
ment has no identifiable constituency. 

“TI called to marshal all its forces 
against one issue, it has nowhere to

turn,” he said. “The consumer move- 
ment has been able to live because it 
Telied upon a small cadre of influen- 
tial supporters plus a modicum of the 
rank and file.” 

Among the consumer problems 
emerging in the ‘80s is a decrease in 
work at home and in leisure as people 
increase their time on the job. 

“Money is substituted for time,” 
said Julia Marlowe of th» University 
of Arizona. For instance, people cat 
out more rather than spend the time 
to cook 

“People are doubling up on ac- 
tivities — reading a book while cook- 
ing or watching television while mak- 
ing household plans."’ This leads to 
stress and lesser quality production, 
she said. 

People who haven't enough time do 
not make the best decisions, said 
Karen Goebel of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

Data shows two out of three women 
will be employed outside the home by 
1990, Ms. Goebel said. Research at 






her university indicates the women's 
movement has led women to believe 
that working both in and outside the 
home is unfair. 

In the 1970s the consumer move- 
ment dramatically expanded the kind 
of issues it was willing to tackle, said 
Robert Mayer of the University of 
Utah, 

Until then the movement had con- 
centrated on safety, information, 
“choice and voic Citizen fssues 
emerged in the past decade. 

Mayer said consumers discovered 
they could not avoid environmental 
problems without acting collectively. 

The equity of the tax system was 
new to the ‘70s, with emphasis on how 
taxes are gathered and how the 
Money is spent — extending the 
earlier concern about paying the right 
amount of taxes. 

Mayer said consumers’ concept of 
themselves as national citizens also 
emerged in the decade. There was 
more active interest in insulating 
Government from special interests. 





Finally, moral issues emerged as 
consumers recognized themselves as 
planetary citizens and new political 
tactics entered the picture. 

“The consumer movement added 
clout on the problem of infant milk 
formula,” Mayer said. It increased 
public awareness in areas like dump- 
ing pesticides in other countries and 
dumping TRIS-treated children’s pa- 
Jamas that catch fire easily. 

By the end of the ‘70s the movement 
had lost a little sight of practical con 
cerns, he added, 

Many consumer advocates had 
gone to work for the Democratic ad- 
ministration. With the election of the 
Republicans, Mayer sees them leav- 
ing government to return to the con- 
Sumer movement. That, he said, 
should “infuse it with new energy.” 

Stewart Lee of Geneva College is 
fearful the gains of the past decades 
will be dismembered by budget cuts. 

Lee said problems he anticipates in- 
clude failure of Congress to approve a 
Separate consumer agency; the loss 


of key consumer leaders; the 
disorganization of consumer 
organizations; and a need to raise the 
level of consumer morality. 

“Tt won’t do much good if there is an 
increase in business morality, but the 
consumer continues to steal and not to 
pay his bills,’ Lee said, and “if 
everybody is ripping off everybody.” 

E. Scott Maynes of Cornell Univer- 
sity said consumer education must 
have the highest priority, 

Unit pricing hae not been a success, 
Mayne:: said, since it neglects the pro 
blera of the consumer calculating the 
cost of numerous brands at one time. 
“Tf it works," he said, ‘we should 
spend less,"" 

Consumer ignorance was cited by 
Loren Geistfeld of Ohio State Univer- 
sity as the greatest problem leading 
to consumer inefficiency. ‘The more 
complex a product becomes, the more 
difficult for the consumer to assess its 
quality. The more difficult it is to 
assess, the more likely the 
marketplace will not work well.”

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Sex after 65? YA CANT STOP PEOPLE FROM | aie sr: c ‘s

By now, you've probably heard it's a myth to 
believe the saying ‘‘no sex after 65."" 


Sex experts say that’s ridiculous. They say 
persons with an active sex life don’t lose interest 
as age increases. Some experts advance a dif- 
ferent dictum: use it or lose it. 


Another myth about aging: a lot of the advanc- 
ed elderly are in nursing homes. Only about five 
percent are. The rest? Within plfysical 
capabilities, pleasurable pursuits — from 
gardening to hanging around at the track, foot- 
ball or baseball stadium — endure. As long as 
possible. 

Now it’s time to shatter a third myth about 
growing old: 

—Alcoholism is common among the aging. 

The rebuttal is based on research reports from 
the National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism. 

Dr. Victor Christopherson, of the University of 
Arizona, Tucson, studied alcoholism patterns 
among the rural aged in Arizona — a place 
where the “rural aged” includes wealthy 
retirees attracted to the area by good climate. 

The study ran four years. It involved 429 men 
and women, ages 65 to 111. The group included 
whites, 81 percent; blacks, 3.2 percent; Mexican- 
Americans, 11.7 percent; and others, 4.1 percent. 

Christopherson found nothing to support myths 
about aging and drinking. He found a lot to knock 
them apart. 

He said drinking habits among the elderly are 
not strikingly different from those of younger 
men and women. 

The myths, he says, spring from a concept 
that’s goofy: that boredom and frustration of 
retirement promptly drives many elderly to the 
bottle. 

Christopherson reported consumption of 
alcohol among most elderly did not increase 
after retirement. What’s more, it decreased as 
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total abstainers. "hi2.00 4539 

—Twice as many men as women were heavy 413,00 45279 
drinkers. 
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Christopherson also looked for some connec- 414,00 $6.29 
tion between alcohol use and marital status. 
Similar studies have been done on younger age 
groups nationally. 

Again he found little differences in the patterns 
between older and yqunger groups. The findings 
on a possible link beteen alcohol use and marital 
status among the rural elderly: ! 

—The widowed had the highest abstention 
rate, 68 percent, and the lowest heavy drinking 
rate, 8 percent. 

—Among divorced and separated persons, 50 
percent were heavy drinkers; 12 percent, 
abstainers. 

—Among married, 43 percent were abs- 
tainers; 19 percent, heavy drinkers. ; 

—The never-married were equally distributed 
between the two extremes. 

Other highlights of the study: 

—No statistically significant differences were 
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j found in drinking rates for the most ethnic 
1 1X with groups. Biacks showed a higher rate of abstain- 
nd flash ing, however. 


—Mormons, as expected, had the highest rate 
‘of abstention (the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints tells its members to observe a 
lifetime ban on alcoholic beverages). ; 

—High heavy drinking and low abstention 
rates were found among those with no religious 
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bent. U 
—Protestants and Catholics fell between the 

two extremes. . 


Christopherson found the quality — defined as 
“type” — of elderly drinking at odds with the 
stereotype about oldsters imbibing out of 
boredom or frustration. : 

He reported the elderly drinking patterns are a 
Tesponse gerontologists call ‘‘the activity 
rather than “disengagement” response to aging. 

So what does that mean? 

It means, according to Christopherson, that 
older persons drink to be sociable or as part of 
other activities. Most don’t drink to get away 
from it all — “disengage” from reality — driven 
to that point by isolation, boredom or loneliness. 

The drinking among the rural elderly was “ap- 
peured to be associated with a positive, active 
outlook on life.” r 

“As the activity begins to attenuate primarily 
because of age, and, one assumes, frailty, the 
elderly appear to diminish or discontinue drink- 
ing rather than turn to alcohol as a means of cop- 
ing with the frustration of senescence, 
Christopherson said.

Man has looked to the stars for 
guidance almost since the dawn of 
time 

Many travelers to strange lands 
still do. Only these stars are not in ihe 
heavens — they are the ones used by 
two authoritative guide books to rate 
hotels and restaurants in the United 
States and Europe. 

The Mobil Travel Guides to the 
United States and the prestigious 
Michelin Guides to France and 
Europe award stars to outstanding 
establishments. Ratings are based on 
the findings of anonymous on-the-site 
inspection teams as well as personal 
reports from users of the popular 
handbooks. 

More than 21,000 hotels, motels, 
resorts and restaurants in 4,000 com- 
munities in the United States and 
Canada are rated one-to-five stars in 
the 1981 edition of the Mobil Guide, 
published in seven regional issues and 
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Travelers look to the stars for hotel and restaurant guidance 


sold singly or as a set. 

Only 32 were rated five stars, ‘‘one 
of the best in the country.” They in- 
cluded eight hotels, one motel, 10 
resorts and 13 restaurants. 

California leads with seven five- 
star facitilities, four of them in San 
Francisco — two hotels and two 
restaurants. Arizona follows with four 
— three resorts and one restaurant. 
Colorado, Florida and New York each 
have three, Illinois and Virginia two 
each, while Georgia, Louisiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Missouri, Oregon, 
Texas and Washington are 
represented with one each. 

Making the list for the first time 
was the hotel L'Ermitage of Beverly 
Hills, Calif. By comparison, the 
Arizona Biltmore in Phoenix won the 
top honors for the 22nd consecutive 
year, the longest for any 
establishment.

All 32 establishments are in the up- 
per bracket category. But the guide 
books also list hundreds of others one- 
to-four stars, including less expensive 
“unusually good values” flagged with 
acheck. 

Now in its 23rd year of publication, 
the guides also provide information 
on sightseeing, amusements, sports 
and recreational facilities and tips on 
driving in addition to historical 
backgrounds and maps. As an added 
bonus, each volume contains 24 dis- 
count coupons that can save up to $125 
on various attractions. 

All ratings are updated annually. 
Two five-star winners in 1980 — a 
hotel in California and a resort in 
Florida — were dropped down in the 

1981 listings. 


The Michelin Guide has been rating 
restaurants for some 50 years and its 
coveted star listings can mean 
economic life or death for an 
establishment. A chef committed 
suicide when his restaurant not only 
lost its two stars but was dropped 
completely from the 1966 edition. 

The 1981 Red Guide for France 
rates some 10,000 restaurants and 
hotels. Of the more than 3,000 
restaurants, only 621 were awarded 
one to three stars — 15 more than in 
1980. 

Joining last year’s 20 three-star 
winners — which according to 
Michelin standards means ‘‘worthy of 
a special journey” — for the first time 
was La Mere Blanc, in the tiny town of 
Vonnas, about 40 miles north of Lyon. 

There are 80 two-star restaurants, 
16 more than in 1980, while 520 were 
awarded one star, down from 522 last 
year. 

Paris boasts six three-star 
restaurants: Grand Vefour, Tour 


d’Argent, Archestrate, Lasserre, 
Taillevent, Le Vivarois. 

The others include La Bonne 
Auberge, Antibes; Baumaniere, Les 
Baux-de-Provence; Lameloise, 
Chagny; Les Pres d’Eugenié, 
Eugenie-les-Bains; Auberge de I'Ill, 
Ilthaeusern; Paul Bocuse, Lyon; 
Alain Chapel, Mionnay; Moulin de 
Mougins, Mougins; L'Oasis, La 
Napoule; Boyer, Reims; Trosgros, 
Roanne; Auberge de Pere Bise, 
Talloires; Pic, Valence: Pyramide, 
Vienne; and La Mere Blanc, Vonnas. 

The top-rated hotels in Paris in- 
clude the Ritz, Intercontinental, 
Maurice, Lotti, Plaza Athenee, 
George V, Crillon, Bristol, Prince de 
Galles, and Grand. 

The Michelin Guide publications 
also provide information on hotel 
facilities, important sightseeing att- 
tractions, maps, distance charts and 
driving and other helpful tips for 
tourists, Michelin publishes similar 
Guides for other European countries: 
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There’s atrick to growing crabgrass

Letters to garden editors ap- 
pearing in various publica- 
tions this spring indicate 
many lawns in America are 
tended by people who have 
never learned to grow 
crabgrass properly. 

A typical plaint runs like 
this: When the crabgrass 
first emerges, it is thick and 
luxuriant, a pleasure to the 
eye. Along about mid- 
summer, it begins to look 
seedy and rather coarse. By 
late summer or early fall, it 
is thinning out and turning 
pale, leaving bare spots 
here and there. 

In short, the letters read 
something like letters some 
men might write to their 
barbers. 

There really is no need for 
all this frustration and men- 
tal anguish. You, too, can 
have a lawnful of rich, 
beautiful crabgrass all sum- 
mer long provided four sim- 
ple rules are followed with 
reasonable fidelity. 

—Be sure the crabgrass in 
your lawn is suited to the 
conditions that exist there. 


Some types of crabgrass do 
better in partially shaded 
areas; others like a lot of 
sun. 

If you have shade-loving 
crabgrass growing in full 
sunlight, part of the damage 
can be prevented by cover- 
ing the lawn with parasols 
during the heat of the day. 

By the same token, a sun- 
loving crabgrass that has 
taken root in shady areas 
can be kept healthy by ex- 
posing it to ultra-violet ray 
treatments in the late after- 
noon. Any good garden sup- 
ply store can sell you an 
ultra-violet lamp with an 
extra-long cord for reaching 
remote sections of the lawn. 

—Crabgrass usually does 
not do well if the lawn gets 
too much water. Crabgrass 
thrives on frequent light 
sprinklings, rather than pro- 
longed heavy dousings. 

Check the weather condi- 
tions in your area. If 
something resembling a 
monsoon season is ap- 
proaching, the amount of 
moisture your crabgrass 
receives can be regulated 


with the same parasols used 
to shelter shade-loving 
crabgrass from direct sun 
rays. 

—It is not uncommon for 
insubstantial stands of 
crabgrass to be crowded out 
by other types of lawn 
grasses, particularly 
fescue. For some reason, 
fescue seems to have it in 
for crabgrass. There 
definitely is bad blood bet- 
ween them. 


Fortunately, there are 
several good fescuecides on 
the market that can either 
be sprayed on the lawn or 
applied in powdered form 
with a spreader. 

A strong application of 
fescuecide in mid-February 
followed by a light applica- 
tion sometime after Nov. 20 
usually will be enough to 
give your crabgrass all the 
growing room it needs. 

—Trimming crabgrass 
the wrong way can thwart 
its growth and cause it to 
become infected with a 
dandruff-like fungus that it- 
ches like crazy. 

Before cutting, dampen 
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BOSTON (UPI) — Doug McDonald 
knows how to keep a secret, even 
when there are more than 9,000 of 
them. He has to because his credibili- 
ty on the job depends on it. 

McDonald is the “Dear Abby,” or 
“Ann Landers” of New England 
Telephone Co. 

When employees have a gripe or a 
question that they can’t seem to get 
resolved through normal channels, 
McDonald gets a call or a letter. 

In a company the size of New 
England Telephone — 41,000 
employees — the law of averages says 
that someone, somewhere, somehow 
isn’t getting the message. 

The company, known for its exper- 
tise in telecommunications, faced up 
to the fact in 1969 that it could do a bet- 
ter job in internal communications. 
That is, boss to subordinate and 
subordinate to boss. 

It was determined that a program 


was needed to stimulate an upward 
flow of communication which would 
give managers a clearer perception of 
the needs and wants of their subor- 
dinates. 

After an intensive study, which in- 
cluded the use of outside consultants 
from academia and discussions with 
75 major companies throughout North 
America, an Upward Communication 
program was established. 

McDonald, a Framingham resi- 
dent, has been with the program since 
its inception and is the go-between 
when an employee requests help on a 
problem. 

“The secret to the success of the 
program,” he said, ‘is that we 
guarantee confidentially. We. in- 
troduced Upward Communication on 
a gradual basis 11 years ago and in 
that period of time and after more 
than 9,000 requests for assistance 
there has not been one instance of a 


confidence being violated. 

“Tf one caller or correspondent felt 
that I had identified him to his boss 
the program would be dead,” 
McDonald said. 

McDonald, whose title is manager- 
upward communication, started with 
the company almost 3] years ago as a 
building maintenance man, 

Though the program is multi- 
faceted, its keystone is the question 
and answer system called Private 
Line. Employees — management and 
Non-management — send their 
queries to McDonald by mail or call 
him in his office. When they call, they 
get McDonald, not a recording. 

It turns out that about 80 percent of 
the questions come by mail from 
employees who take Private Line 
postage-paid letterheads from 2,000 
boxes located in almost 500 building 
locations in the states served by the 
company — Massachusetts, Maine,

the lawn with any good com- 
mercial crabgrass rinse. 
Crabgrass is most 
manageable when slightly

New Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. 

“Sometimes the question is so 
specific that to pursue it could in- 
advertently lead to the identification 
of the employee. In such an instance I 
point out to the questioner that this 
could happen,’' McDonald said. ‘‘But 
more often than not the employee will 
say ‘I don’t care, find out anyway.’” 

Questioners are guaranteed 
management’s answer within 10 
working days. Feedback also is pro- 
vided to thousands of other employees 
through publication of selected ques- 
tions and answers in the company's 
employee newspaper and in a Private 
Line reference binder provided to 
Management personnel and is 
available to all employees. Surveys 
indicate the answers,printed in the 
company newspaper are probably the 
best read feature in the publication. 

“The questions that we publish are 


of a general nature and deal with sub- 
jects which are of interest to most 
employees,’’ McDonald says. 

The most frequent subjects involve 


, working conditions, benefits, promo- 


tions, transfers, assignments, wages 
and compensation. 

“We ask employees who use the 
system to evaluate it after they 
receive their answer to make sure we 
aren’t just kidding ourselves about 
the effectiveness of the program. 

“The response over the years,’’ he 
says, ‘‘has been that close to 80 per- 
cent of the employees are completely 
or partly satisfied with the answer 
they received, 70 percent feel the 
answers were honest and 93 percent 
say they would participate again.” 

McDonald emphasizes that Upward 
Communication is not intended to 
subvert the normal supervisor- 
subordinate relationship but rather to 
support it or make the difference

Lions spring 
upset in 13th

It finally came to an end, some 
might even call it a merciful conclu- 
sion, some four full hours and 13 inn- 
ings after it had begun. Amidst the 
darkening shadows and dipping 
temperatures (it was in the 70s when 
it started; the 50s at the close), the 
Newton South Lions somehow manag- 
ed to walk away Monday with what 
may be their biggest win in the last 10 
years. 

Mike Dwyer, who had come to the 
plate twice before in extra innings 
with the winning run in scoring posi- 
tion, brought the game to its suc- 
cessful conclusion with a two-out, two- 
strike single to left center, thus giving 
the Lions a 54 win over Acton- 
Boxboro and prompting McPhee to 
term the game ‘‘one of the best vic- 
tories we've had here in a long, long 
time,” 

An overstatement by an excited 
coach? Well, consider this: Until two 
weeks ago Acton-Boxboro was 
undefeated and the third-ranked team 
in the entire state. ‘To me, Acton is 
still the best high school team I've 
seen in all my years of coaching,” 
said McPhee. “Their lineup, from top 
to bottom, is just incredible.” 

But that lineup found its match 
Monday in one Bill Bracken, a 
sophomore righthander who was 
making his first varsity start ever. 
Bracken hurled 11 strong innings, 
allowing just seven hits and three 
runs while extricating himself from 
one potentially disastrous jam after 
another. ‘His poise was tremen- 
dous,’’ said McPhee. ‘I knew he was 
good, but I never dreamed he'd be this 
good.” 

A-B had taken a 3-1 lead after three 
with a Bill Rhodes’ home run in the 
first and two tainted scores in the 
third. Newton South rallied, however, 
to get two in the sixth on singles by 


Paul Aries and Dave Segal and a 
crucial throwing error by shortstop 
Kevin McLean on Mark Nicoletti’s 
groundball. 

The two teams then battled furious- 
ly into extras, with A-B being the first 
to break through in the 12th when 
Kevin Smith's attempted sacrifice 
bunt was thrown into rightfield, allow- 
ing Chris Pappas to trot in from se- 
cond. The Lions responded with one in 
the last of the 12th. Vic Otero, pinch- 
hitting for Joe Spagnoulo, got a two- 
strike single to drive in the run. 

Mike Kasten, who came on in relief 
in the 12th, notched the victory while 
also contributing four hits. 

Now 8-3 in the DCL (A-B is 10-2), 
Newton South hosts Concord Wednes- 
day.

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Stenson 2-hitter sinks Tigers _

When Weymouth South Coach 
Frank Niles can say immediately 
following his club's methodical 4-0 
destruction of Newton North Wednes- 
day that it was the first time all year 
that pitcher Jim Stenson was really 
right, one begins to appreciate the 
true measure of what Tom Rezzuti's 
Tigers were up against. 

Granted, Stenson WAS marvelous 
during a two-hit, nine-strikeout effort 
at Howard L. Ferguson Field which 
had the Tigers groping high and low 
for ways to hit the baseball, but hey, 
the guy came into the contest with a 3- 
0 record and the lowest ERA in the 
Suburban League! What constitutes 
being ‘right’? 

“Tt was his best performance this 
year,” said Niles, who's defending 
championship team is now 9-2 and one 
game behind Brockton High, which 
blanked Cambridge, 6-0, Wednesday. 
“Today he was a control pitcher. He 
had the count in his favor 1-2 all day 
and when he gets ahead like that he’s 
smart enough not to come over the 
plate. He'll fool with the hitters then.” 

The Tigers kept the game close for 
awhile, but they made the mistake of 
gift-wrapping runs for Weymouth 
South in the fourth, and the Wildcats, 
one of the league’s finest teams, made 
them pay for their sins, turning a tight 
game into a rout. 

Newton North started self- 
destructing in the second when 
starter Paul Howley walked Brian 
Smith. He came back from that to 
punch out Mike Stenson and Tony 
Sheridan, but rightfielder John Corsi 
then misplayed Tom Jacobs’ potential 
inning-ending fly ball into a three- 
base error and the 'Cats led, 1-0. 

But the real damage occurred in the 
fourth when Weymouth sent 12 men to 
the plate with seven of them scoring. 
“They're too good a team to give five 
outs in an inning,” said Rezzuti later. 


“And that's what we did. We weren't 
able to make the pressure play,” 

It started innocently enough with 
Howley retiring Tom O'Hara on a 
grounder to second. But Smith took a 
2-2 pitch and sent a vicious liner to left 
which caught the top of the fence in 
about a milli-second for a double and 
then Howley walked Mike Stenson 
and Sheridan to fill the bases. 

Enter the first giveaway, With Rez- 
zuti screaming to watch for the 
suicide squeeze, the ‘Cats did just 
what you might have expected — they 
squeezed. The bunt was a poor one 
too, skipping directly to Howley in one 
quick bounce. But, instead of taking 
Howley’s underhanded toss with his 
foot already on the plate, Tiger cat- 
cher Joe Slamin inexplicably caught 
it a few inches in front and then at- 
tempted to bring his foot back. Hence 
one run and the floodgates were open. 

“That was a big play,” agreed 
Niles. ‘But we took advantage of the 
break by following up with some good 
hitting.” 

No one will argue with Niles there. 
Jim Ondrick dribbled an infield single 
just off Howley’s glove for Run No.2 of 
the inning to precipate the lefty's 
departure and the arrival of Corsi. 
Lead-off hitter Jim Moriarty then 
greeted Corsi’s first pitch with a 
single to left for two more runs, Bill 
Grass followed with another RBI 
single and O'Hara completed the bar- 
rage with a two-run double. 

That gave Stenson, who, by the 
way, isn’t even Weymouth’s No.1 pit- 
cher (Brian Smith is), an 8-0 lead. 
And Stenson has barely given up eight 
runs in the last two years; he wasn't 
about to surrender that many in three 
innings. 

The Tigers got their first hit off him 
in the third when Dave Arcese stroked 
an opposite-field double to right. He 
stayed there, however, as Stenson, 
mixing his fastball up with a steady 
diet of sinkers, got Bob Kenney and 


Corsi to both pound the ball to second 
base. 

Rich Keyes singled in the fifth, but 
Stenson responded by whiffing Slamin 
and Howley. That would he the last 
time a Tiger would reach base. 

“T think the kids were intimidated 
by him (Stenson),” said Rezzuti, who 
didn’t hide his frustration with his 
team's effort. ‘They were very defen- 
sive at the plate; just lunging at the 
ball. We still haven't beaten one of the 
league's better teams, and I really 
believe we have to do that in order to 
get that confidence.” 

The Tigers only have two shot left. 
Rezzuti would like it to be Waltham on 
Monday night. The Hawks are not en- 
joying one of their better years, but 
the two teams are still arch-rivals and 
a win over them would be sweet in- 
deed. If not Waltham, it would have to 
be Brockton, a team which beat the 
Tigers last week, 14-1. That one is 
unlikely, but Niles, for one, is hoping 
for the upset. ‘Do me a favor,” he 
told Rezzuti after the game. ‘Make 
that big win come over Brockton. We 
need some help.”” 

With Stenson heating up and Smith 
getting his act together, that’s about 
the only help the Wildcats will need.

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Jackie Gladu is Natural’ for the Friars

West Newton's Jackie Gladu has 
always been one of those tremendous: 
ly talented, but exceedingly rare 
athletes - a natural in any sport she 
plays. Give her a baseball bat and she 
Promptly hits .300. Put hockey skates 
on her and she scores 40 goals. Hand 
her a field hockey stick, explain what 
the sport is all about, and she's a 
league all-star. One almost begins to 
think that with a three-wood, a seven- 
Iron, a putter and maybe one after- 
noon at the driving range, she could 
shoot scratch polf. 


“If you saw her walking down the 
street, you'd never guess she was a 
three-sport athlete,” says her father, 
Dick. “But I could always tell she had 
the ability. Right from the very begin- 
ning. Geez, I remember her picking 
up a bat in our backyard and handling 
it like a stick. Just hitting the ball well 
right away.” 


Actually, golf is one of the few 
sports where Gladu has not excelled — 
if only because she's never chosen to 
take it up. But her achievements in 
ice hockey, field hockey and softball, 
both at Newton North and now at Pro- 
vidence College, may well qualify her 
for the unofficial title as this area's 
best all-around athlete. Certainly 
from the distaff side there’s no one 
else in the same ballpark. 


For those who remember her years 
at Newton North, where she was a 
Suburban League All-Star three 
seasons straight in both softball and 
field hockey, her accomplishments in 
this, only her freshman campaign at 
Providence, may not come as a sur- 
prise. But even for Gladu-watchers, 
the manner in which she has taken the 
Rhode Island college by storm could 
hardly have been expected. 


“She put a lot of work into getting 
ready,” says Dick. “So she figured 
she would do well. But she really 
didn't know what kind of competition 
to expect. There was no way she 
would have thought she could do this 
well.” 


Although her collegiate career has 
just started, Gladu has already cap- 
tured the school's one major award, 
being named the 1980-81 Athlete of the 
Year at Providence's recent athletic 
awards banquet. Gladu was up 
against three seniors and in winning 
became only the second freshman to 
do so in the school's history. 


In keeping with her reputation of 
being very quiet, very soft-spoken and 
very, very unassuming (although not 
shy, says her father), Gladu refused 

to boast about the prestigious award. 
Boast? Why, she refused to mention 
it; even to her closest friends. 


“After she first won it, she was talk- 
ing to some of her girl friends one 
night on the phone," said Dick. “They 
talked for about 15-20 minutes and 
Jackie never told them she'd won. I 
had to call them up later and let them 
know. That's just the way she is, 
though. She doesn't want to sound as 
though she's bragging, so she doesn't 
say anything at all.” 


Jackie Gladu’s athletic career 
began at the tender age of two on her 
family’s backyard skating rink. “She 
use to move around the ice with a 
chair to keep her balance,” recalls 
Dick, who was a pretty fair hockey 
player himself at Northeastern 
University. 


Hockey has always been Jackie's 
best sport. She was the cornerstone 
for the Wings’ fabulous success for 
eight years (college curtailed her 
playing time to only eight games this 
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DISCOUNT 
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year), leading the team in scoring in 
1977-78 ( 29-39-68), ‘78-79 (39-40-79) and 
“79-80 (47-47-94), That ‘79-80 season 
was by far her finest. She piled up 
those 94 points in 47 games, thus 
averaging one goal and one assist a 
game, while leading the Wings all the 
way to the National finals. 

“She's just a great goal scorer,” 
says Gaudet. “Her best attribute, 
however, is her hockey sense, She's so 
smart out there.” 

She has continued that level of per- 
formance at Providence where she 
helped the Lady Friars to a 20-5 mark 
with 31 goals and 20 assists to finish as 
the team’s second leading scorer. 


But hockey, of course, is not her on- 
ly sport. “It's her best, I have no 
doubt about that,’ says her father.

Right now Gladu is readying herself 
for the Olympic Field Hockey 
Development Camp at Smith College, 
where, along with another local

The camps, spread across the coun- 
try, are desiyned to pick the 1984 
Olympic team. Women begin at the C 
level and hope in time to advance to A 
and eventually the final selections 
This does seem to be the sport where 
Gladu can reach the greatest heights - 
-at least potentially. 

“Thave no reading on how well she 
can do,” said Dick. “But she really 
loves the sport right now and she's 
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very serious about it." 

If past accomplishments are any in- 
dication, she should do very well in 
deed. A three-time All-Star at Newton 
North, she was the Lady Friars’ se- 
cond leading scorer this fall with 16 
goals and four assists for 20 points 


In softball, Jackie's third sport, the 
records speak for themselves: Subur- 
ban League All-Star three times — the 
last two at shortstop; now one of the 
top hitters for Providence. Nothing 
surprising there. 

What's ahead for the fabulous 
Gladu? Three more years of stardom 
at Providence and after that, who 
knows, maybe a chance at the Olym- 
pic field hockey team. Nothing seems 
impossible for an athlete of her 
caliber.

RECYCLING QUESTION OF THE WEEK: What happens to the glass, 
cans and paper I place at my curbside for rec. ycling? 


The glass, cans and paper we place at curbside for recycling are taken 
to the Eliot Street yard on the Newton Hightands-Upper Falls line where 
they are placed on the ground to be scooped up by a “bucket” vehicle and 
deposited into large containers. 


When these containers fill up with anywhere from seven to 10 tons of 
recyclables, they are rolled onto tractor— trailer trucks and hauled off to 
the recycling processors. 


Paper is taken to New Hampshire by the Hoague-Sprague Corporation 
to be made into boxboard. The paper-making process is fascinating. 
Paper is pushed into a vat where it is “cooked” in a machine which 
resembles a glorified blender. The pulp is then sent over a series. of 
screens where foreign and large materials are removed. The remaining 
liquid slurry is passed through a series of rollers which dries and presses 
the paper into the material they choose to produce (various grades of box- 
board, in this case). The specific ‘‘recipe” of proportions of newspaper, 
mixed paper or boxboard used as raw materials determines what 
ultimate paper product will be made. 


The color-sorted glass and cans are trucked to Recycling Enterprises in 
Oxford. They are placed on a conveyor belt where steel is magnetically 
separated from the glass. Aluminum is then hand-picked as are any 
foreign materials. The glass is then broken into small pieces by a special 
hammer machine and sent by a conveyor belt over another magnet which 
picks up remaining metal lids and fragments. A screen sorts foreign out 
materials and the finely crushed glass is now ready for recycling. This 
crushed glass is sent to one of several glass manufacturing plants in the 
region where it is made into beverage containers or other glass products. 


Steel cans are usually sent to New Jersey where the tin is removed and 
the remaining metal is used in steel mills around the nation for a wide 
range of products. 


Aluminum, which represents only * of 1 percent of residential refuse, 
is sent elsewhere to be recycled into cans and other aluminum products. 


For those who are interested, visiting groups are permitted at Recycl- 
ing Enterprises in Oxford. A visit to any convenient paper manufacturer 
listed in the yellow pages of the phone book would also be a worthwhile 
trip.

Red cross celebrating centennial 


BOSTON — On May 21, the 
American Red Cross will celebrate its 
100th anniversary. It has taken 100 
years, but the small society that Clara 
Barton founded in 1881 has become 
the largest humanitarian organiza- 
tion in the country. 

Despite its size and reputation, 
most Americans admit they have a 
fuzzy image of the American Red 
Cross. While some people are familiar 
with some services through contact 
with one of the Massachusetts Bay 
chapters, few people are aware of the 
full impact that Red Cross makes on 
Be society, both locally and national- 
ly. 

The source of the problem may be 
the diversity of the organization, its 
involvement in so many areas — 
disaster preparedness and relief, 
blood services, services to members 
of the armed forces and veterans, and 
work in community health and safety. 
In the public's mind, the parts never 
seem to mesh into a single picture.

How did that complex picture — the 
1981 American Red Cross — develop 
from the single image of its founder? 
Simply stated, Red Cross grew in 
response to the country's needs. 

The first need arose during the Civil 
War when the country was split, leav- 
ing families from both sides without 
medical care. Clara Barton organized 
an appropriate network to care for the 
wounded and war-torn, and therby 
took the fist step toward the formal 
organization of Red Cross. 

Subsequent steps were prompted by 
major natural disasters — the 
Johnstown floods, the Michigan forest 
fires and the San Francisco earth- 
quake to name a few. During these 
emergencies, Red Cross organized 
massive relief programs to assist 
homeless and injred victims. Now, 
Red Cross is considered an expert in 
the field, and the government depends 
on its knowledge for mass evacuation, 
Sheltering, feeding, and surveys of 
destruction. 


Concern about community health 
and safety initiated a broad range of 
Red Cross courses. These courses 
range from health care to recrea- 
tional safety and include first aid, 
CPR, swimming and lifesaving, and 
home nursing skills. It is predicted 
that since Americans are living 
longer, that community health and 
safety needs will change. Potentially, 
the concerns of the elderly can 
become an important focus of future 
Red Cross work. 

This country’s involvement in ma- 
jor wars was instrumental in the 
development of two other Red Cross 
services: blood donor recruitment 
and service to military families and 
veterans. 

In its 1905 congressional charter, 
the Red Cross was called upon to 
serve as a link with home for 
members of the armed forces. 
Whether someone served as a 
doughboy, a GI, or a grunt, Red Cross 
served alongside. In World War I, it

portant medical research.

American Red Cross? Its volunteer: 
leadership believes the next 25 years, 
will provide the major impact of, 
change for the second century of the 
Red Cross. With the continued finan- 
cial and voluntary support of the 
American people, it is believed that 
these changes will occur.

80 facing charge 
of witch-killing 


SALISBURY, Zimbabwe (UPI) 
— In the last few months nearly 
80 men have been arraigned in 
Zimbabwe's high court for 
murdering people they believed 
were witches. 

Their victims — beaten, club- 
bed, axed, burned or buried 
alive — were mostly aged, 
seemingly defenseless men and 
women. Many were related to 
their accused killers. 

In most cases the killer had 
consulted a ‘‘witch-doctor” to 
identify the particular witch 
who had caused a famiily death, 
illness or other misfortune. 

One 45-year old man beat his 
father to death in the belief he 
had used witchcraft to kill the 
man’s two children. 

A woman believed by 
villagers to be the witch who 
caused the death of a boy was 
thrown into the child’s grave at 
his funeral and buried alive with 


Died mPa the four "ae 
husband. 

In another case, seven men 
buried their victim alive 
because they thought he had 
caused a woman to be struck by 
lightning. 

Belief in witchcrat is tradi- 
tional in Zimbabwean society 
and the courts accepf it as an ex- 
tenuating factor in murder 
trials, provided genuine belief is 
established.

COCHRANE, Chile (UPI) — 
Veronica Concha is a spunky, 19- 
year-old highschool graduate 
who is learning quickly what it 
means to be a political activist 
in military-run Chile. 

Early each morning, she 
splashes ice-cold mountain 
water on her face and walks 
three blocks to a tiny police sta- 
tion, where her daily signature 
proves she has not fled 
Cochrane, an isolated, 
mountain-ringed pueblo that 
serves as her ‘prison without 
bars."” 

The petite but outspoken 
young woman has spent the last 
three months banished to two of 
Chile’s most inhospitable 
regions: the northern Atacama, 
the world’s driest desert, and 
the southern lake and volcano 
district around Cochrane, where 
ancient, creeping glaciers zat 
the pace of her unchesen lif 
style. 

She was sent there by a 
military government that in the 
past year has skipped the for- 
mality of trials and has banished 
more than 160 persons — mostly 
university students and a few 
laborers — for participating in 
minor campus demonstrations, 


decapitated a young woman and 
cut out her heart. He claimed he 
wanted the heart for use in wit- 
chcraft. He was sentenced to 
death for murder. 

The spate of witchcraft trials, 
particularly since Zimbabwe 
became independent from Bri- 
tain in April last year, has pro- 
mpted calls for new court 
guidelines for handling such 
cases. 


The present law does not 
make it an offense for a witch- 
doctor to suggest someone is a 
witch. But it is illegal for him to 
claim or imply that someone has 
caused death, iliness or other 
sas through witchcraft. 

Po ce fy piltch-doctors | ho 
point te in the death of the oft 
son they identify — tend to be so 
vague that any charge against 
them is impossible to prove. 

The African Nganga (herbal 
doctors) Association has called 
for special courts to deal with 
accused witches. 

The association’s president, 
Dr. N.C. Chakare, says many 
people believed that death was 
the only treatment for a witch. 

“But if some kind of traditonal 
court could be set up to deal with 
accused witches, people would 
report them to the authorities 
rather than kill them,”’ Chakare 
said. 

Many of Zimbabwe's lawyers 
agree the present white-oriented 
legal system, a legacy of coun- 
try’s years as the British colony 
of Rhodesia, is not equipped to 
deal with ‘‘murder by 
witchcraft.”

“We staged the hunger strike 
to help Chilean exiles, but all of 
a sudden we found ourselves be- 
ing exiled, within the confines of 
our own country,” Veronica said 
in an interview, as she swept the 
floors of a wooden cottage in 
Cochrane.

Mental Health 
Distortions 


By Marvin Snider 
An important part of growing up is developing an 
image of ourselves, interpreting the world around 


us, and setting life goals. 


Everything is fine when things progress ac- 
cording to our desires. For a man, this might mean 
having a macho image, where the world around 
him is his “oyster” and he is comfortably climbing 
the ladder of financial success. 

For a woman, this might mean seeing herself as 
bright, and beautiful, with a good figure. The world 
around her is a social garden in which she can grow 
to her potential and pursue her chosen goals. 

These are desired situations. But what happens 


when reality, 


for whatever reason, 


doesn’t 


cooperate and things don’t go according to plan? 

A person develops a poor image of himself and is 
constantly frustrated in achieving his life goals of 
social and financial success. He is confronted with 
the challenge of plugging away to make his dreams 


come true. 


The pain of mounting frustration and disappoint- 
ment gradually undermines his commitment and 
convictions. Painful reality is soothed by distor- 
tions that fill the gaps reality has neglected. 

These distortions may take many different 
forms. Failure to achieve desired physical attrac- 
tiveness is attributed to discrimination against 
one’s sex, weight, or ethnic origin. 

Excessive weight, drinking and drugs may also 
mask failure to achieve a desired image. When it 
becomes too painful to face failure to achieve one’s 
occupational goals because of inadequate abilities, 
it is easier to blame one’s training, the economy, 
the woman’s movement, or any other convenient 


rationale. 


It is difficult to face one’s limitations. We all have 
them. While distortions may dull the pain, in the 
short run they are a down payment on greater 
future pain. The way to avoid this is to set realistic 


goals at the beginning. 


When circumstances indicate that the goals that 
were set are no longer attainable, rather than focus 
on what was lost, the alternative is to change to 
more realistic goals and make the most out of what 
is possible. In'so doing, one maintains a sense of 
power and control of his life.

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City appeals 
its valuation

NEWTON — A 40-page brief 
challenging the state's decision to set 
a low valuation on Newton was filed 
last week. 

The city is challenging a decision by 
one state Supreme Judicial Court 
justice that would force an additional 
$11 million cut from the municipal 
budget. 

The brief is an appeal to the full 
bench to review the decision. 

It is the city's final recourse in at- 
tempting to overturn a state Depart- 
ment of Revenue decision which put 
the city’s property tax base(total pro- 
perty value) at $2.23 billion. The 
Board of Assessors contends the tax 
base is $2.97 billion. , 

Justice Herbert Wilkins ruled there 
was no evidentce to support the city’s 
claim on May 1. As a result, the city 
may only to be able to raise $63 
million rather than an anticipated $74 
million in revenue under Proposition 
2%. 
In the brief, the city contends 
Department of Revenue Commis- 
sioner L. Joyce Hampers does not 
have the authority to assess Newton's 
“full and fair cash value.’"’ 

“The Board of Assessors has the 
authority,” said City Solictor Daniel 
Funk, who has handled the case along 
with City Solicitor Wayne Frigard and 
Boston Attorney Richard Renehan. 

“The issue of authority is the first 
issue in the case,” said Funk. ‘It is 
clear that the single justice gave no 
attention at all toit.”” 

Hampers has ordered that the city 
use the 1980 equalized valuation with

Board of Aldermen 
attracts candidates 


NEWTON — The field of candidates 
for the Board of Aldermen is expan- 
ding, and several incumbents have 
taken out their nomination papers for 
School Committee. 

Incumbent School Commit- 
teewomen Nancy Mann of Ward 3, 
Susan Silbey of Ward 4 and Ann Ber- 
wick of Ward 6, join Robert Ricles of 
Ward 8 in bids for reelection. Neither 
Ward 1 incumbent Howard Spergel 
nor Ward 2 incumbent Kathy Jones 
have filed as yet. 


Incumbents and newcomers have 
also filed in Board of Aldermen races. 

In what may be an unprecedented 
development, there are already five 
potential challengers to incumbent 
Ald. Robert Katz in the race for ward 
alderman in Ward 8. 

Those who have recently taken out 
nomination papers in this race are 
former Ward 8 ward alderman Alan 


Barkin, Deborah Rubin-Barnhart of 
15 Sycamore Rd., and Marcy Rich- 
mond of 155 Christina Street. 

Normally a race only attracts this 
many challengers when there is a 
vacancy for the seat. 

Incumbent Ward 1 alderman 
Joseph DePasquale, also a ward 
alderman, now has two potential op- 
ponents. The latest name added to 
this race is that of John McDermott of 
7 Washburn St. DePasquale will seek 
another term. 

Incumbent Ward aldermen Carol 
Ann Shea, Ernest Dietz and R. Lisle 
Baker have also taken out their 
nomination papers for Wards 4, 6 and 
Trespectively. 

Running for ward aldermen re- 
quires 50 signatures of registered 
voters, and the names only appear on 
the individual ward ballots.

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Junior high redistricting eyed

NEWTON — For the first time, the 
School Committee appears likely to 
vote for a school consolidation which 
would redistrict receiver school 
students as well as students from the 
closing school. 

Although F.A. Day Junior High has 
been informally “scratched” from 
consideration for closing in 1983, a 
large number of Day students may be 
redistricted as a result of a north side 
junior high closing. 

Unsatisfied with the distribution of 
students under the November 1980 
consolidation study of north side 


junior high schools, the School Com- 
mittee asked Vincent Silluzio, direc- 
tor of research and planning, to revise 
the study. 

At the suggestion of Susan Silbey 
that north-south school district lines 
instead of the original east-west lines 
would provide a better distribution of 
students and result in less busing, 
Silluzio took a second look at junior 
high consolidation on the north side 
and presented a revised study at the 
last meeting. The other two northside 
junior highs are Bigelow and Warren. 

Silluzio found that a north-south line 
acheived both goals — greater diversi- 
ty of students and less busing - 
although redistricting of a receiver 


school would be necessary. 

As pointed out in the November 
report, Silluzio added that ‘‘it would 
be feasible to close a north side junior 
high whenever it is feasible to convert 
North High to a four-year school.” 

F.A. Day was “informally scratch- 
ed” following a consensus vote which 
showed School Committee members 
opposed to closing Day for several 
reasons. 

For several committee members, 
the deed restrictions on the reuse of 
Day Junior High make it an unlikely 
candidate for closing in 1983. Because 
the school was built on land that was 
taken by the city, the deed says the 
building can only be used as a school 


or for recreation and that no addi- 
tional parking can be constructed. 


Others are opposed to closing Day 
because it is one of Newton's newer 
school buildings. 


However, School Committee Chair- 
man Ann Berwick warns that the Day 
community should remain informed 
because “they will be gravely af- 
fected’’ by redistricting and the 
school could again become a can- 
didate. 

A public hearing at F.A. Day is 
scheduled for Thursday, May 28 at 
8:30 p.m. following a special meeting 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. to discuss the 
METCO program. 


Newton condo legislation to be 
considered by local aldermen

NEWTON — The city is feeling the 
effects of a condominium boom that is 
sweeping across the state. 

Like a growing number of other 
cities, the rapid acceleration of con- 
dominiums here has resulted in a 
severe shortage of rental units. 

A report released by the Human 
Rights Commission last week sup- 
ports the growing concern of 
residents and public officials. In 1975, 
there were only 197 condominiums in 
the city. Today, there are more than 
713 condominiums, 

Despite increased demand, the con- 
struction of rental housing has ‘‘vir- 
tually stopped across 
Massachusetts,” according to the 
Human Rights Commission report. 


Furthermore, the report says dur- 


ing 1980, no building permits were 
issued for multi-family rental con- 
struction except for 85 publicly 
assisted units in converted surplus 
school buildings. 

Some officials have attributed the 
condo boom to the increasing costs of 
housing and the shortage of available 
land to build. Whatever the reasons, 
renters, many of them elderly, are 
unhappy. 

When Paul Barrow sold his Waban 
home two years ago and rented an 
apartment at Chestnut Hill Gardens, 
he was confident it would be his final 
move. Barrow’s wife was sick and 
could no longer maintain a home. 

Today, the silver-haired 72-year-old 
is fighting along with other tenants of 
the building to prevent the con- 
dominium conversion of the 428 
highrise luxury apartments at 250 


Hammond Pond Parkway. 

Barrow and other tenants claim 
they were guaranteed the apartments 
would not go condo when they moved 
in. Today, they are waging a legal 
battle against the developer of the two 
16-story buildings. 

“We sold our home and thought we 
would pass away here," says Barrow. 
“We felt it would be easier living 
there.” 

Barrow and other tenants have 
formed a Tenant’s Association and 
raised $10,000 for attorneys to fight 
the conversion in a law suit which is 
presently in Middlesex Probate 
Court. 

“All they want to do is make a buck 
at the expense of the tenants,” Bar- 
row says. 

As a result of the condo-craze, 
Newton State Rep. David Cohen and 


Alderman Ethel Sheehan are attemp- 
ting to pass legislation on Beacon Hill 
that will protect tenants in the city. 

The legislation would require a 
landlord to provide each tenant facing 
displacement at least six months 
notice of the building’s removal from 
the rental housing market. 

In addition, the legislation includes 
a provision for financial aid for 
tenants who can not afford to pur- 
chase their apartment. Finally, the 
law would force the landlord to help 
relocate any displaced tenants. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who has 
received several complaints from 
renters at the Chestnut Hill Gardens, 
said he is “strongly supportive”’ of the 
Cohen-Sheehan legislation. 

“It addresses many of the problems 
that I have actually attempted to 
mitigate,’’ said Mann. 


Conversion hazardous to your health?

NEWTON — A psychiatrist treating 
elderly persons living at Chestnut Hill 
Gardens claims possible con- 
dominium conversion of the highrise 
apartments has caused a wave of 
stress and depression there. 


Dr. Herbert Cline, who lives and 
practices at the luxury apartments, 
says, ‘‘People are in an extreme state 
of anxiety. There is depression. It was 
as if a holacaust were about to oc- 
cur.” 


Cline also believes the anxiety caus- 
ed by the disruption of a move for 
many of the elderly in the building 


could lead to their deaths. Cline said 
he is treating several tenants from the 
building because of the possible con- 
version. Many of the tenants are 
elderly and on fixed incomes. 


“The conversion of the Chestnut 
Hill Gardens will take away their will 
to live and many of these people will 
die probably,” says Cline, a practic- 
ing psychiatrist at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital for the past 25 
years. 


Tenants of the 428 highrise apart- 
ments are waging a legal battle to 
prevent the conversion. They contend 
that when the two 16-story buildings 
opened in 1978 the developers promis- 


ed the apartments would not be con- 
verted to condominiums for at least 10 
years. 


Occupants have formed a tenant’s 
association and raised $10,000 to hire 
State Sen. Jack Backman and another 
attorney to fight the conversion. 


Cline, 55, notes that a study com- 
pleted after many people were 
uprooted from a Boston neighborhood 
substantiates the possibility. 


“Many elderly tenants have come 
here with the supposition that this is 
their last move,” explains Cline. ‘‘As 
a result of the condo conversion there 
is extreme pressure.”’ He also notes 
that most of the tenants do not have 


the money for a down payment on a 
condominium. 

Cline, a member of the American 
Psychiatry Association, says the 
symptoms of the anxiety resulting 
from the possible condo conversion in- 
clude vomiting, insomnia, and diar- 
rhea. Cline, however, would not give 
the specific number of people he is 
treating at the apartments. 

Cline is urging his patients to take 
an active stand in the renter battle. ‘‘I 
have advised people to come to 
meetings and see actions are being 
taken and fight with the tenant's 
association to forestall the conver- 
sion,” said Cline. ‘If people feel they 
fight, they can accept...” 


A special tribute to forgotten Vietnam vets 


NEWTON - Mayor Theodore Mann 
paid special tribute Sunday to the 
forgotten veterans of the Vietnam 
War and the Americans who were 
held hostage in Iran. 

Speaking at the corner of Walnut 
Street and Commonwealth Ave., 


Mann, Chief of Staff of the Memorial 
Day parade, told the holiday crowd 
that those ‘“‘who served in Vietnam 
did so with the same patriotic motives 
and devotion to duty as other 
Americans have for more than 200 
years.” 


The mayor applauded Congress for 
its recent actions concerning a 
memorial in Washington to the Viet- 
nam veterans. The tribute will be 
built on land next to the Lincoln 
Memorial. 

“The proposed Vietnam Memorial

will enable us to transcend political 
issues,” said Mann, ‘‘for it is our 
belated opportunity as a country to 
express our thanks to those who serv- 
ed and to begin with them a healing 
process.”’ 

_ Since it was the first Memorial Day 


observance since the release of 
America's hostages from Iran, Mann 
took the opportunity to praise this 
“special group of corageous men and 
women.” 

“And yet, as we rejoice,” the mayor 
added, “‘our voices must be muted,

for we also recall the eight ser- 
vicemen, who, in a brave attempt to 
rescue the hostages, lost their lives.”’ 


Carleton Merrill, director of the 
Veterans’ Service Dept and parade 
adjutant, thought the mayor's words 
were very appropriate. 


Merrill, a veteran of 32 years in the 
Pacific during World War II as well as 
29 Memorial Day parades through the 
city, noted the “trend in America 
toward patriotism.” 


“This was the best parade I can 
remember,” he said. Aside from the 
large crowd (the Newton police called 
it the largest Memorial Day crowd in 
recent memory), Merrill said the 
parade had the most young par- 
ticipants he could recall as well as the 
largest number of participating civic 
organizations. 


“In many ways, it may be a con- 
sciousness of many people to the Viet- 
nam era,"’ acknowledged Merrill. The 
largest round of applause was reserv- 
ed for Capt. O'Neil, a veteran of the 
war in Southeast Asia. 


“I think it is significant,’ Merrill 
said of the crowd's reaction to 
O'Neil’s introduction, ‘because of the 
short shift that many of the Vietnam 
veterans got when they returned to 
this country.” 


Merrill listed a ‘renewal of 
patriotism,” an acknowledgement by 
the people that “Vietnam veterans 
deserve a lot more recognition,”’ and 
“faith in America,"' as the major pro- 
ponents behind the success of this 
year's parade. 


“It all comes back to one thing," he 
concluded, ‘that this country is pretty 
damn good.’’ 
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Divorce: Value of 
homemaker services

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Valuation of a spouse's homemaker services is an important criterion 
that the courts must consider in making a decision concerning alimony 
and the distribution of marital assets. 

It has been said that a recognition of the econonic value of a 
homemaker's servic.es represents a radical development in the divorce 
law in Massachusetts. 

From early common law until the middle of the 19th century, married 
women had virtually no economic rights in either England or the United 
States. Under the law the husband and the wife were one and that one was 
the husband (who had complete domination and control of property). 

The husband had an obligation to support his wife. The wife in return 
had an obligation to make a home for the husband and render household 
services. The duty of the husband to support the wife was usually condi- 
tioned upon the wife's performance of her duties to live with the husband 
and make a home for him. 

The Industrial Revolution, which created non-farm jobs for the hus- 
band and the wife, initiated change in society's opinion of the wife's role 
asa Spouse. 

By the late 19th century, many states had enacted, or were considering, 
Married women's property laws which gencrally provided that wages 
earned by a married woman were her property and that she was entitled 
to own property in her name. 

As time progressed the married woman's property act included the 
rights to enter into contract, to sue and be sued in her own name, etc. 
These laws, however, did not change the wife’s obligation to perform 
household services for the husband, nor did they change the doctrine that 
she could not recover compensation for these services. 

By the early 1960's society was again changing its opinion of a woman's 
role in marriage. In 1963 the President's Commission on the Status of 
Women published a report suggesting that marriage be viewed as a part- 
nership wherein each spouse makes a different but equally important 
contribution. The report proposed that the wife's contribution as 
homemaker and mother should be considered as a financial contribution 
to the marriage. 

Throughout the 1970's this position has slowly been incorporated into 
law in most states. The former obligation of the wife to furnish household 
services in exchange for support has now been fashioned into a powerful 
economic tool. It enables her, upon divorce, to acquire a share of the pro- 
perty which may have been purchased solely from the earnings of the 
husband and which may even be held in the husband's name alone. 

The concept that a homemaker’s services have a value is used by the 
courts, upon divorce, to provide the wife with sufficient assets to make 
her economically independent of her husband. 

In making the division of the assets, the courts also reduce the ‘tradi- 
tional’ amount of alimony paid by the husband to the wife.

NEWTON - The aldermanic 
Legislative and Rules Committee has 
approved a resolution, to be sent to 
the Board of Aldermen, calling for a 
unilateral freeze on the proliferation 
of nuclear armaments. 

Speaking for the group, Newton for 
Nuclear Weapons Freeze, Alderman 
Ethel Sheehan appealed to the com- 
mittee to consider the potential 
catastrophic effect of a nuclear war. 

Holding a list of 2,800 supportive 
signatures, she told the board ‘we 
can be leaders,” in the fight to restrict 
the possibility of nuclear disaster. 

Said Sheehan: “I am requesting the 
Board of Aldermen to take step one 
toward a rational policy to limit the 
nuclear arms race. I urge you that if 
there is to be a battle against nuclear 
proliferation, let it begin here!” 

Step one, according to the Ward 6 
alderman is at the grassroots of local 
government, in this case the Board of 
Aldermen. In support of her position, 
she reminded those in attendance that 
the late Jim Shea stood on the floor 
some 14 years ago with a resolution 
against the war in Vietnam. 

The group argues the buildup of a 
nuclear arsenal actually means less 
security. ‘The accuracy that is built 
into all new weapons will support 
nuclear war fighting concepts that 
are indeed becoming part of the 
strategy of the superpowers,” said

Sheehan. ‘This concept removes all 
limits on the number, variety and 
sophistication of nuclear weapons 
that will be demanded.” 

“To us,’ she continued, ‘“‘this 
represents the absolute example of 
military technology gone wild, a 
technology that will ultimately set 
foreign and national policies.” 

Sheehan added, ‘‘In a nuclear war 
there are no winners or losers, only 
losers. We're playing for the highest 
of stakes, the existence of civiliza- 
tion.” 

MIT Professor George W. Rathjens, 
a renowned expert on the subject of 
fuclear arms, spoke in favor of 
limiting future nuclear buildup. 

“The force levels are now so large 
that if they were used, they would 
destroy the United States, the Soviet 
Union and all of Eastern Europe if 
they were used there,’ he noted. 

Ellen Gallen, a Waban resident, 
reminded the committee that this was 
indeed a local issue. “It is the most 
important issue of our time,’’ she 
asserted. 

Former alderman Harry Crosby 
said: ‘An action by this board may be 
the very catalyst to begin a move- 
ment by other communities. It is pro- 
bably the most important contribu- 
tion any of us could make.” 

An alternative resolution proposed 
by Alderman Rodney Barker calling 
for a bilateral restriction of nuclear 
armamants was defeated by the com- 
mittee.

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‘A pinch of Soul: Gourmet Soul Food’

NEWTON — When Patricia Kemp- 
ton recalls growing up in the rural 
South, she is grateful for living ‘‘close 
to the earth.” 

Like many black families in sparse- 
ly populated areas of the South, both 
sets of Kempton’s grandparents had 
gardens with a variety of vegetables, 
herbs and fruit trees. Both also raised 
chickens and cows on land around 
their homes in Florida and South 
Carolina. 

The Florida grandmother capitaliz- 


































































ed on the climate there and grew 
several kinds of citrus fruit trees. 

Kempton remembers picking bay 
leaves right off the tree and grabbing 
a fistful of fresh parsley for the even- 
ing meal. 

She laughs when she reflects on the 
bedlam of the homegrown method at 
times like when her grandmother 
would send all of the kids out to catch 
the chickens. 

“We'd have to catch the chickens 
and grandma would ring their 
necks,"’ Kempton says. “Then we'd 
get the job of plucking the feathers 
and stuff,” 

According to Kempton, a good 


typical meal might be greens, string 
beans and potatoes all cooked 
together and perhaps seasoned with a 
little pork. This would be served with 
another vegetable like corn on the cob 
or cabbage, cornbread, a glass of but- 
termilk and a dessert like deep dish 
peach cobbler. 

When everyone had a Saturday off 
from work, the big Sunday breakfast 
would be pan-fried fish, biscuits and 
grits. “That's good eating,’’ Kempton 
says witha grin. 

“Nothing is better than when your 
grandmother makes a cookic sheet of 
fresh buttermilk biscuits,” she adds. 

Of course, there is just one thing 
better -- her grandmother's 
homemade peach preserves, 

All of the ingredients were their 
own except what Kempton ironically 
calls “the basics” like flour and sugar 
which were bought in town. 

The sample meals described by 
Kempton are representative of 
southern black cooking, commonly 
referred to as soul food cooking. 

Even when her parents moved to 
Cambridge when her father began a 
graduate engineering program at 
MIT, her family did not change their 
emphasis on fresh vegetables, herbs 
and little meat or sugar. 

Now married with a daughter nine 
years old, Kempton still cooks with 
the same emphasis and has taken an 
active interest in hutrition and the 
history of black cooking. 

“T don’t cook anything in the house 
unless it's fresh. I won't buy frozen or 
canned vegetables which puts a lot of 
strain on me,” she admits. 

Kempton shared her knowledge of 
soul food cooking this April when she 
introduced a course on southern black 
cooking through the Newton Com- 
munity Schools. 

Her course, entitled ‘A Pinch of 
Soul: Gourmet Soul Food”, offered by 
the Underwood and Ward Community 
Schools dealt not only with the 
historical significance and develop- 
ment of the southern black’s diet, but 
also clued students in on recipes for 
vegetable dishes, thick gumbo soups 
and tempting desserts such as sweet 
potato pie and pound cake. 

Kempton found her class filled up 
with five white males and no women, 
but believes the course was extremely 
successful. The men, she said, took 
their time and did things well. ‘Men 
also tend to be a little more adven- 
turous,"’ she adds. 

Kempton says her students were 
also interested in the historical 
perspective of the course. According 
to Kempton, one man in her class was 
a retired engineer who had built 
bridges in Africa and become in- 
terested in black cuisine. 


Perhaps the most important 
message Kempton wanted to convey 
to her class is the natural foods em- 
phasis of soul food. 

“T see soul food as having always 
been more of a natural foods em- 
phasis than processed foods," she 
says. ‘Very little was bought.” 

“L also want to emphasize the high 
nutritional value of the soul food 
diet,” Kempton continues and com- 
ments on the good health and sound 
teeth throughout her own family, 

“Historically, the origin of soul food 
in the South stemmed from need,” 
Kempton reflects. ‘Soul food has 
become a synonym here for black 
cooking, but it can also be used as a 
cross-cultural word for poor people's 
cooking.”” 

“The only food resources available 
to poor blacks were their home-grown 
vegetables and spices. These became 
the staples with which they created a 
variety of spicy vegetarian dishes.” 

“The pork was mostly used for 
seasoning and taste and that came 
about because blacks couldn't get 
meats — they got the chitterlings (pig 
intestines) and trotters (pig's feet) 
and other portions of meat unused by 
slave owners,"’ Kempton explains. 

Ironically, the slave owners thought 
they were doing blacks a “disservice” 
by giving them leftovers which were 
only good for seasoning, Kempton 
says. 

“You really can’t afford to have 
meat every night,’’ she notes, “and 
with the lack of adequate refrigation 
what were you going to do with it 
anyway.” 

“So the typical thing was to try to 
make lots of vegetables, grains and 
bread goa long way,”’ Kempton says. 

As blacks earned more money, they 
began buying more meats, mostly 
pork because it was inexpensive. This 
addition of meat, especially fatty and 
salty pork, ‘‘has really been one of the 
downfalls in black health,” according 
to Kempton. 

“Historically, every religion and 
culture that has had some kind of con- 
science about their health tied up with 
their religion has eliminated pork 
from their diet,’’ she adds. ‘The pig is 
considered just about the dirtiest 
animal. It will eat the worst stuff in 
the world whereas most animals are 
vegetarians."” 

But the biggest health problem for 
blacks is hypertension which Kemp- 
ton believes is a cultural problem 
from stress and tension from racism. 

“I've even met teenagers who have 
hypertention,” she says. 

An English teacher at F.A. Day 
Junior High Schools, Kempton says 
she does not nag her students about 
nutrition.

Take advantage 
of fiscal crisis 


At least there’s a substantial glimmer of 
hope now Proposition 2 42 can.attain objec- 
tives in local property tax relief without 
pushing up state levies. Some conclusions 
could be drawn from intensive activity at 
the State House in the past week, 
speculatively. 


Close to $300 million in increased local 
aid should come out of the House, Senate 
and King administration budget revisions. 
That is less than half of cuts forced by 2 %2, 
but not far from to the $350 million cities 
and towns said they needed to live with the 
new cap while maintaining vital services. 


We shall see. Even though it appears the 
principals are engaging in the old shell 
game, moving budget figures around, they 
are running scared and hearkening to the 
grassroots clamor for direct state involve- 
ment in spending reforms. 


So far, unfortunately, we don’t perceive 
positive action undertaken to convince us 
Beacon Hill is about to share sacrifices 
with the communities. A political colum- 
nist’s charge the government and 
Legislature propose to ‘‘perpetrate on the 
public...artifice, pure and simple’’ has a 
ring of truth. 


Battle lines being drawn for committee 
and floor fights could make a difference. 
Speed on local aid is essential because the 
municipalities have to know where they 
are going in fiscal 1982 beginning July 1. 


Chairman Gerald M. Cohen of the House 
Committee on Taxation has a $250 million 
goal in hiked local aid. Cohen regards this 
as a first step goal, which is pretty ob- 
vious.

Most compelling is a 
provision for limiting the maximum 
growth of both state and local taxes. 
Growth would be tied to the percentage in- 
crease of personal income, putting 
Massachusetts on line with 17 states for 
competitive parity. 


Included are such exclusions as debt and 
pension funding, override revisions, a 
reduction of reliance on the property levy 
as part of the total state-local tax struc- 
ture, changes in the entitlement formula 
and monitoring on an annual basis by a 
Revenue Limitation Board. 


Here is a formidably complex bill of par- 
ticulars representing a praiseworthy 
knowledge of the subject matter and in- 
novative remedy. Chairman Cohen and his 
associates are making a substantial con- 
tribution to the dialogue taking place. 


Not in a half century or more has the 
Commonwealth had such an opportunity to 
achieve full-scale change of its tax system.

“Impact 2 4" is a new group that has been formed to 
monitor the effects, statwide, of Proposition 2 % on 
various cities and towns.

The man in 
charged is Lawrence Susskind, chairman of MIT's 
Department of Urban Affairs and Planning. 

The first issue of the newsletter also contained the 
results of a post-election survey of why people voted for 
Proposition 2 ' that I think you might find interesting. 

The survey concludes that voters felt Propsosition 2 12 
would “‘reduce widely perceived government inefficien- 
cy corruption. 

Voters, the survey found, also believe government can 
spend less without making any large-scale cuts in ser- 
vices. 

Most people wanted to retain the property tax as the a 
major source of revenue for traditional city services and 
want less reliance on the property tax for other services, 
such as transit systems and special education. 

A large majority felt that the state income tax should 
be the source of revenue for the other services, and that 
user fees were all right. 

The researchers found that 70 percent of those who 
voted ‘‘yes”’ on the question expected the proposition to 
limit state spending as well as local. 

It almost seems as though this measure, although it 
had not direct effect on state spending, was seen as a 
last-ditch effort to gain some control over the way 
Massachusetts is run.

And those surveyed take a pretty dim view of how 
Massachusetts is run. 

The survey found that ‘some 80 percent of all 
respondents perceived at least ‘some’ government ineffi- 
ciency and corruption and 74 percent were convinced 
there is ‘much’ of it.” 

Among “‘yes" voters, a staggering 86 percent feel their 
is inefficiency and corruption in the state government. 

The study also found that nearly half of the 
respondents thought local public employees were over- 
paid and two-thirds thought they oe not work as hard as 

employed in the private sector. 
Ser nee inverantihg Ending is that 80 percent of the 
respondents, whether they voted for 2 % or not, felt that 
people on welfare could find jobs if they really tried. 

Comparing local to state government, the surveyors 
found that people feel there is more waste in the state 
than on the local level and more waste in the city side of a 
local budget than in the school side. 


Respondents, the survey said, feel the state budget 
could be cut as much as 24 percent without any effect on 
services and by 20 percent on the local level. 


Voters, it would seem, can see through various at- 
tempts to cut police or fire or similar vital services as 
punishment for supporting the tax-cutting measure. 


They've taken aim at state government, and its failure 
to respond to what the voters have said would be a 
serious mistake. 


It's appalling, when you think about it, that people in 
this state feel the state could manage without any pro- 
blems to run on 75 percent of what it now spends.

Reforming the budget process 


Following is the last in a series of articles on Middlesex 
County prepared by the Middlesex County project, a 
group of legislators that includes State Reps. David 
Cohen and Susan Schur of Newton. 


The current process for adopting county budgets is a 
crazy triangle which guarantees wasteful spending and 
lack of accountability. 

The county commissioners draw up the initial spending 
recommendations, and they have always stood to benefit 
by inflated operating levels for their operations. 

The State Legislature sets the final budget after 
reviewing the commissioners’ recommendations, and 
legislators have usually felt free to tolerate county 
waste, since the resulting costs do not have to be paid in 
state taxes. 

The cities and towns within a given county must pay 
for county activities with the same property tax revenues 
which could otherwise be used for police protection, fire 
protection or public education, but they have had no 
voice in county spending decisions. 

The current process’ crazy triangle is under attack 
from a group of legislators who represent cities and 
towns within Middlesex County. The guiding idea behind 
their effort is the home rule principle: ‘‘The ones who 
pay should have the say.”’ 


The legislators maintain that as long as municipalities 
carry the costs of county government, they should be em- 


powered to determine the county budgets. County ser- 
vices which compete for scarce property tax dollars with 
local services should be cut or discontinued, if com- 
munities so prefer. 

The reform approach is embodied in bills which are 
before the Legislature this year. They have been endors- 
ed by County Advisory Board leaders like John Agnew of 
Reading and Jeanne Kangas of Boxborough, and by new- 
ly elected Middlesex County Commissioner Tom Larkin. 

The proposed legislation has these features: 

—A new role of genuine authority would be created for 
county advisory boards, the already existing voice of the 
cities and towns regarding county government. The pre- 
sent function of these groups is strictly advisory, as their 
name suggests, but the new bill gives the boards final 
and binding power over county budgets. 

—The State Legislature, which currently sets county 
budgets and is often a source of patronage pressure on 
county payrolls, would be removed entirely from the 
budgeting procedure. 

—The cities and towns of Middlesex County could, if 
they wished to, come close to ‘‘abolishing” their county 
government through use of their new budget powers. 

The new law {would not require that they appropriate 
money for a function or department they determined was 
unnecessary. The county operations which would remain 
would be those which are logical candidates for state 
take-over, such as the jails, and those, if any, which can 
demonstrate their value to the city and town officials on 
the newly constituted county budget board. 


—The cities and towns would have the option of using 
their budgetary powers to make county government 
serve useful regional purposes, if they decide that the 
county structure can be salvaged for this purpose. 

Communities in western Massachusetts are likely can- 
didates to use county government this way. 

—The new budget boards would be obligated to adopt 
the county budget and the county tax levy, the exact 
amount to be raised through assessments on the towns 
and cities, by Feb. 1, so that these charges would be 
known in time for town meeting and city council budget 
sessions. 

—The budget boards would be authorized to hire staff 
to enable them to perform their new roles. With adequate 
staff help, the boards could not be frustrated by the 
budgeting tricks currently confronting their volunteer 
members, who operate without any professional 
assistance. 

—The new law would add a narrowly drafted definition 
of “emergency” to the statute which governs the 
Emergency Loan Board, in order to end the existing 
practice of using the board of financing wasteful ac- 
tivities rejected elsewhere. 

—Both the state Bureau of Accounts and the 
Legislative Post Audit and Oversight Bureau would be 
authorized to conduct management audits of county 
governments. 

These agencies could then assist the cities and towns in 
identifying county operations deserving of either 
outright abolition or significant reduction. 





DeGaulle’s legacy: can it survive?

Perfect foresight is given to no one — not even Charles 
de Gaulle, the late French leader’s own firm opinions on 
that subject to the contrary. 

If it were, France would probably not be in the 
fascinating (or alarming, depending upon the politics of 
the observer, French or foreign) situation that it is as a 
consequence of Socialist Francois Mitterrand's presiden- 
tial victory. 

It is not the coming to power of a Socialist after a 
quarter of a century of center-right domination in France 
that, as such, is so jolting. After all, the party took a pro- 
minent part in the political jockeying of the early post- 
war years, notably under the leadership of one-time 
Premier Guy Mollet. 

But back then it was one of the crowd, a player among 
many in the multi-party political games of the Fourth 
Republic in which parliament was predominant and 
power so fragmented that no single social ideology could 
dominate all others. 

This is the Fifth Republic, designed by de Gaulle 
specifically to transcend factionalism and prevent 
revolving governments. The presidency dominates, and 
it is on paper the most powerful elective office in any ma- 
jor democracy. It was tailored to the purposes and per- 
sonality of de Gaulle himself, and it is questionable 
whether he ever seriously envisaged that its powers 
might fall into the hands of someone whose concepts of 
what France should do and what it should become 
radically deviated from his own. 

Francois Mitterrand is such a someone. A survivor of 
the Fourth Republic's games, he reappeared in the 
politics of the Fifth with only one purpose: to establish a 
credible leftist alternative to the center-right domination 
of France that de Gaulle sought to institutionalize. 

Mitterrand is only part-way home, however. There's 
still parliament, which was created unequal and assum- 
ed disposed to go along with a president on the big issues 
if not always the minor details. But the deputies do 
Possess some powers that, should they be brought to the 
point of outright mutiny against a president, could give 
him real trouble. If one side were not prepared to make 
concessions, the consequences could be government 
paralysis and even a constitutional crisis opening the 
way for a Sixth Republic. 

Mitterrand, inheriting a center-right parliament 
elected in 1978, intends to avoid that situation by calling a 
new election in June, two years ahead of schedule. 

But what if the French, having second thoughts about 
what they have done in the presidential election or as a 
result of a realignment of political factions, do not give

him a leftist majority? 

Election returns can be analyzed to the point of mean- 
ingless abstraction. But it would appear in the French 
presidential vote that Mitterrand’s victory was at least 
as much the result of the electorate being turned off by 
incumbent President Valery Giscard d'Estaing and his 
record as of being tugned on by the dour Mitterrand and 
his program. 

That program, calling for nationalization of 11 key in- 
dustries, resembles more those of Britain's post-war 
Labor governments than it does those of the more 
pragmatic Socialist parties in other countries of the Con- 
tinent. France is already well-acquainted with na- 
tionalization — Renault, the major auto maker, is 
government owned. But the possibility of so much more, 
and the questionable British example, may sway votes. 

Then there are the Communists, Mitterrand is feuding 
with, their leadership, but their votes were crucial to his 
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victory and they are now demanding government posi- 
“ons. Short of a clear Socialist majority, which would ap- 
pear unlikely, the alternative is a coalition with center 
parties to give a Mitterrand government a dependable 
parliamentary base. But that would necessitate com- 
Promises in the Socialist program, which Mitterrand 
sai have difficulty selling to his ideological constituen- 
It undoubtedly will become even more complicated by 
dune when the French will clarify what they have actual- 
y voted for in the presidential election and pass judg- 
ment of sorts on the Fifth Republic. The present system 
of government was designed primarily to perpetuate 
power rather than facilitate its transfer, But the latter is 
now the challenge it must meet. 

If it is successful, Charles de Gaulle may be proved

The coalition will then attempt to 
have these programs removed from 
the air by boycotting the products 
advertised on them. The threat to 
limit TV options by pressuring poten- 
tial advertises is very real, according 
to Charren. 

Led by Falwell, whose ‘Old-Time 
Gospel Hour"’ reaches an estimated 
21 million viewers each week through 
almost 700 television and radio sta- 
tions nationwide, the fundamentalist 
crusade has taken America by storm. 

In the 1980 congressional election, 
several of Capitol Hill's most power- 
ful liberal senators were defeated in 
their re-election bids. In this non- 
election year, the coalition's target 
has become television. 

“The point is not to stop them,” ex- 
plains Charren. ‘‘We would then be in 
effect censoring their right to free 
speech.” 

“What we’re worried about is when 
someone's censorship of a program is 
successful, where does it stop?” 

ACT's petition drive is to make peo- 
ple aware of the dangers of television 
censorship. “I don’t think people are 
aware enough,” said Charren, “I 
don’t think the dangers of this ap- 
proach have been vocalized and ACT 
is attempting to do so.‘ 

Despite the fight against the New 
Right, the group’s ‘‘toughest 
obstacles are the toy, sugar and the 
broadcasting companies” who Char- 
ren feels ‘‘put their interest at the bot- 
tom line before the needs of the 
children.” 

Yet there is a tie between the Moral 
Majority’s attacks and the purpose of 
ACT. “They're conducting this in the 
name of children,’’ points out Char- 
ren. ‘That is why it’s so important for 
us to get involved.”

years still have their sex and their 
violence on television - but in the 
meantime, Jerry Falwell and others 
may increase their list of supporters 
by three or four or fivefold. And we 
can do something the networks cannot 
do, which is get involved political 
campaigns.” 

Concluded Nyhan: ‘This raises the 
prospect that the little old lady in 
Dubuque, offended by some cleavage 
on Charlie's Angels, may one day 
mail a contribution to Jerry Falwell. 
Once she does that, she’s hooked; 
she'll be asked to send more, she'll be 
asked to get really involved, and 
eventually she'll be asked to help good 
old Joe Blow.” 

Charren recoils. Early this year she 
was scheduled to debate Falwell at 
the National Association of Television 
Program Executives in New York but 
he failed to show. Instead, she went 
against Cal Thomas, vice-president of 
the Moral Majority. 

She was disappointed despite 
Falwell’s impeccable reputation as a 
debater. 

“These are the worst censorship at- 
tacks we've seen,” asserts Charren, 
“they are the biggest, the best and 
have the most money behind them.” 
It is estimated that the Moral Majori- 
ty earns more than $1.2 million in con- 
tributions daily. 

“It's not that we think these pro- 
grams are so wonderful, but we feel 
that the decision should be made by 
the people themselves,” she con- 
tinued. ‘We're looking at the big pic- 
ture. That they could totally control 
what everybody watches.” 

“T think the answer is more diversi- 
ty, more choice, not less. It’s a ques- 
tion of trusting the public to take care 
of itself. It's up to the individual fami- 
ly, not the moral majority what to 
turnon.”

BOSTON — Rep. A Joseph DeNucci 
(D. Newton-Waltham), House Chair- 
man of the Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs Committee has ap- 
pointed a special sub-committee to in- 
vestigate both vendor and recipient 
welfare fraud. 

DeNucci appointed Rep. Kevin 
Blanchette (D. Lawrence) as chair- 
man of the sub-committee, along with 
Reps. Paul Kollios (D. Millbury), 
Charles Silvia (D. Fall River), Marie 
Parente (I. Milford) and William 
Moriarty (D. Ware), 

Rep. DeNucci stated, ‘Welfare 
fraud is costing the Commonwealth 
millions of dollars. Rep. Blanchette’s 
preliminary overview shows that as 
much as $300 million per year in ven- 
dor fraud alone may exist. This is the 
result of over billing, double billing 
and falsification of bills. There is also 
the question of recipient fraud which 
must be addressed and which may 
add up into the millions.” 

“It appears the Welfare Depart- 
ment is inadequately staffed to detect 
this fraud and the result is a vast 
system which permits vendors and 
recipients to bleed the Com- 
monwealth of funds which are vitally 
needed and would help to alleviate the 
fiscal crunch,” DeNucci said.

to develop a comprehensive |; 
legislative package for an expanded “ 


oversight and quality assurance pro- 
gram that is hoped will reduce 
significantly the money being misap- 
propriated by vendors and recipients. 


“We have only begun to deal with 
the full scope of welfare fraud. In the 
era of Proposition 2 4 when drastic 
budget reductions are cutting into the 
muscle of bone and human service 
programs, we must make every effort 
to maximize the utilization of each 
dollar. If we can reduce fraud and 
channel the recouped money back in- 
to direct services, then we shall have 
served a useful purpose,” said 
DeNucci.

A major event of the day will be the 
opening of a historic photo exhibit on 
the Charles River. Assembled by Ken 
Newcomb, an expert on the history of 
Upper Falls, the exhibit will feature 
past views of nearby Hemlock Gorge 
Reservation and Echo Bridge. 
Newcomb has discovered that the 
reservation was designed by the fam- 
ed landscape architect Frederick 
Law Olmstead in 1895. Rare photos of 
Norumbega Park will also be shown. 


A flea market will also be held, 
featuring arts and crafts by local ar- 
tisans, white elephants, plants, and 
refreshments. There will be special 
activities for kids. Live music will be 
performed by bluegrass, folk, and 50's 
rock-and-roll musicians. Admission is 
free, 

Pettee Square has an important 





pioneer industrialist of the 19th cen- 
ture who has been described by one 
historian as ‘‘a principle factor in the 
development of Newton.” 


It was Pettee who in 1851 organized 
and became president of the first 
railroad to serve Newton's south side. 
The Upper Falls Depot, built in 1852, 
presides over the square, surrounded 
by a broad, tree-studded plaza. It now 
houses a Historic Photo Exhibit 
Center and a display of arts and crafts 
by local artisans. 


A short distance from the square, 
Pettee operated his Pettee Machine 
Works, which he founded in 1831. In 
1937 he was exporting cotton 
manufacturing machinery and 
building material to Mexico to outfit 
its first cotton mill. This exportation 
of machinery preceded by 50 years 
similar efforts by other manufac- 
turers,

occupies Pettee’s factory. Other con- 
cerns, such'as the Gamewell and 
Stowe-Woodward companies have 
gone or been greatly reduced in size, 
though their long asscoiation with the 
village is still remembered by many. 
The Gamewell property on the square 
is now occupied by many modern 
enterprises. 

Pettee Square has changed in other 
ways. ‘‘Country” stores have been 
replaced by modern couterparts 
Restaurants and fast food 
establishments satisfy the hunger o! 
the local population and labor force 
and attract the stranger. 


Beyond the busy square, brick anc 
stone are replaced by the softer lines 
and hues of condominiums blending 
with the single older homes whose 
familiar frames preserve the stability 
of the past.

a 13 percent statewide growth factor 
to determine the city’s tax levy 
(amount the city can raise in 
revenue).

Aldermen have approved $863,000 for 
a private firm to put city real estate at 
fair market value by Jan. 1. 

However, many aldermen believe 
the revaluation can not be completed 
in time to prevent an additional $11 
million cut which could mean the 
layoff of an additional 500 municipal 
employees. 

“It is a lot to ask for them (Supreme 
Court Justices) to overturn one of 
their own,” said Funk, ‘but [ 
woulun't be pursuing this case if I did 
not think we had a good case based on 


legal issues." 

The city has been joined in the lezal 
battle by other communities, in- 
cluding Burlington and Ashland. The

Mental Health 
Midlife crisis 
for the men 


By Marvin Snider 


at many people, particularly men, the early forties are a time of 
crisis, 

This crisis is expressed in various ways. For some, it may take the 
form of identifying with youth in the mode of dress, achievement of a slim 
body, or involvement in activities associated with young people. It may 
also be expressed in the older men seeking the company of a woman 15 to 
20 years his junior. 

There are a variety of circumstances that contribute to the onset of this 
crisis. Prior to age 40, a person tends to be oriented to the future. He is 
planning for the money, house, career, success that he hopes someday to 
have. With the onset of the forties comes an implicit, if not explicit, ac- 
counting of whether he has achieved, or is likely to achieve, the goals for 
which he has been striving. If he is well on his way and sees himself on 
course, this assessment will be uplifting rather than depressing. 

People who have achieved early success by having reached their goals, 
or very nearly so, may have the hardest time during this period of their 
lives. If they have made the money they wanted, achieved the career suc- 
cess they sought, have the home and family for which they yearned, they 
may find themselves wanting. They have run out of challenges. That 
which motivated and energized them is no longer there. It is like facing 
the challenge and excitement of climbing a mountain; the exhilaration of 
jane it to the top is followed by the let-down of coming down the moun- 
tain. 

Such an experience is not unique to the successful. It can apply equally 
to those who become aware in their forties that they are not going to 
achieve the goals for which they strived. 

With this realization may come the self-criticism from the individual 
himself or from others. This could take the form of the wife who com- 
plains to her husband that he’s never made it and never will. It may also 
take the form of the.man who comes to recognize that he has gone as far 
as he is likely to go in his career. 

While the mid-life crisis is popularly defined by a particular age, it is 
more clearly defined by the time when a person's focus shifts from where 
he wants to go to what he has missed. He concentrates more on what he 
doen’s have than on the enjoyment and pursuit of what he does have. It is 
also a time when one tries to make up for whatever deprivations may 
have been experienced in the past, be it the child who was poor, didn’t 
have a father, or missed getting an education. 

The challenge at each stage of our lives is to set and seek to achieve 
goals for whatever future there may be. It principle, this applies as much 
to the 20-year-old as it does to the 80-year-old. Added to this is the capacity 
to make the most of what we have at any given point and to minimize the 
energy we put into mourning our deprivation. 

In so doing, each stage of life can be an exciting chapter in itself, with 
the prospect of other exciting chapters to follow. There is nothing so 
depleting as mourning what you’ve missed and can’t replace. There is 
nothing more uplifting than pursuing and achieving the attainable.

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Tamayo museum to honor long-exiled Mexican painter

MEXICO CITY (UPI) — Rufino 
Tamayo, driven into exile for 27 years 
but currently recognized as one of the 
“Big Four” of 20th century Mexican 
art, can now afford to say, “I am the 
first." 

“T say there is a whole new school 
of art in Mexico of which I, without be- 
ing presumptuous, am the founder,” 
the 81-year-old artist said in a recent 
interview. 

In the past decade Tamayo has 
gained world recognition as the last, 
and possibly the best, of Mexico's 
“Big Four,” along with the late 
muralists Diego Rivera, Jose 
Clemente Orozco and David Si- 
quieros. 

Tamayo earlier this month was 
named director of the Arts School at 
the Oaxaca State University and will 
see a lifetime dream capped May 29 
when President Jose Lopez Portillo 
inaugurates the new Tamayo Modern

The Nut Museum

OLD LYME, Conn. (UPI) — Admission to the 
Nut Museum is one nut and there are all kinds. 


One man offered his wife. 


A teen-age girl struck a limp pose after sw- 
inging the museum's big brass door knocker, and 


stood mute. 


“Why, you're imitating a nut,” the delighted 
curator, Elizabeth Y. Tashjian, exclaimed. 

“Yes,” the girl replied, ‘‘but what variety?” 

Curator Tashjian has been beguiling visitors 
with anecdotes like those since 1972 when she 
opened the world's first and only museum 
dedicated to the nut, which she said grew in the 


Garden of Eden. 


“Eve gave Adam a nut instead of an apple,” 
she said. “I call nuts fresh tokens of primeval ex- 
istence because they look as old as the hills and 


they are new every year.” 


And man, she says, evolved from the nut. Just 


how far is anybody’s guess. 


She uses a 10-pound double coconut from the 
Seychelle Islands in the Indian Ocean called a 
“coco de mer" to illustrate her challenge to Dar- 
win's theory. It resembles parts of the male and 
female anatomy, depending on which way you 


look at it. 


“Briefly, I'm saying out with apes and in with 
nuts!”’ she said. ‘‘Nobody has contested my sug- 
gestion so far. I secretly rejoice — my thesis of 
humanity evolving from the nut Won ac- 
ike 


complishing something terrific, 
Trek’,” she said. 


She started the museum to establish “the enti- 
ty of the nut,” and recalls being ‘roundly 
challenged,” for using the word “‘entity,” and by 
people who said, ‘‘Oh, we just don’t like nuts!”” 

She chides people who treat nuts casually and 
says F. Scott Fitzgerald may have started it all 
when he likened people to pecans in 1920, referr- 
ing to one of his characters as a ‘‘simple little 


nut” in ‘This Side of Paradise”. 
“Naughty,” she said. 


She is an original, and some visitors wonder 
how to address her. She puts them right at ease 
and says she doesn’t mind being called by her 


first name. 


“When I opened the Nut Museum nine years 
ago,” the descendant of Armenian aristocrats 
said in her precise diction, ‘I got a call from UPI 
in Hartford and I was stunned. The man said, 
‘Elizabeth, my name is Gene Costello. You can 
call me ‘Gene.’ I’ve since gotten accustomed to 


it.” 


She began talking to nuts as a child in New 
York City and says they talked back to her. 
“They were quite sophisticated,” she said, I 


couldn't bear to look at a carrot.” 


Her mother bought the 19th century mansion 
that houses the museum in 1950 after an 
automobile tour through the Connecticut coun- 
tryside, asking her daughter from time to time to 
tell intuitively what their interiors were like. 

Mother Tashjian settled in the Ferry Road 
mansion, which turned ‘out to have what 
Elizabeth imagined. But the thing that sold her 
on the house she saw first hand. “It had acorn 


cornices,” she said. 


It is more of a stage for a witty and charming 
woman whom you might otherwise expect to find 
in a Broadway play, perhaps by Tennessee 
Williams if it were set in the Deep South, than it 
is a museum devoted to nuts, nut paintings, 


sculpture, and jewelry. 


She is delighted to sing her own coinposition, 
“The Nut March,” a cappella, and in a clear, 
ringing voice she promenades almonds and 
acorns, Which one guest thought funny. Instead 
of being offended, she joined in the laughter. 

The museum is facing economic hard times, 
but she is determined to keep it up and may have 
to increase the admission, which in addition to 


one nut is also $1, 


Her sheet aluminum sculpture expressing her 
theory on evolution is for sale, and this may help. 
So is another sculpture consisting of a 10-foot nut- 
cracker, apparently the world’s largest. But 


does she eat nuts? : 
“If1 close my eyes,” she said.

Tamayo oil, ‘Watermelon Eater,” 
was sold by Christie's gallery in New 
York for $200,000, the highest price 
ever paid for a work by a living Latin 
American artist and exceeded only by 
Prices of up to $220,000 paid the same 
week for oils by Rivera. 

Nearly 50 Tamayo paintings, draw- 
ings, lithographs and other works 
spanning almost 50 years from 1927 
were among Latin American works 
sold at Sotheby Parke Bernet in New 
York this month. 

Tamayo’s house in the exclusive 
San Angel Inn suburb of the capital - 
totally pink inside because “that is a 
very Mexican color” — is stuffed with 
valuable pre-Hispanic artefacts and 
paintings by other famous artists. 

But tucked away in corners are 
several statues of Gabriel the Ar- 
changel, holding the scales of justice 
and a sword, as though Tamayo wants 
to remind himself of injustices he 
believes he suffered at the hands of 
countrymen. 


UP TRE TRUNKS PROTECT TREES 


Tamayo fled in 1942 to New York 
and later Paris under a shower of 
criticism from Rivera, Siquieros and 
Orozco for refusing to join the “‘of- 
ficial” art school that emerged after 
the 1910-1919 peasant-inspired 
revolution. 

The three argued the arts should be 
used to reinforce leftist revolutionary 
ideology. They loaded their works 
with visions of bare-breasted 
peasants valiantly overthrowing the 
yoke of the ruling classes. 

Tamayo defended art for its own 
sake, regardless of theme, and went 
on painting peasant women, 
watermelons in a rusky pink color 
now known as “Rufino Red,” and 
blurry human figures of no political 
significance. 

One critic wrote that while hun- 
dreds of students were being shot to 
death in Mexico City by government 
troops in 1968, Tamayo was in Paris 
unveiling a new painting titled ‘‘Hap- 
py Man.” 
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“The theme has no importance,” 
Tamayo said. “I was opposed to 
sacrificing the true values of painting 
in favor of the political theme,” 

“Besides, if the revolution ended 
and in failure, as many believe why 
keep insisting on the same theme?” 

Tamayo finally returned to Mexico 
in 1970, perhaps feeling protected by 


the growing recognition that his 


apolitical art seemed to have 
outlasted the works of the 
“revolutionaries.” 


“For some time there has been talk 
that I am the last of the ‘Big Four,’ 
but I say Lam neither big nor fourth. I 
am the first of a new school of art in 
the country," he said with a smile.

Cheryl says that she has won “lots 


of ribbons and medals,” but the im- 
pression that she gives is that she is 
not competing to win, but because she 
loves the sport and the competitions 
are part and parcel of being a gym- 
nast. 

“She is really very humble about 
the whole thing,” says Cheryl's 
mother, Barbara. ‘Cheryl's got a 
very good altitude.” 

“T just don’t want to get my hopes 
up,” says Cheryl. “I'll say I'm going 
to a competition and then I won't go 
and then I'll get depressed. I just get 
happy about it because I like it.” 

Her parents won't urge her to try 
for the Olympics either, because ‘‘ 
that’s an awful lot of pressure to put 
on somebody so young,” says Mrs. 
Cooperstein. 

“My husband and I both agreed 
when she was a little girl that we 
wanted her to have a normal life and 
have friends. It’s not a normal life for 
a child to have to move away at such a 
young age,” she says. 

So instead of heading for a training 
school like Muriel Grossfeld’s in Con- 
necticut, which is where many Olym- 
pic hopefuls end up, Chery] has stayed 
in Newton. She is now a ninth grader 
at F.A. Day Junior High School, 
where she gets A’s and B’s, and she is 
winning top honors in gymnastics 
competitions all over New England. 
She practices five hours a day, five 
days a week, and when she's not prac- 
ticing or doing her homework, she 
likes to go shopping with her friends 
from school. 

Cheryl’s first gymnastics lesson 
was in the first grade, when a teacher 
suggested to Mrs. Cooperstein that 








Chery! should be put into a gym class. 
Although she says that she likes the 
uneven bars the best, Cheryl says that 
she doesn’t have any special routine 
that she likes to perform. 

“I'm trying learning to do a double 
full.” Her enthusiasm is more evident 
at Gymnastics n Junction, where she 
is one of a few dozen girls practicing 
in the huge gym. Her present coach, 
Steve Nunno, is spotting a group of 
girls learning to do back flips, so 
Chery] is practicing alone, first on the 
uneven bars and then on the balance 
beam. She is small and trim in a navy 
blue leotard with red and white 
stripes running up the sides, as she 
expertly executes a few difficult 
leaps. 

Since it is meet season, the girls 
concentrate on their routines, and 
Cheryl goes through a few as easily as 
most people would cross the street. 

“Nervous? No, I don’t usually get 
nervous until the meet begins, usually 
when I'm on the balance beam. I get 
less nervous with each meet,’’ she 
says. 

This summer, Chery] will attend the 
U.S. Gymnastics Training Center in 
Greenfield for one month. According 
to her mother, Cheryl works out 
through the summer anyway, “ 
wherever she can finda gym.”

e driven her to practice in all kinds of 
weather, in storms nobody would 
dream of driving in,’’ says Mrs. 
Cooperstein. 

“I know! I'll even go if I'm sick or 
hurt, or whatever,” says Cheryl, 
whose most serious injuries so far 
have been a lot of pulled muscles.

NORWOOD — If you stood in the 
center of town and were asked for 
directions to Swedeville, would you be 
baffled? 

If you were a longtime resident of 
Norwood you'd know that Swedeville 
is located in the vicinity of Chapel 
Street, Saunders Road and Savin 
Avenue. 

There was a time when Norwood, 
like Boston, was characterized by 
neighborhoods based on ethnicity. 


As industrialization rose in the nine- 
teenth century, so too did the influx of 
immigrant groups, who left their 
native countries in the bowels of 
passengers ships. The journey was 
completed with the help of the newly 
completed Norfolk County Railroad. 
They settled and developed their own 
districts here with peculiar names 
like Cork City, Dublin, Germantown, 
Swedeville, Christian Hill and Hard- 
scrabble. 

The neighborhoods cushioned the 
shock of immigration. 

But while the newcomers bathed in 
their culture and language, with each 
passing year they slowly became 
Americanized. 

“I always considered myself a 
Dublin boy,” said Stephen ‘Zark” 
Connolly, referring to the Irish 
neighborhood in the vicinity of 
Railroad Avenue and Prospect Street. 


Connolly, a member of the Board of 
Registrars, said he recalled the Irish 
workers trudging down the middle of 
Railroad Avenue with their tin lunch 
pails in hand. 


“Many of the old Irish worked at the 
(Winslow and Smith) Tannery or 
Readville (car shops).”” 

“They all had large houses and big 
families,” he said, adding that the 
children in the district attended the 
Shattuck School. 

Connolly worked as an office boy for 
the railroad in those days. Each mor- 
ning he would take the 10:15 train to 
Readville, pick up papers and return 
to Norwood. 

As a youngster, he witnessed the 
rivalry between the other Irish 
neighborhood on the lower end of 
Railroad Avenue. 

“We'd go down there and pick 
dandelions,” he said, ‘and a gang 
would come over from Cork City.” 
Arguments would often erupt, and oc- 
casionally rocks would be thrown. 

“Everyone had a nickname back 
then,” he said, ‘‘with names like ‘Fid- 
dle’ Devine.” 

He received his nickname from an 
old baseball major leaguer named 
Tom Zachery. 

The boys from Dublin, as well as the 
other districts, formed there own 
sports teams. Connolly reminisced 
about the baseball games with the 
Syrians, Lithuanians, and Poles of 
South Norwood. 

“Anytime we played South Nor- 
wood," he recalled, ‘‘there was a big 
rivalry.”” 

The Dublin boys spent cool summer

nights sitting on the steps at the stores 
in Norwood center, watching the traf- 
fic pass by. Today, a tavern that 
stands between the two districts 
reminds one of the inhabitants: ‘The 
Irish Heaven.” 

To the rear of the center, the roads 
climbed up to Prospect Street, an 





area known as Christian Hill. 

The rambling white mansions hous- 
ed some of the wealthiest men in 
town, such as Frank Allen, who later 
became governor, and George 
Willett, the creator the Civic Center. 

The district extended from Vernon

“Tt was called ‘H.L. Wiggins Top to 
Toe Outfitters,’ he said proudly, ad- 
ding that next door was a waiting sta- 
tion for the trolley that would rumble 
down from Walpole. 

Not far away was the district of 
“Hardscrabble,” where Selectman 
Walter Dempsey was born. 

“It was the wrong side of the 
tracks,’ said Dempsey. Yet he was 
uncertain about the origin of the 
name. “It was before my time,"’ he 
said. His father, who journeyed here 
from Ireland, worked at the Plympton 
Foundry on Lenox Street. 

Recalling his childhood, Dempsey 
said he could ‘‘still here the machines 
going down at the Central Station.” 

The foundry manufactured brake 
shoes for railroad cars. 

“There was not much mobility,” 
added Dempsey. ‘‘You more or less 
stayed in your own backyard.” 

Dempsey likened his neighbors to 
the Portuguese that presently inhabit 
South Norwood. “It’s just sociology 
really,”’ he said. ‘It’s sort of natural 
to be with your own friends and 
culture.”’ 

Augie Mattson, an octogenarian on 
Chapel Street, would likely agree. Yet 
his neighborhood had a different 
flavor. 

“We had three Swedish churches 
within five minutes walk,” he said of 
his native Swedeville where he still 
lives. 

“Most of the men worked at the tan- 
nery or the (Morrill) Ink Mill."” 

Aira Johnson was also raised in the 
district on Savin Avenue, but under 
the Finnish culture of her parents. 

“It was a close neighborhood,” she 
said. ‘‘We put on plays and fairs." 

She recalled the Finnish basketball 
team called the “‘Yritys.”” 

“They played different Finnish 
clubs and also the Lithuanians and 
Poles,” said Johnson. 

“They were great stuff,’’ she recall- 
ed, “each girl chose her favorite 
player.’” 

On Savin Avenue, where Johnson 
was born, there stood a Finnish store 
that sold dried fish and a dark rye 
bread popular with her people. 

“But my generation intermarried 
and they kind of broke away,” she 
said. 

“We had much wider interests than 
my parents, they just zeroed in on 
their own culture.”’ 

But while the neighbors have for the 
most part dispersed, there are still 
those who remember. 

A few years back Concannons 
Village sponsored a ‘‘Dublin Night” 
as well as a ‘‘Cork City Night.” 

“They had a good showing,’’ said 
“Zark" Connolly about ‘‘Cork City."” 
But he added, in the spunky “Dublin” 
tradition: ‘‘We had them beat.”

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Quadraplegic Young intends to be ataxpayer

NEWTON - Six years ago, David 
Young fought back from a near fatal 
accident which has left him restricted 
to a wheelchair for life, Today, the 
Harvard graduate student is fighting 
President Ronald Reagan's budget 
cuts which could put him into a nurs- 
ing home. 

The aggressive 25-year-old student 
recently met with Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy to protest the cuts in Social 
Security benefits and other programs 
which will affect the handicapped. 

In a battery powered wheelchair 
Sporting a bumper sticker saying, ‘‘I 
Love New York,’ the West Newton 
quadraplegic spoke to the senior 
senator outside a Democratic fun- 
draiser at Aquinas Junior College last 
week, 

“In four years, I intend to be a tax- 
paying citizen, putting money back in- 
to the system,” Young told Kennedy. 
“However, if the benefits are cut, I 
end up perhaps in a nursing home 
costing the taxpayers $110 per day. 
There is nothing I'd rather do than be 
a taxpaying citizen and that is going 
to happen in four or five years." 

The Democratic liberal responded 
to Young's compassionate plea with a 
vow to fight the Reagan cuts. 

“Iam going to do everything I can 
to resist these cuts,” said Kennedy, 
who is gearing up for a re-election 
campaign. ‘I just want you to know 
that I will work in every way I 
possibly can to fight the cuts.”’ 

In his comfortable Watertown 
Street apartment which he shares 
with two roommates who help take 
care of him, Young talked about the 
cuts which threaten the handicapped. 

“It makes me angry because it’s so 
damm stupid,” he snaps. “It’s not g0- 
ing to save any money...It’s going to 
be giving a lot of good people real 
hard times. That’s the truth!” 

The proposed cuts have thrown han- 
dicapped benefits into a budget battle 
which will be played out in the coming 
weeks. Young receives $350 a month 
from Social Security and $700 a month 
from Medicaid. The benfits pay for at- 
tendants who help care for Young and 
other living expenses. 

Young is a doctoral degree can- 
didate in the Division of Medical 
Sciences at Harvard Medical College. 
Finishing his first year, he is busy 
taking courses such as Neurop- 
sysiology, Neuropathology, Phar- 
macology and Biochemistry. 

Sitting in his room, which is filled 
with college textbooks, tlie intelligent 
and articulate Young is talkative and 
not the least bit self-conscious about 
his handicap. He is also not shy about 
his dislike for President Reagan’s 
budget cutting fervor. A bumper 
sticker that recently fell off his 
wheelchair read: ‘(Nuke Reagan.” 

“TI think Reagan is pretty narrow 
minded and pretty narrow minded in 
general,’’ says the bearded Young. 
“He gets in there and he is all self- 
righteous and high and mighty.” 

Young, who admits he is a “little 





avant garde,’ playfully mimmicks 
Reagan as he strikes at the proposed 
cuts - To hell with with these hippies 
and liberals of the sixties. I'm going to 
get rid of all these programs...”’ 

Young's room looks like that of any 
graduate student. A poster titled 
“Cramming” that depicts a gnome 
like creature studying hangs in one 
corner above an unmade bed. A 
poster of a Monet post impressionist 
painting hangs on another wall with a 
Harvard pennant just above it. In 
another corner, hangs a_ bulletin 
board with a long list of phone 
numbers and notes. Directly beneath 
the bulletin board hangs a chart of the 
“periodic table of the elements.” 

Young is not only concerned about 
his own benefits, but future benefits 
for other handicapped citizens, 
benefits that he knows go a long way 
in helping handicapped citizens get an 
education and lead a fulfilling life. 

“What doesn't make sense to me is 
that you've got programs whose end 
goal is to get people working again be- 
ing cut...It’s ridiculous...It really is 
ridiculous,” pleads Young, who 
stresses that the benefits are an in- 
vestment which help handicapped 
citizens to become taxpayers. 

“In the end, I'll end up putting 
money back into the system, but if 
these cuts come down I could be put in 
a nursing home!”’ a distressed Young 
says. 

A phone call interrupts the inter- 
view. Young maneuvers his 
wheelchair and answers the special 
intercom phone by using a short stick 
that fits in his mouth. 

“Hi David,”’ an enthusiastic voice 
bursts over the speaker. ‘“How’s 
things?” It is Young’s mother inform- 
ing him of a letter from Harvard 
University. 

“I’m busy,’’ Young says. “Can I 
call you back in a half hour or so?” 

“Sure go ahead,” his mother 
responds. 

Almost immediately, Young is once 
again criticizing the budget cuts - 
“those dammed cuts!”’ 

“It doesn’t make sense on any 
level: either economically or in terms 
of free will or the American way ...it 
doesn’t make any sense!” he con- 
tinues. 

Young emphasizes that the propos- 
ed Reagan budget cuts could mean 
that future handicapped citizens will 
not get the same break he did. 

“T don’t know if I could have gotten 
where J am without help from various 
programs,”’ he says with a trace of 
uncertainty. ‘I don’t know if I could 
have done it. I’ve had to fight te fight 
to get where I am now, but I could im- 
agine it being a lot worse.” 

The accident which has put Young 
in a wheelchair for life occurred when 
he was 19-years-old. It was a cool May 
evening. Young spent the night dining 
at Tony’s Villa in Newton Centre with 
afriend. 

As he was driving home, he swerv- 
ed and hit a tree while trying to avoid 
a dog. After that, Young can only 
remember waking up in a hospital

where he spent the next seven months 
in a bed with a spinal cord injury. He 
has been unable to walk since the ac- 
cident. 

When Young talks, you can feel the 
determination and grit. which have 
allowed him to bounce back from the 
devastating injury. He has the con- 
fidence of a prize fighter. He is a sur- 
vivor. 


How did he first respond to his 
tragic accident? Young admits that 
he was severely depressed for several 
weeks when the doctor informed him 


that he would never walk again. 
However, he soon realized that he had 
two options. 

“At one point, I knew I had two 
choices,” he explains. ‘I could either 
make the best of it and enjoy myself 
or spend the rest of my life feeling 
sorry for myself. It didn’t seem to 
make much sense to feel sorry for 
myself. At that point, there was no 
choice...” 


“IT never wanted to stay in the 
hospital,” he continues. " I always 
wanted to get out as soon as I could.”’ 


Only three days after leaving the 
hospital, Young began college. After 
one year at Newton Junior College, he 
transferred to the University of 
Massachusetts in Boston. Young 
graduated in 1979 with a bachelor's 
degree in Chemistry, 

Last year, he entered Harvard. 
Young says he has had trouble adap- 
ting to the “elitist” atmosphere at the 
prestigous university, but has learned 
to cope with the many students who 
assume he is a patient. 

He talks about ‘‘scientific 
knowledge” and ‘three dimensional 


computer modeling of nerve cells and 
nervous system pathways” like a 
baseball fan speaking of batting and 
pitching averages. ; 

One of Young's ambitions is to 
become a professor and researcher at 
a major university. In another four or 
five years, Young hopes to reach that 
goal. 


These days, however, he is more 
concerned about the damaging set- 
backs that could result from the 
Reagan administration's proposed 
cuts in benefits for the handicapped.

Corbett HR gives 
Waltham 5-2

It's gone on for two years now when Waltham High and Newton North 
have gotten together to play baseball...with every game following a strangly 
similiar Story line. The contest is close; there’s usually one key play which 
turns the tide; and that key play is always made by the Hawks. 

Well, there were no variances in the script Monday night at Nipper Maher 
Park (Jake Dennis Field) as Waltham again rallied (for the third time in 
two years) to nip the Tigers at the wire, 5-2, ina game that was much tighter 


than the final score indicates. 


This time the deciding blow was a 
two-run homer over the right-field 
fence in the fifth inning by righthand- 
ed (and No.9) hitter Matt Corbett, 
who, according to manager Al 
Scafidi, had been given the start for 
that very reason. ‘‘I’m not kidding,” 
said the prophetic Scafidi afterward. 
“There were three kids that I was 
considering starting and I said to 
Chuck (Agrillo) that if there was 
anyone capable of putting the ball out 
tonight it was Matt. I knew he had the 
power to doit.” 

Corbett's opposite-field blast came 
with one out and moments after short- 
stop Dave Arcese had thrown high to 
first on Steve LaForest's grounder for 
an error. It wiped out a 2-1 Newton 
North lead which had held since the 
first. The Hawks then took advantage 
of another crucial Tiger mistake in 
the sixth (Catcher Joe Slamin dropp- 
ing an easy pop for the third out) to 
pick up two more runs. ‘‘We made two 
very big errors and they killed us,” 
said Newton Manager Tom Rezzuti. 
“But they were physical errors and 
those will happen.” 

Rezzuti was viewing the game from 
the stands by the bottom of the sixth, 
however, having been thrown out in 
the top of the inning when Rich Mar- 
chioni was picked off first base. The 
umpire initially started to give the 
safe sign and then called Marchioni 
out in dramatic fashion, causing Rez- 
zuti to come storming from the dugout 
and give the fans his best Billy Martin 
imitation. 

The Tigers, as they usually do, had 
charged from the gate with two runs 
in the top half of the first off 
Waltham's Scott Awiszus, who once 
again did his warming up in the open- 
ing frame. Arcese began the yame 
with a ringing double to right, but he 
was then thrown out at the plate by 
Corbett after Bobby Kenney singled 
to left. ‘Man on second, none out, he 
should not have been going,” shrugg- 
ed Rezzuti. “What can you do?” 

The Tigers didn’t let that miscue

stop them, though. Slamin reached on 
an error by first baseman Steve 
LaForest — who simply missed Mike 
Oliveri’s chest-high throw — to allow 
Kenney to trot home. Consecutive 
singles by Marchioni and Larry Kelly 
brought Slamin in and Newton was 
up, 2-0. Awiszus escaped further 
damage by inducing Rich Keyes to 
bounce into a 6-4-3 double play. 

The Hawks got one back in the bot- 
tom of the first off Marchioni as Bob- 
by Cappadona walked, went to second 
on Oliveri's groundout, and scored on 
Scott LaForest’s single up the middle. 

So the Hawks were only down by 
one, and for them, that’s a plus when 
Awiszus is on the mound because it’s 
becoming clearer every game that if 
you don’t get to the big righthander 
early you won't get to him at all. 

Predictably, Awiszus settled into a 
groove after the first, retiring nine 
batters in a row before walking Paul 
Howley in the fifth and then, one bat- 
ter later, surrendering an_ infield 
single to Dave Arcese. But with run- 
ners on first and third and the count 2- 
2 on Kenney, Rezzuti called for a 
suicide squeeze. Scafidi, however, 
called for a pitchout and Howley was 
dead coming down the line. “It was a 
gutsy call by Al,’’ conceded Rezzuti. 
“T never would have called it on 2-2. I 
never figured he would.” 

“T had an inkling it was coming,” 
said Scafidi with a sly smile. 

That would be the last of the threats 
against Awiszus, who finished with a 
five-hitter (affter allowing four in the. 
first inning) and five K’s. After that 
fifth inning threat, the only Tiger to 
reach base was Marchioni (walk) in 
the sixth, and Awiszus quickly picked 
him off on the play that would send 
Rezzuti into a rage. 

Marchioni didn’t exactly pitch a 
bad game himself. He only allowed 
four hits, but two of them were big 
ones — the homer by Corbett and a 
clutch RBI double by Larry Scafidi in 
the sixth. Both followed errors. 

Scafidi’s hit came after Awiszus 
had walked and Jim Danielson had 
replaced him on the base paths via a 
fielder’s choice. Danielson moved to 
third on a stolen base and a wild pitch 
and then scored on Scafidi’s rope. 
Dave LeLievre followed with another 
single to score the final run: 

The Hawks, now 7-5 overall and 7-4 
in the Suburban League, host Somer- 
ville Thursday at Barbara Yetten 
Field in a 3 p.m. start. The two teams 
will first finish a tie game from 

earlier in the year before playing a 
regularly-scheduled contest. Newton 
North, 7-7, travels to Weymouth North 
Wednesday.

For the second straight year and 
the fourth time in the last five, the 
Newton North Tigers are the Subur- 
ban League boys’ track champions.

For the times of your life! 
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By the Arts Council 

When it comes to music, people are 
making it just about everywhere in 
Massachusetts. 

From bustling Boston — home of 
the internationally celebrated Boston 
Symphony Orchestra — to rural 
Charlemont in the Berkshires — host 
of the Mohawk Trail summer concert 
series — talented amateurs and 
seasoned professionals are raising a 
musical chorus that may be unmatch- 
ed nationwide. 

“Massachusetts is well known as a 
center for the arts, but few may 
realize that the state is international- 
ly pre-eminent in the world of music,” 
notes Anne Hawley, executive direc- 
tor of,the Mass. Council on the Arts 
and Humanities, which provided 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars in 
financial support this year to almost 
50 different musical organizations 
throughout the commonwealth. 

“T doubt that any other area of the 
country offers so much musical ex- 
cellence in so many different 
disciplines,’ Hawley adds. “From 
Bach to Pop, Massachusetts has it 
all.” 

Indeed, even a tiny sampling of 
musical pleasures on tap in 
Massachusetts seems overwhelming 
in its breadth and depth. Haydn from 
Cambridge’s Banchetto Musicale. 
Mozart from Great Barrington’s 
Aston Magna Foundation for Music. 
Ives and Cage from Boston Musica 
Viva. Duke Ellington at the Jazz 
Coalition's JazzWeek. Monteverdi 
from the Boston Camerata. John 
Philip Sousa from Revere's 27th 
Lancer Drum and Bugle Corps. The 
list goes on and on. 

Especially interesting, at least 
where the people of Massachusetts 
are concerned, is the far-ranging 
series of concerts that blossom from 
this musical network and flower each 
summer throughout the state. These 
often casual musical smorgasbords 
offer residents and vacationers alike 
an unprecedented opportunity to tune 
in to exceptional music in a relaxed 
atmosphere. And there is something 
for everyone, regardless of 





preference. 

This year’s Castle Hill Music 
Festival, staged at a seaside estate in 
Ipswich, is a case in point. Included 
on this summer's program are an 
equestrian ballet performed in 
dressage to the music of a wind band, 
and a salute to the Roaring '20s by the 
National Jazz Ensemble complete 
with an exhibition of ballroom danc- 
ing and an audience in period 
costume. 

Equally eclectic is the Mohawk 
Trail 1981 offering, performed in 
Charlemont's Federated Church. In- 
cluded on the program are an evening 
with Calliope, a Renaissance Band of 
four players and some 40 instruments, 
and a salute to Georg Philipp 
Telemann entitled Telemannathon 
and featuring Judith Davidoff, 
Philipp Naegele and Bernard Krainis. 

And for the symphony addict, there 
is the nationally acclaimed 
Tanglewood BSO series, which this 
summer features conductors Leonard 
Bernstein, Eugene Ormandy, Andre 
Previn and, of course, the BSO's Seiji 
Ozawa. 

How did Massachusetts evolve into 
a center of such musical diversity and 
excellence? 

There is no simple answer, but the 
establishment early of important 
symphony orchestras in Boston, 
Worcester and Springfield clearly had 
a lot to do with it. These institutions 
helped foster an atmosphere con- 
ducive to good music that continues to 
this day. 

Although not as well known as the 
BSO, the Worcester and Springfield 
Orchestras are important organiza- 
tions that serve as musical hubs in the 
central and western part of the state. 

The Worcester Orchestra in central 
Massachusetts is part of the 122-year- 
old Worcester County Music Associa- 
tion, which offers wide-ranging 
musical programs throughout the 
year, including a series of free out- 
door Pops concerts each summer, an 
artists competition for musically 
gifted youngsters, and performances 
by the 120-member Worcester Chorus. 

The Springfield Orchestra is also 
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part of an association which offers a 
similar range of programs to people 
in the western part of the state. The 
Springfield organization is especially 
interested in young musicians and 
cach year sponsors a Young People’s 
Symphony, a Young People's Har- 
monia and an ambitious educational 
program in the schools. 

The presence of a number of na- 
tionally recognized schools of music 
has also helped boost the state’s 
musical consciousness. Institutions 
such as The Berkshire Music Center 
at Tanglewood and the Goldovsky 
Opera Workshops at Southeastern 
Massachusetts University in North 
Dartmouth traditionally attract con- 
ductors, performers and educators of 
international reputation, and the en- 
thusiasm these people generate en- 
courages still others to get involved. 
Furthermore, these programs result 
in a wide range of concerts and per- 
formances by students and guests, 
much to the delight of the many 
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-Massachusetts means music 


residents who attend them. 

‘The state’s extensive network of 
educational institutions, such as the 
Boston-based New England Conser- 
vatory of Music, have attracted many 
outsiders who came to teach and then 
decided to stay here,” the Mass. 
Council's Hawley notes. ‘They then 
form or otherwise get involved in 
groups and organizations of their 
own, and the growth cycle continues.” 

Michael Micinowski, program 
director for the popula: Castle Hill 
concerts, offers another reason. ‘“‘both 
Boston and the Berkshires are easily 
accessible from New York and 
Washington, and people summering 
on the cape or in the mountains are 
eager to maintain their cultural 
lives,’ he says. 

No one may be able to point with 
certainty to one factor that caused 
Massachusetts to become pre- 
eminent in music, but everyone 
agrees that the state is home to much 
of the best music in the world.

Bank commissioner 
approves merger 


BOSTON — State Commissioner of 
Banks, Gerald T. Mulligan has ap- 
proved an application to merge filed 
by Suffolk Franklin Savings Bank, 
Boston and Mutual Bank for Savings, 
Newton. Having considered the ap- 
plication in light of the statutory re- 
quirements, Mulligan concluded 
“that consummation of the merger 
would be in the public interest and in 
the interest of the depositors of both 
institutions.” 

In connection with the application, 
careful consideration was given to the 
competitive effects of the proposed 
merger, the financial and managerial 
resources, the future prospects of the 
bank concerned and the convenience 
and needs of the communities to be 
served.

The federal government has accus- 
ed the group of being an agency of the 
Irish Republican Army now waging a 
bloody war against Britain. 

One government source said hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars of the 
approximate $2 million donated to the 
group, called the Irish Northern Aid 
Committee, could not be traced and 
suggested some of the funds have 
gone to fatten IRA war chests. 

But a spokesman for the volunteers, 
while acknowledging some commit- 
tee links to Irish Republican fugitives, 
said the money is only being used for 
humanitarian purposes — to feed the 
families of Republican prisoners. 

The spokesman, who said the com- 
mittee has 80 ‘‘units” nationwide, ac- 
cused the federal government of har- 
rassing the group to maintain good 
relations with the British. 

Manhattan Federal Court Judge 
Charles Haight, acting on a complaint 
from the Justice Department that had 
been pending for years, ruled May 1 
that the committee had not properly 
complied with a federal law. The law 
requires that all groups, acting on 
behalf of foreign-based organizations, 
register with the government. 

The committee had originally 
registered as an agent of a Belfast- 
based agency called the ‘‘Northern 
Aid Committee,” but the Justice 
Department said it couldn't locate the 
group. The government source said it 
apparently was ‘‘a nice name that so- 
meone came up with.”” 

Haight, citing committee letters 
that were pro-IRA, ordered it to 
register as an agent of the 
underground army which is outlawed 
in Britain and Ireland. 

He also said the group's financial 
records showed that much of the 
group's donations were unaccounted 
for and its books didn't balance. 

The government source involved in 
the investigation said the group has 
collected up to $2 million since it was 
founded ten years ago. 

“I don’t know where the money 
went, but I can make a pretty good 
educated guess,” he said. He noted 
that among five people prosecuted in 
Philadelphia in 1973 on gun-related 
charges involving arms for Northern 
Ireland, several were affiliated with 
the committee. 

John McElhone, 73, who spent much 
of his youth in Ulster’s County Derry 
— called Londonderry by the British 


— recently answered the Bronx ot- 
fice’s phones. 

In his thick Irish brogue he willingly 
talked about the plight of the Irish 
Catholics in Ulster, But he referred 
all specific questions about the group 
to a designated spokesman, Martin 
Galvin, 31, a  second-generation 
Irish-American. 

Galvin rejected charges that the 
group was an agent of the IRA and 
said the judge's ruling would be 
appealed. 

“It was a political ruling,’’ he said. 
“It came when Prince Charles was in 
the United States. All the money we 
send abroad only goes to help the 
families‘ of some of the 1,500 
Republican prisoners in the six coun- 
ties of Ulster and in Ireland. 

Galvin said the reason no address 
could be found for the Belfast ‘Nor- 
thern Aid Committee” was because 
the group was forced to flee because 
they were subject to British arrest for 
“Republican activities." He added 
the money that would have gone to the 
group from the Bronx was only in- 
tended to help prisoner's families — 
nothing more. 

He said since the committee had to 
disband his group sends its funds to 
other organizations — the Dublin- 
based An Cummann Cabhrack, 
Gaelic for the Republican Prisoners 
Dependents Fund, and the Belfast- 
based Green Cross, another organiza- 
tion to help prisoner's families. 

“We make no secret about where 
our money goes,”’ Galvin said. 

About the prosecution of 
committee-affiliated people in 
Philadelpia, he said, ‘‘We have many 
people helping the committee and 
some will do things that are outside 
activities that are not a part of our 
policy.”’ 

A Justice Department spokcsinan 
said Haight’s ruling would only mean 
the committee would have to change 
its listing and improve its record- 
keeping — and the decision should not 
interfere in its fund-raising activities. 

Galvin said in the week or so after 
IRA hunger striker Bobby Sand’s 
death early this month his group 
received more than $20,000. 

“And more money is being col- 
lected at rallies, and by our other 
units,’”’ Galvin said. ‘‘There’s an out- 
pouring that shows that many people 
are opposed to the British occupation 
of Irish lands.””

to produce subcompact

DETROIT (UPI) — Chrysler 
Corp. said today it has reached 
agreement with the French 
automaker Peugeot for joint 
development of a subcompact car 
in North America in the mid-1980s. 


Peugeot also will supply 
Chrysler with up to 450,000 diesel 
engines for its U.S.-built cars 
beginning in the 1984 model year, 
officials of the two automakers 
said. 


It was the second recent exam- 
ple of Chrysler solidifying ties with 
its overseas partners. The No. 3 
automaker earlier this month 
reached hew cooperative 
marketing agreements with the 
Japanese automaker Mitsubishi. 


Chrysler owns approximately 15 
percent of Peugeot and about the 
saine percentage of Mitsubishi. 

The new small car Peugeot and 
Chrysler will jointly develop is 
seen as a successor to the current 
Omni and Horizon subcompacts. 


Chrysler officials declined to pro- 
vide details about the project. But 
they said the car produced will be 
sold under Chrysler and Peugeot 


nameplates through their respec- 
tive dealerships. 


Peugeot will supply 450,000 1.9- 
liter diesel engines over a five-year 
period beginning with the 1984 
model year. Under previous ar- 
rangements, Peugeot also will 
make a 1.6-liter gasoline engine 
available to Chrysler. 

“The announcement was a key 
development for Chrysler, which 
was rescued from bankruptcy last 
year by federal loan guarantees 
and has seen its sales improve 
steadily over the past six months. 

In both actions, its overseas part- 
ners were rewarded with increased 
access to the U.S. market in ex- 
change for helping Chrysler. 


Mitsubishi will expand the 
number of car models available to 
Chrysler dealerships and may in 
the future make a substantial in- 
vestment in the No. 3 automaker. It 
will also be allowed to set up its 
own U.S. dealer network. 


Peugeot will gain a firmer 
foothold in the U.S. through sales of 
a car it helped design and built 
here. 


There was no mention of a possi- 
bie future Peugeot investment in 
Chrysler.

Zinc pennies, hopefully they won't besaved

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
People have always sav- 
ed coins fo: rainy day 
money but when prices 
for copper began to rise 
throwing a few pennies 
into a jar became full- 
scale hoarding. 


Even with 35-40 billion 
pennies in circulation 
there were shortages. 


As a result, the 
Bureau of the Mint said 
it will begin minting 
pennies from an alloy of 
99.2 percent zinc and 0.8 
percent copper, just 
about reversing the pre- 
sent 95 percent copper, 5 
percent zinc propor- 
tions. 


The penny will be 
coated with pure copper 
and is expected to be 
virtually in 
distinguishable from the 
current coin. 


Dr. Alan J. Goldman, 
deputy director of the 
mint, said the change is 
being made because de- 
mand exceeds its 
capacity to produce pen- 
nies and it is hoped that 
people won't be as temp- 
ted to hoard the less ex- 
pensive zine coin,

Copper is roughly 
twice as expensive as 
zine and undergoes 
more volatile price 
changes. Goldman said 
the new coin also will be 
easier to produce, since 
zinc is softer than cop- 
per and doesn’t have to 
be subjected to high- 
temperature softening 
process. 


But the main reason is 
“to assure an adequate 
supply of coins,’’ 
Goldman said. 


Werner T. Meyer, 
president of the Zinc In- 
stitute, Inc., said ‘‘cop- 
per has always had a 
speculative glamour 
that has never applied 
tozinc.”” 


But copper prices, 
which rose to $1.43 a 
pound late last year, 
have dropped due to 
slack demand from ma- 
jor users, including the 
automobile and housing 
industries. Optic fibers 
also have been replac- 
ing copper in telephone 
cables. 

The Mint’s decision 
didn’t help. One month 
ago, before its an- 
nouncement, copper 
was selling over 87 cents 
a pound; last week it 
was quoted just under 83

cents. Zinc prices on the 
other hand have risen 
from around 36 cents a 
pound a month ago to 
over 41 cents. 


Worried copper peo- 
ple are fighting back: 
the Copper and Brass 
Fabricators Council has 
filed suit in District 
Court in the District of 
Columbia to prevent the 
mint from switching to 
zinc pennies. 


Robert J. Wardell, 
president of the industry 
association, claims a 
switch ‘‘far from saving 
money" would ‘cause 
losses to both the 
government and the 
private economy.” 


Wardell argues the 
zinc penny would mean 
shifting from a metal in 
which the U.S. is ‘‘vir- 
tually self-sufficient” to 
one that is 60 percent 
imported. 


“A shift to zinc pen- 
nies would make our 
most significant coin ... 
vulnerable to distur- 
bances in international 
trade, and would worsen 
our balance of 
payments,’’ Wardell 
said. 


While conceding 
reliance on imported 
zinc, principally

than domestic, Meyer 
noted that most zinc 
comes from friendly 
neighboring countries, 
Canada and Mexico. 


It was brought out at 
congressional hearings 
that imports of both cop- 
per and zinc are larger 
than required for the 
penny. ‘In a worst-case 
scenario where metal 
used in the coins had to 
be purchased outside 
the U.S.A., copper 
would cost more than 
zine,” Meyer said. In 
addition, much of our 
copper “comes from 
politically unstable 
countries."" 

What about those pen- 
nies in jars and cigar 
boxes that are being 
hoarded by small 
speculators? 


Meyer said $1.12 a 
pound copper is the 
break-even point for the 
mint. Copper would 
have to rise to $1.50 
$1.75 a pound before 
hoarders could make 
money selling pennies 
for their copper value. 

Experts say with the 
billions in circulation, 
it’s doubtful that pen- 
nies minted in recent 
times ever will have 
numismatic value.
